Headed by Doug Ballard, Jr., the 
unit has five paramedics, two 
volunteers with training as Emergency 
Medical Technical II's, and four who 
are EMT I's. 

Because of the unit's 
reputation, the office of the 
Highway and Traffic Safety gave them

a grant for $33,200 for the vehicle. 
The Shelby County Commission 


agreed to contribute $5,528. The 
members of the unit themselves are 
now raising the balance of the money. 


The vehicle will be equipped with 
extrication equipment, and a radio that 
will transmit an  electrocardiograph 
from the vehicle to the hospital.

Traction splints and backboards 
will be on the unit, and a defibrillator, 
a resuscitator and air way equipment 
will also be included. 

In their first fund-raising effort, 
they raised over $2,200 at a roadblock 
on Highway 31 and Cahaba Valley 
Road. 

In announcing the fund raising 
drive, Ballard said, “The public's 
assistance is greatly needed to acquire 
the equipment. The unit stands ready 
to answer calls with rapid response 
teams 24 hours a day, regardless of 
weather conditions, We now ask for 
your help, so we may save lives.”

One day’s rainfall 


weighs 6 million tons? 


by Bob Hume 
Last Monday night as | came 
home from weekly scout meeting, | 


picked my empty garbage cans up al 
the road and left them in the back of 
the pickup with the lids off. Tuesday 
evening, nearly 24 hours later I went 
to set them behind the house and 
noticed they had considerable water in 
them. With a yardstick | measured an 
average of ten inches in each can. I 
began wondering how much water this 
wouid be if it fell evenly over Shelby 
County. (which, of course, it never or 
seldom does). 

Shelby County has about 850 
square miles, or about 544,000 acres. 
The rainfall would amount to about 
6,168,528,475 tons. Suppose we load 
it into 100 car trains, with each car 
carrying 100 tons. This would fill 
616.853 such trains. Now supposing 
we run such a train which is about 


6.000 feet long. bumper to bumper by 
the Southern depot at 60 miles pet 
hour, it would take about 68 seconds 
for each train to pass or 485 days for 
all the trains to pass. But if they 
obeyed a speed limit of 20 mph, it 
would take about FOUR years 
without a break for the trains to pass a 
given point, 

This, when computed in terms of 
coal or diesel fuel to drive the trains. 
seems like a monumental amount of 
energy. but is nothing when we 
consider that the universe is burning 
perhaps about 4-billion tons of 
hydrogen gas per second on the sun to 
keep our solar system comfortable, or 
at least the small end of it in which we 
live.

Calera Guard flies to Ft. Knox for drills | 


When the Calera National Guard 
unit had its monthly drill in March, it 
was not at the armory, but at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky, Co, C, 2nd 
Battalion, 152d Armor flew there to 
receive the latest in training at the 
Army’s Armor School. 

According to Sgt. Claude H. 
Harris, 51 men and five officers from 
the Calera unit flew to Ft. Knox on 
March 18 for the special weekend of 
training. 

Harris told the Reporter it is a 
new idea in training Guard units to 
take them to regular army instruction 
courses. He indicated the plan worked 
very well. In Alabama, he explained 
there are three armored battalions in 
the Guard, and not enough ranges at

If you're trekking long distances 
and using a map, set off the 
declination constant on the compass. 
Your map north is TRUE north, but 
the magnetic force of the earth makes 
your compass needle point to 
magnetic north. This difference 
between needle north and map north 
is the “declination.” In. Alabama thank 
goodness, the declination is very small. 
It is slightly east, two to four degrees 
roughly, But if you go to California 
and start a compass trip from there, 
the declination may be 15 to 20 
degrees east. If you start from Mass.. 
you may have a declination of 13 to 
15 degrees west. Simply determine 
what your declination is from a map 
ADD the declination if it is west and 
SUBTRACT it if east. 

Example: Your 
direction from Mobile shows 
the map to travel 200 degrees to reach

The 
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Mailman recalls ‘egg-citing’ cargo 


by David E. Luellen 

“If I could possibly do it, I'd get 
people their mail.” And for 43 years 
Cecil Kendrick provided top-grade 
delivery to patrons on the Chelsea 
rural route. Part of that time he 
worked as a fulltime carrier. At other 
times he accepted temporary 
assignments or substituted for the 
regular carrier. 


When Cecil began carrying mail, it 
was not af all uncommon for baby 
chicks to be sent through the mail. 
Some people even ordered bees by 
mail although Cecil says he never 
delivered any himself. In addition to 
carrying live cargo, Cecil also provided 
his patrons with special services “for 
accommodation.”” He has taken 
everything from baby bottles to eggs 
from one neighbor to another. 

“One day after I began driving a 
car on the route I Was accommodating 
my brother-in-law, Bob Rogers. He 
didn’t have a car and he wanted me to 
bring some eggs back to Chelsea for 
him. He had 14 dozen eggs done up in 
a box. I set the box up on the back 
seat of my Model A. I thought they'd 
be less likely to break there than if 
they were on the floor. 

“| was way back in by Shawville 
and coming down a pretty good hill. 
We'd had a storm and the rain washed 
a diteh across the road. When I tried to 
slow down. the brakes were wet and 
the pedal went right to the floor 
board. I hit that ditch and the eggs 
went flying clear up to the roof of my 
car. | broke 8 dozen eggs that day.” 

Broken eggs aside, before the days 
of rural delivery, mail service was not 
so accommodating. In fact, until the 
route was established in 1924 all 
Chelsea residents had to go to the post 
office for their mail. Around the turn 
of the century. mail was brought on 
horseback or by buggy from 
Columbiana and left at the home of 
Pinckney Gilbert to be picked up. 

In 1907 the Altanta- Birmingham 
- Atlanta Railroad was completed and 
the mail began arriving by train. With 
the arrival of the train the post office 
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Block didn't become America’s largest 
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was moved from the Gilbert place to 
be closer to the train stop that the 
residents had named Melrose. 
However, after learning that another 
little town in the state had already laid 
claim to that name, they selected 
Chelsea. 

The post office moved a number 
of times during the next two decades. 
Nearly every new postmaster moved 
the post office to the place of his own 
business. 

When Cecil began carrying mail in 
1924. J. I. Crane was the postmaster 
and the post office was located in his 
store. There were 115 rural boxes, a 
figure that changed little during the 
next 40 years. When Cecil retired in 
1967 there were only 135 boxes. In 
the last ten years, however. the route 
has grown at a rapid rate as city folks 
have discovered the more gentle pace 
of rural life. 

Delivering Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. Cecil earned 
$78 a month when he began and the 
post office gave him no allowance for 
transportation. He had to furnish his 
own buggy and mule. Even after he 
began driving a car. the transportation

long days. Cecil began using a car 
around 1930 and that cut “right 
smart” from the delivery time. Still. 
road conditions were very poor and he 
was not able to make a lot of time. 
Often he had to resort to his mule and 
buggy. 

Because most roads were difficult 
to travel, especially in wet weather. 
people relied on the mail to bring 
many of their supplies to them. “I 
always had a lot of packages in the 
buggy with me.” recalls Cecil. “People 
ordered clothes and shoes and such 
things from Sears and Roebuck and 
Montgomery Ward. Sometimes when it

was rainy, I'd have to stop before 
fording a creek and put the packages 
up on the buggy seat because the 
water would get over the bed of the 
buggy.” 

When parts of the route were 
impassable, Cecil would leave his mule 
and buggy and walk that portion of 
the route on foot. People appreciated 
his efforts. responding to his kindness. 
“Many’s the time I'd find a piece of 
cake left in a box for me. And at 
Christmas I'd find presents of sox and 
other things. Sometimes cakes.” 

Settling back with a sense of 
warm satisfaction that must make his 
77 years feel warm and comfortable. 
Cecil assessed the folks he had served 
for so long. “They're mighty fine 
folks.

The building was erected in 1854 
county's first permanent 
courthouse, after the county seat was 
inoved from Shelbyville (now Pelham).

Donna Morris mentioned that the 
courthouse was later bricked over and 


fitted with columns on its front. 
During the 19th century the 
courthouse was used for many 


functions. she added, even at one time 
beivs a temporary hospital for 
wounded soldiers. 

The building also housed a 
doctor’s office, a bank, the Blackerby 
Hotel, and a number of other tenants. 
after the county built’ the present 
courthouse in 1908. 

The former courthouse was later 
bought by the city of Columbiana, and 
was used us city hall until early 1976. 
The city deeded it back to the county 
and architectural reconstruction plans 
were begun. 

The Vignette Club is working 
closely with the Shelby County 
Historical Society in making up money 
for the restoration. Plans call for 
stripping the paint from the exterior 
and installing a new roof belore 
proceeding to interior remodeling. 

Vignette members are enthusiastic 
about the project of reliving history in 
the old building, which has been 
placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Many craftsmen have 
already been signed up to participate 
in the Folkeralt Festival.

Section 8 All books, records, maps, documents, and

investigative body or committee and no person having 
charge or Custody thereot shall refuse this right to any 
officertor investigative body or committee, and it snail 
be the express duty of such person to assist such officer 
of commmittee in locating records or information 
desired by them. Any member or employes of the 
commission who violates the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of @ misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, shail be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100 00) or imprisioned in the county jail not 
exceding three months.

Section 9. Any corporation desiring tc operate a race 
track in this county shall have the right, subject to the 
provisions of this act, to hold and conduct one or more 
face meetings at such track each year provided that no 
such license shall be granted to corporation, or to any 
track, for a period of less than two hundred (200) racing 
days. Said dates shali not be required to be 
consecutive, and a racing day may include a matinee 
performance. No race or racing shall be permitted on 
Sundays No person under the legal voting age shall be 
empluyed in any manner about said race track except 
@s exercise boys ano grooms; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to attend any race. 

Section 10 (a) On or before the 15th day of October of 
each year, any person, association, or corporation 
possessing the qualifications prescribed in this Act 
shal! have the right to apply to the Racing Commission 
for a permit or license to conduct race meetings and 
racing under this Act. On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the receipt of any such 
application, the commission shall convene to consider 
and act upon all permits or licenses applied for 
Approved permits or licenses shall be granted for a 
period of one year from the date of issuance and shall 
set forth, in addition fo any other infomation prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the licensee, the 
location of the race track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing desired to be conducted, 
and shall show the receipt by the Sommission of the 
license fee set by the Commission, the setting of which 
is hereby authorized. No such license shall be 
transferable, nor shall it apply to any other place, track, 
or enclosure except the one specified in this license. 

(b) The commission shall not issue any licenses which 
would permit any two race tracks in the County to 
operate on the same racing days Further, after the first 
license has been issued to the licensee, subsequent 
app-ications for renewal shail be accompanied by proot 
(in such form as the commission may require) that said 
liwensee still possesses the qualifications set out in this 
act Such applications for renewal of license shal! not be 
Gerjed except for due cause 

(c) Eighty-five percent (65%) of the employees of 
said track must D4 bona fide resident citizens of Shelby 
County, Alabama, or shall have become so within six 
months 

Section 11 The commission may suspend or revoke 
the license of any licansee conducting 2 race meeting, 
upon the willful violation of any of the provisions of this 
act. or any rule or regulation promulgated by the 
commission of may invoke a fine not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) per offense in lieu thereof 

It 1s unlawful for any licensee under this act, directly 
or indirectly, fo make any contribution whatsoever to 
any political party or to any candidate for any State, 
County or Municipal office. and upon proof being 
presented of any such contribution naving been made, 
the commission shall immediately and permanently 
revoke the license of such licensee. No disciplinary 
action may be taken nereunder until the licensee has 
been presented with notice in writing specifying the 
tume and place of a disciplinary Nearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of the accusation, 
and inviting the licensee to appear. with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, the licansee being 
atforded an opportunity to lace and examine his 
accusors. call witnesses and testify if he so chooses 

Section 12. The commision is empowered to compel 
the production of ary and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and disbursements of 
any corporation licensed to conduct race meetings 
under the provisions of this act. The commission may, 
at any time, require the removal of any employes or 
official employed by any licensee hereunder whenever 
it has reason to believe that such employee or official is 
Quilty of any improper practice in connection with 
racing, has failed to comply with any condition of the 
license, or has violated any rule adopted by the 
commission. The commission shall have the power to 
require that the books and financial or other statements 
of any licensee be kept in # manner and method 
provided by the commission; and the commission shail 
be authorized to visit, investigage, and place auditors 
and inspectors in the offices, tracks, of place of 
business of any corporation licensed under this act. The 
commission shall have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer oaths to such 
witnesses, and to require testimony on any issue before 
it, Any person failing to appear before said 
commission, or tailing to produce books, records, and 
documents ordered, or refusing fo testify thereon, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
(6) months, or by both tine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 


Section 13. The commission shall have the power to 
grant, retuse, suspend, or withdraw licenses to all 
persons connected with race tracks, including 
gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, 
drivers greyhound owners, agents, trainers, grooms, 
stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinarians, valets, 
sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in 
connection with the wagering machines, pursuant to 
such rules and regulations as the commission may 
adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed 
and determined by the commission in accordance with 
the position and compensation of such person. Any 
license may be revoked by the commission. for good 
cause shown, and any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in such occupation 
connected with racing unless the license is returned by 
the commission with permission to operate thereunder 
The commission may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or denied a license by any 
other state Racing Commission or racing authority 

Section 14. The commission shall make rules 
governing, permitting, and regulating the wagering on 
greyhound races under the form of mutuel wagering by 
patrons known as ‘‘Pari-Mutuel Wagering,’ which 
method shall be legal to the extent that, and 30 long as, 
the same is carried on and conducted strictly in 
contermity with this act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons or corporation receiving a license from the 
commission shall have the right or privilege to conduct 
this type of wagering and the licenses shall! restrict and 
contine this form of wagering to a space within the race 
meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the 
results of greyhound races shall continue to be Iitegal, 
and any or ail wagering outside of the enclosure of such 
races, where such races shall have been licensed by the 
commission, shall be illegal 

No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly

Section 15 Every licensee conducting race meetings 
under the provisions of this Act, shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission for the use of the 
Commission. a tax in an amount equal to eight (8) 
percent of the total contributions to all pari-mutuel 
pools conducted or made on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The Commission ‘of a licensee on a 
pari-mutue! poo! shall in no event exceed eighteen 
percent (19%) of the amount contributed to said 
pari-mutuel pool, which amount shall include the eight 
percent (8%) tax heretofore provided. After the 
deduction of the eight percent (8%) for the use of ihe 
commission and the percentage commission of the 
licenses, the remainder of the total contributions to 
@ach pool shall be divided among and redistributed to 
the contributors to such pools betting on the winning 
dog. The amount of sach redistribution for each 
winning bet placed shal! be determined by d the 
total amount remaining in the pool atter the tons 
hereinabove provided for by the number of bets placed 
on the winning dog. Each redistribution shall be made 
in @ sum equa! to the next lowest multiple of ten. The 
licensee in entitled to retain one-half (1/2) of the odd 
cents on all redistributions to be known as the “Breaks 
to a dime.’ The remaining one-half (1/12) of the 
‘breaks’ shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Racing 
Commission for the use of the Commission as a ‘breaks 
tax." Under the pari-mutuel system of wagering 
herein provided, the licensee shall be permitted to

However, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance of 
tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of the 
licensee, or other persons actually engaged in working 
at such track, including persons actually employed 
and accredited by the press or other news service; 
provided, the issuance of all such tax-free passes shall 
be governed by the regulations and orders of the 
commission and a list of ali such officers, employees, 
and news service representatives shail be filed with the 
commission 

Section 17. The license fees, commission, and other 
taxes imposed herein shall be in lieu of all license fees, 
commissions and other taxes to the State of Alabama, 
of any county, city, town or other political subdivision 
thereof 

Section 18. In addition to other rules and regulations 
that may be promulgated by the Racing Commission, 
the following shall be complied with by the licenses or 
operator of the race plant and employees theraof 

(a) A duly licensed veterinarian shall be on the 
grounds at weighing time and make examination of the 
physical conditions of each greyhound, and any dog not 
considered to be in good physical condition, shall be 
reported to the presiding official 

(b) An adequate security force shall be employed as 
prescribed by the licensee. 

(c) An adequately equipped first aid room shai) be 
Provided within the enclosure of the track with a 
registered nurse or licensed practical nurse of an 
emergency medical technician Il! on duty during racing 
hours 

(d) Public liability insurance shall be carried by the 
licensee or operator 

(e) All racing events shall be concluded by midnight 

(t) A pari-mutue! ticket shall not be sold to an 
individual who is visibly inebriated 

(g) All employees at the race track shail be licensed 
by the Racing Commission and shall submit a signed 
affidavit at time of employment that they meet the 
requirements of this act and of the Racing Commission 
herein created. Each employed shall be required to 
wear an identifying badge with his or her photograpn 
and name thereon at al! times while within or on the 
premises of the racing plant, Employees are prohibited 
from wagering and violators shall have their 
employment terminated. 

Section 19. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other 
monies, including finer, and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this act shall be paid to the Shelby 
County Racing Commission. All such monies 
remaining atter payment of expenses incurred in the 
administration of this act shall be distributed on a 
quarterly basis as follows:

GARDEN SPOT 


Here are the answers to some of 
the most frequently asked questions 
that come to the Extension Office: 

Should I treat for Nematodes? 

Areas that have been growing 
nematode susceptible crops for three 
years probably have built up a 
nematode population high enough to 
justify fumigation. | would suggest, if 
you plan to grow okra, squash, 
cucumbers or tomatoes, either testing 
for nematodes or treating the whole 
garden. Rootknot nematode damage 
often severely cuts production of these 
and many other crops. The cost of 
treating is so small in proportion to 
the benefits, many gardeners routinely 
fumigate every year. 


Should I take a soil test? 

You can’t find out what your soil 
needs unless you know what it’s 
lacking. A soil test will tell how much 
lime and fertilizer to add to what's 
already in the soil for a good crop. | 
suggest you take a soil sample at least 
once every three years and use it as a 
guide for applying fertilizer the other 
two years. 

If you don’t test, use the 
Extension Service’s general fertilizer 
recommendations for acid soils of 
medium fertility. Apply 50 pounds of 
agricultural limestone per 1,000 square 
feet and 20 to 30 pounds of a 
complete fertilizer like 8-8-8 o1 
10-10-10. If this seems like a high rate 
of fertilizer, it is. But remember you 
could grow three or four crops a year

It would take three or four 
different herbicides all garden 
crops. Some chemicals do a modest 
job of controlling many small seeded 
annual grasses and weeds. Others like 
Dacthal and Treflan do an excellent 
job of controlling most annual grasses 
but are ineffective against many 
broadleaf weeds. So, no one herbicide 
will eliminate the need for some form 
of supplemental weed control.

What Kind of fertilizer should I 
use in my garden? 

Follow the recommendations of 
your soil test in applying lime and 
fertilizer. If you have done this and 
applied nitrogen sidedressing as 
recommended you have done all you 
can about fertility. Ratio, grade and 
brand of fertilizer are insignificant as 
long as you satisfy the fertility 
requirements for the garden. 
Day-to-day garden care, weed control 
and disease control are much more 
important than kind of fertilizer. 


What do you think about organic 
gardening? 

I am not sure what an organic 
garden encompasses. | am a_ firm 
believer in the use of crop rotation, 
crop sanitation and generous 
applications of organic matter in 
combination with the use of lime and 
fertilizer based on soil test results. | 
don’t believe plants grown on. soils 
where huge amounts of organic matter 
have been used are more disease and 
insect resistant than those grown on 
average soils. Making good yields 
without the use of pesticides is wishful 
thinking.

Pelham wrestles problems

Pelham’s Ctiy Council elected 
Mrs. William Bryars, Frank 
Dorrance and Carrie Sue Hinds to the 
city library board at their special 
meeting Monday night. 

The council’s regular meeting next 
week is cancelled so the members can 
attend the League of Municipalities 
meeting in Montgomery. 

In other business. Mayor Burk 
Dunaway read a letter from School 
Superintendent Elvin Hill, who 
explained that the school bus cannot 
turn into Chandalar subdivision 
because of the hazards of getting the 
buses back on the highway. He also 
noted the state does not appropriate 
money for transporting children who 
live less than two miles from school. 
(Chandalar is less than 2 miles from 
Valley School.) 

John Tanner introduced an 
ordinance that trucks traveling 
through Pelham must stay in the right 
& lane of traffic. The proposal died for 


lack of a second. 

The police department requested 
the council to establish a fire lane at 
Pelham Plaza. Councilmen Roy Jowers 
and Leslie Todhunter were named to 
look into it. 

Jowers reported the fire truck is 
being checked in Birmingham and 
should be in Pelham within a week. 

He also asked that the city draw 
up rules covering the use of city hall, 
saying that individuals are mis-using 
the building. The council agreed to it. 
Jowers noted that there are now 
restrooms, telephone and food 
available at the concession stand at the 
park behind the city hall, so there 
should be no need for children to 
come into the city hall during game 
times. 

Mayor Dunaway noted that, “The 
city hall was leaking when we moved 
in 3% years ago and it’s still leaking.” 
He asked for and got permission to 
have the city attorney contact the 
contractor. 


The council unanimously 
approved buying some new equipment 
for the department which included 
coats, helmets. boots and head bands. 

Asking that the town assume the 
expense of laying the line and putting 
a fire plug in Oliver Park, Councilman 
Terry Snow said that it would serve 2 
purposes. He pointed out that it would 
provide protection the park 
buildings and give the volunteer fire 
fighters a place to have drills. Toe 
council approved the request. 

Having considered what should be 
done with the town’s 
funds, which was discussed at a 
previous meeting. the council voted to 
use the money for supplementing 
police salaries. It was mentioned that 
the town has so far received $3,000. 

Another matter which had been 
tabled from a previous meeting fot 
further consideration was again 
brought up. This was an ordinance 
which would give the Health 
Department the authority to process 
cases in municipal court. The city 
fathers agreed that it would be a good 
idea and unanimously approved the 
motion made by Don DeLoach. 

The group was informed by 
Councilman Bobby Phillips that the 
cathodic protection device is a 
requirement of the Public Service 
Commission’s Office of Pipeline 
Safety. 

An odorizer device for the gas 
system was debated about by the 
council for some time because of the 
cost of a standby unit. However. a 
compromise was reached by 
purchasing a unit with a smaller 
standby battery system than the one 
the council originally proposed to buy. 
Systems received the 
town’s order for an odorizer costing 
$4,591. 

Now that favorable weather has 
finally arrived. Councilman Snow 
reported that road work is underway.

“Don't do it.” is what Mobile 
County olficials told Shelby County 
Commissioner Doug Ballard when he 
visited Mobile last week to see how 
their legal dog racing track operated 

Ballard reported on his Mobile 
visit at a meeting called last Thursday 
in Pelham City Hall by the Christian 
Life Commitice. He said courthouse 
officials opened up their books. made 
copies for him. and showed that the 
county had received $4.500,000 last 
year from the dog track operation. 
But they also told him they had to 
accept the figures the dog track 
operators gave them. and they had no 
way of checking the actual receipts at 
the track. 

Ballard then went to the track, at 
the suggestion of officials. to see for 
himself how things operated. “I saw 
lots of people at the betting counter, 


but not many at the winner's 
counter.” 
“And out of the hundreds of 


people out there, I saw only one 
person I knew - and that was Shelby 
County Sheriff Red Walker - - * And 
then Ballard added, with a grin, “I 
figured he was down there for the same 
reason I was - research.” 

After the laughter died down, 
Ballard went on to say he had a letter 
from a judge of domestic relations and 


juvenile courts saying that support 
payments tom fathers had dropped 
after the dog track was built. leaving 
many families in a financtal bind. 

He also said the Mobile crime rate 
went up 23° alter the track was built, 
outdistancing every major city in the 
U.S. except Albany. N.Y. 

Followi ng Ballard. Mayors Harold 
Davenport of Alabaster. D, B. Smith 
ot Vineent, and Ralph Sears ot 
Montevallo. voiced theis opposition to 
the dog race bill. Other mayors sent 
messages or representulives. 

Jessie Butler Jones. moderator of 
the meeting. then asked persons who 
favored the bill to speak. Cecil Adam 
who lives in north Pelham. said, 
“People need all the tax relief they can 
get. It will ‘be good for Shelby 
County.” 

Gene Wrobel of Indian Hills said 
he was a “neutral” and wanted more 
information on the subject.

Doug Ballard, Jr.. Chief of Shelco 
Unit One. made a strong plea to the 
county commission Monday to get 
moving on a bill to create fire and 
emergency medical districts in the 
county. 

It would require four weeks of 
advertising before a bill proposing a 
constitutional amendment could be 
introduced in the legislature. 
Commission Chairman Snowden 
indicated that it would probably be 
too late for this legislative session, 
which ends May 16, But he thinks 
there will be a special legislative 
session and it might be introduced 
then. 

The entire Commission voted to 
proceed with the matter.

County Engineer James Ray told 
the County Commission that the 
sinkhole situation was made worse by 
the recent heavy rains. In the area of 
County Hwy. 16, between north 
Calera and Spring Creek Road, “it’s 
like walking on eggs. It would take a 
three quarter mile continuous bridge 
to made that road safe — even after 
the underground natural gas and liquid 
gas pipes are supported on piles.” 

Ray said that John Newton, a 
noted geologist. had predicted the 
Glory Hole would get bigger, or 
another one just as big would appear 
nearby in the near future. 

Ray also commented on a new 
product, “*Electrolock.’” He said his 
investigations had shown that it would 
not save much electricity and would 
not protect equipment from power 
surges any better than a lightning 
arrester would. The county had been 


asked to install Electrolocks on its 
buildings to save power. Ray quoted 
his information sources as Edison 
Electric and Alabama Power 


Company.

School ideas proposed 


Letter 10 Editor: 

Last Thursday night (April 7) the 
Christian Life Committee of Shelby 
Baptist Association sponsored a Public 
Meeting at Pelham City Hall. The 
meeting was well attended by both 
elected officials, and the citizenery. 
The forum led to a spirited discussion 
of the liabilities of the proposed 
greyhound dog racing - pari-mutuel 
gambling bill. 

However, too much time elasped 
to permit discussion on appropriate 
funding for our education system. The 
Christian Life Committee was 
prepared with the following “idea 
starters” for such a discussion. | offer 
them in this medium with the hope 
they will generate even more positive 
ideas from Shelby Countians and with 
the thought of having another public 
forum in the near future. 

1. The Board of Education 
should. through some information 
officer, publicize their specific needs 
via location and statistics in order to 
gain people’s moral support rather 
than suspicion which comes from 
rumor and half truths. 

2. Our legislative delegation is to 
be commended for the recent 
§2.000.000 allocation to Shelby 
County. We suggest in the light of the 
phenomenal growth of Shelby County 
that they continue to seek such tunds 
for a county in rapid transition from 
rural to urban. We feel the money is 
available if the needs are aggressively 
presented in the light of the staggering 
statistics of our county's growth. 
There's a lot of money in Montgomery 
and Washington, D. C.. a portion of 
which should be immediately 
available. 

3. The people of Shelby County 
should seriously consider the old 
maxim -- “you pay for what you get 
and get what you pay for”. This refers 
to taxation. I we truly want a 
superior educational system, we must 
pay for it. True, emergency sources are 
needed now. but we must show “good 
faith” with a willingness on our part 
for long range local support, 

The ad valorem tax is now 12 
mills (6'2 required by state and 5% 
county levy) for schools in Shelby 
County. Last year that was 
$1.656,023.98. One mill is now 
approximately $138,000.00 in Shelby 
County. If the “lid” law doesn’t pass 
and the reappraisal of property values 
is completed soon then the schools 
should receive a significant increase 
from the already existing 12 mills. 

A one-cent sales tax would net the 
county some $575,823.00 (August 
1976 figures) annually. These two 
taxes seem fairest to all and, compared 
to other areas of our land, quite low. 

4. A zoning ordinance could be 
considered whereby a large developer 
and/or planned community builds its 
own schools and the county Board of 
Education then maintains and staffs 


. 


them. This is the way many of the 
facilities of Shelby County evolved 
into the county system. 

5. Appropriate authorities could, 
in “good faith”, go to the courts (if 
needed) for the privilege of shifting 
school district lines to take better 
advantage of facilities already built. 
This should be able to be done 
without overly effecting racial 
balances and could relieve some 
rapidly growing areas and overcrowded 
conditions. 

6. It seems staffing of schools 
would be -better on an “enrollment” 
rather than average-daily-attendance 
basic. Both require honest and 
accurate statistics -- and cooperation 
from payents. 


I trust the above will assist ow 
Shelby County citizens in considering 
and supporting appropriate financing 
our educational system.

Editor’s Note: This study of rates 
charged by Alabama Power 
Company was made by the Depth 
Reporting Class, Department of 
Journalism, at the University of 
Alabama. 

TUSCALOOSA, AL -- Customers 
of Alabama Power Co. live in the 
cight-state south central region 
which has the lowest electric rates 
in the nation, according to *'Typical 
Electric Bills’’, a publication of the 
Federal Power Commission (FPC). 

But a survey of electric bills for 
that region shows that APC 
customers pay the highest rates in 
the region and much higher rates 
than those charged in many other 
higher-cost states. These Alabama 
charges are the result of rate 
increases by Alabama Power of 
more than 59 per cent in the last 
year. 

Alabama Power customers in 
March were charged $42.60 (plus 
taxes) for 1,000 kwh compared with 
rates ranging downward to $20.08 
in Tupelo, MS. The median rate for 


the 17 cities in the eight-state 
central area (plus adjoining 
Georgia) was $29.13 in Lake 


Charles, LA. 

Some of the facts and figures for 
this article are found in the FPC’s 
electric rate survey for January |, 
1976, the latest published by FPC. 
More recent figures were reported 
for February or March by managing 
editors of newspapers in 20 states 
who answered questionnaires sent 
them by students in the Depth 
Reporting journalism class at the 
University of Alabama. 

The figures supplied by editors 
show most cities’ charges, while 
often higher, are still comparable 
from city to city with those listed in 
the FPC publication of a year 
earlier. An exception was the 1,000 
kwh charge by Alabama Power Co., 
whose increase of 54.2% was higher 
than increases in any other location 
except Oklahoma City, where 
previous rates were well below the 
Oklahoma average. Alabama Power 
rates listed in the 1976 FPC book 
were already $1.16 above the 
Alabama average. 

Four of the five highest rates in 
the south central region are charged 
by companies principally owned by 
the Southern Co., which holds 
controlling interest in several area 
utilities, including Alabama Power. 
The five lowest regional rates were 
charged by municipal utilities 
purchasing ‘their power from the 
Tennessee Valley Authority |TVA\]. 

Newspaper editors in thirty-eight 
cities across the south and midwest 
(areas where fuel supply and type 
are similar) were asked about both 


utility rates and state utility 
regulation in the new survey. 
Kenneth Edwards, faculty super- 


visor of the project, said the cities 
were selected at random. 

‘The students got a good 
cross-section,’’ he said. ‘Our 
survey results and the 1976 FPC 
figures show correlation in 
figures.” 

In the UA 20-state survey, APC 
rates ranked third highest. 
Cleveland, Ohio, had the highest 
rates, at $49.14 per 1,000 kwh, an 
increase of 33.4 percent over the 
1976 rates and $15.60 over the Ohio

What causes such differences in 
states with similar fuel costs? 

Some of those responding to the 
UA survey attributed rate differ- 
ences to the quality of utility 
regulation by the state public 
service commissions. 

From Ohio where rates are 
highest in the survey, the Cleveland 
Press writer said, ‘‘the Public 
Utilities Commission lacks the 
capability to determine what fair 
rates should be, instead relying on 
utility company figures and 
whatever rebuttal may be presented 
by community groups. 

“Generally,” he continued, ‘the 
utility asks for a certain amount of 
increase and the PUCO approves a 
smaller amount.’’ Sound familiar? 

On the other hand, from 
Wisconsin, where rates are lowest 
in the Midwest, Reporter Dave 
Carlson of Eau Claire, wrote, ‘‘The 
Wisconsin Public Service Commis- 
sion is a three-person commission 
with a large staff of experts from 
many fields. The PSC does a 
responsible job of regulating the 
state’s utilities and it is getting 
more efficient as its expertise and

This sentiment was echoed by 
Paul G. Hayes, Environmental 
Editor of the Milwaukee Journal, 
He rated the Wisconsin PSC 
‘*better than average”’ in its duties. 
Wisconsin was the only state where 
all respondents agreed that the PSC 
regulation was good. When asked in 
the survey if their state does a fair 
job regulating between interests of 
the utilities and the consumers, 
most editors responded simply 
NO... 

In Nebraska, supplying electricity 
does not mean making profit. Jack 
Hart, managing editor of the 
Lincoln Journal-Star, said, **Electri- 
city is supplied entirely by 
publicly-owned governmental sub- 
divisions with no profit realized and 
no regulation of rates. 

‘Rates are based on cost of 
service, he continued. **Much 
controversy is developing over this 
arrangement and steadily-rising 
rates. (There is) also much 
controversy over further use of 
nuclear power. Two large nuclear

plants are in operation now. " The 
cost of 1,000 kwh in Lincoln is 
$29.60, with customers complain- 
ing. 

Wisconsin’s Carlson said, ‘‘The 
PSC has taken a new look at 
coal-fired utility plants for Wiscon- 
sin, saying they might be 
preferred in Wisconsin over nuclear 
plants because the cost of nuclear 
plants, figured by utilities, has not 
included de- “commissioning and 
waste fuel handling expenses.” 

Alabama currently has one 
nuclear facility in operation at 
Brown's Ferry in north Alabama 
(TVA), with another one still under 
construction at Dothan (APC). 
According to Sen. Donald Stewart of 
Anniston, the Dothan facility was 
certified by APC in 1969 to cost no 
more than $285 million. As of 
December, 1976, he said the plant 
had cost ‘‘more than $1 billion.”’ 

Dothan presently has a municipal 
utility, as does Dalton, GA. Both of 
these municipal utilities buy power 
from Southern Co. sources and sell 
to people in their areas for much 
less than APC and Georgia Power 
sell to their retail customers (see 
UA survey). 

Another company selling power 
in Alabama for less than APC is 
TVA. In the past, TVA relied 
heavily on hydroelectricity, the least 
expensive type of power generation.

today. Our main energy sources of 
manmade electricity are steam plants -

You'll have thousands more acres to 
hold your bass tournaments and to 
churn the water with your motors and 
water skis. 

Then suppose some industrialist 
comes along, builds a factory, puts 
some venonmous chemical in the 
water, such as PCB, asbestos, mercury 
and the state or federal government 
stops all fishing! It happened in Weiss 
Lake, and it will happen again! 

The defense rests. 

Artificial lures and crawfish are 
preferred by largemouth bass to other 
bait offerings. I found this in my filed 
notes in a study four years ago. This 
was a scientific work on_ bait 
preferences. Here’s a more definitive 
breakdown: “... artificial lures and 
crayfish were chief baits for capturing 
89% of 1,453 largemouth bass. 
Earthworms took 99% of 11,468 
bluegill.” And you thought live 
nightcrawlers were on their way out! 

Speaking of crawfish, | thought 
you'd like to know the marron 
crawfish, found in the southwestern 
part of Australia weighs as much as 
four pounds! Its main attribute is that 
it’s extremely palatable. Louisiana 
biologists tried growing this exotic 
species, but so far their experiments 
have been failures. | hope the work 
continues. Freshwater crawfish this 
size would be a top substitute for 
lobster, and eventual cost to the 
consumer would be infintestimal.

City update given

Columbiana’s council wrapped up 
a flurry of old business at its meeting 
last Thursday. Subjects included sewer 
extension, rumble bars, and recreation 
areas. 

One topic which appeared to be 
old business was a request for tax 
exemption for Buck Creek Industries’ 
Valley Mills. Actually it covers 
expansion completed this month. 


Plant manager George H. Harper, 
Jr. appeared before the council to 
explain the request, which he termed a 
“routine matter, but I wanted to be 
here to answer any questions about 
it 

Harper explained that the request 
for exemption covers only $195,000 
worth of new equipment, “the most 
modern that can be bought,” that was 
installed in the past few months. 

He mentioned that the new 
machinery was bought so that the 
plant could switch over to the 
production of a higher quality 
synthetic carpet yarn than the 
company has ever produced since it 
converted from cotton to manmade 
fibers. 

The council unanimously granted 
a ten-year tax exemption for the 
recent improvements, expansion, and 
betterments at the Sperry-Hutchinson 
subsidiary, as they have done 
previously covering other expansion at 
the mill. 

In other recurring business, the 
council discussed street light problems. 
In one case neighbors in the Highland 
subdivision disagree about whether a 
new light is needed at the end of a 


road. 

Public works commissioner Frank 
Owen commented that everyone 
wanting street lights could get one 
from the power company for less than 
$4 month. 

City clerk Mary Largin read aloud 
a list of facts and figures which 
showed that it costs the city $4,464 a 
year for its 146 street lights. 

Mayor Ozley directed councilman 
Owen and his public works committee 
to meet with the people of Highland 
neighborhood and to try to settle the 
light question there. 

Councilman W., R. Glenn asked 
for a progress report on several 
projects, which Buck Falkner 
answered: 

— Rumble bars, three of which 
the council had voted to be installed 
on the road through the park. Falkner: 
“| had been misinformed or just 
misunderstood” that rumble bars were 
to be installed rather than 
speedbreakers. Progress is expected 
soon. 

— Sewer extension to a black 
neighborhood. Falkner: Only one bid 
received so far, expects to know 
something about it next week. 

~ Soil for the little league practice 
field. Falkner: Had trouble locating 
some, and lately haven't had a chance 
to haul it. 

— Flagpole in front of city hall. 
Superintendent: This was a Boy Scout 
project, and the Scouts report that 
they cannot find the proper type of 
rope to hoist the flag. Falkner says his 
crew has prepared a spot for the pole, 
and are now waiting for the boys to 
finish the job.

Many questions arise regarding the 
use and advantages of the power 
microphone, and the disadvantages, if 
uny, 

In this week's article we will 
discuss these questions and attempt to 
wake known just what a power mike 
tloes. 

First, what does a power mike do? 

The power mike is in reality an 
audio amplifier unit which boosts or 
amplifies the voice that speaks into it. 

The advantage of this comes from 
the fact that the voice, regardless of its 
loudness, is put into the transmitter 
circuits at a higher level. After all, this 
is really what we're after. The higher 
the audio input level, the higher the 
modulation. 

What happens is, the higher input 
audio allows the transmitter power to 
change at larger levels, and in effect 
this increases the average output 
power of your radio, So, in most cases 
the power mike does make a big 
difference in your range and loudness 
or volume. 

There are several types of power 
microphones to choose trom. The 
Turner line the Astatic line and many

Young beef cattle are brought 
from selected farms in Alabama to 
Shelby Farms where they are fed a 
carefully controlled grain diet. When 
the ‘“‘finishing off’ process is 
completed the animals are taken to the 
plant in Alabaster. 

In the case of pork, the complete 
cycle from farrowing to finish takes 
place at Shelby Farms. 

The Buttercup Farms meat 
processing facility has a capacity of 
processing 50 steers and 20 hogs per 
day. 

The entire operation has been in 
the development state for the past 
three years. 

General Manager Billy Wayne 
Grubbs told the Reporter this week 
that Buttercup Farms will sell both 
wholesale and retail. 

A retail display area is located just 
inside the building’s front doors. It is 
here that the general public may buy 
the firm’s products at retail. The 


company also plans to sell both beef 


and pork to restaurants, school 
systems, hotels. hospitals and othe 
institutions. 

The company has plans to 
establish a pet food products plant on 
Alabaster’s Industrial Park Road. 
When this is completed, according to 
Grubbs, all by-products will be taken 
to the pet food plant and made into 


foods for cats, dogs, and other pets. 

Hides and skins are salted and sold 
by the truckload to a tanning 
company. 

These last two steps, according to 
Grubbs, permits total utilization of all 
products. “ There is no waste,” he 
said. 

Grubbs served as general 
contractor for building the processing 
plant and is now the plant’s general 
manager as well as secretary-treasurer 
of Buttercup Farms. He also serves as a 
member of the Board of Directors of 
Waxahatchee Meat Packers, Inc. 

He is a native of Columbiana and 
a graduate of Thompson High School. 
A veteran of four years in the Air 
Force, he served as an instructor in jet 
engines. Grubbs holds a Federal 
Communication Commission First 
Class License and served as an 
electronics technician for a cable 
television company in Mobile. 

Grubbs is married to the former 
Mary Ann Phipps of Norfolk, Va. 
They have two children, Timmy 7 and 
Lynn 4. 

The company’s president and 
chairman of the board is Dave Upton. 
Jimmie Upton is vice president and 
operational manager. Roger Grubbs is 
vice president and manager of Shelby 
Farms. Roderick L. Kendrick-is vice 
president and sales manager.

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Snowden seeks

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
wants his salary increased to $26,000 
per year. and is trying to get it by an 
act of the legislature. 

He is advertising a proposed bill 
which would establish the probate 
judge’s salary at $26,000 and enable 
him to keep all expense allowances 
now paid to him. 

Snowden told the Reporter, “I 
don’t mind working, but I think | 
ought to be compensated. I’m not 
ashamed to talk about salaries.” 

The probate judge’s salary was set 
at $13,500 when the county went off

the fee system and on the salary 
system many years ago. When Conrad 
Fowler was Probate Judge, he drew the

the salary, so Snowden’s salary is now 
$17,100. In addition he draws $3,800 
in expense allowances. 

The new probate judge says he has 
compared salaries of probate judges in 
other counties and finds that Elmore 
County, with a population of 33,000 
pays $18,500, and Colbert County,

with a population of 49,600 pays its 
probate judge $17,500. 
Snowden thinks that the probate 


judge of Shelby County with its 
estimated population bordering on 
55,000 should te paid 


proportionately. 


The judge told the Reporter in an 
interview Tuesday: “People say, ‘Yes 
but you knew what you would make 
when you ran for the office,’ but I tell 
them, “You knew what you were 
going to make when you took a job 
but you expected to get raises all 
along.” 


Snowden stated further that some 
county employees make more than he 
does. He cited County Engineer 
Jimmy Ray, whose salary is around 
$24,800, he said, and Hilry King, 
whose salary is around $1 8,000. 


He says the proposed increase 
would not go into effect until Oct. 1, 
1977, thus would not affect the 
present budget. 


When the Reporter asked Shelby 
County legislator Sonny Moore of 
Sterrett about the salary bill, Moore 
said, “It’s too late to introduce it in 
this session of the legisiature. It would 
have to go into the special session if 
there is one.” 

Moore said he would have to 
check on whether the salary increase is 
constitutional. 

Most courthouse cbservers believe 
that a state law prohibits any office 
holder from having his salary changed 
during a term of office. 


Shelbyville site marked

Pelham has a brand new historical 
marker which tells the world that it 
was the first Shelby County seat. 

Sunday afternoon Mayor Burk 
Dunaway joined the Shelby County 
Historical Society in dedicating the 
Shelbyville monument in front of city 
hall. 

A delegation from the Society 
stopped at Pelham during their spring 
tour of historic sites. Mayor Dunaway 
joined the club’s president and 
president emeritus Barbara Roberts 
and Ken Penhale in unveiling the 
marker financed by the city and the 
historians. 

Also on hand for the event was 
Frank Jones, who was instrumental in 
tracing down the actual location of 
Shelbyville from federal records. He 
and W. L. D. Johnston of Montevallo 
had sifted through archives to discover 
that post office records show the first 
county seat’s location less than a 
quarter mile south of today’s city hall. 

Up until last year it was thought 
that all record of Shelbyville’s location 
were lost. It was known that court was 
first held there in a log cabin shortly 
after Shelby County was established 
by the Alabama Territorial 
Government in 1818. 

Various theories held that the site 
of this first temporary seat of 
government was anywhere from the 
Siluria area to the Cahaba Valley area. 
But soon the county seat was moved 
to Columbiana in 1826, Shelbyville’s 
location faded into oblivion. Pelham 
later sprang up as a community and

advertised, that none of Shelby 
County’s legislators would introduce 
it. A wide coalition of citizens 
apparently convinced the legislators 
that dog racing would not be in the 
public interest. 

Had the act passed the House and 
Senate, a vote of the people would 
have been required within 20-40 days. 
Proponents of the dog racing bill felt 
confident that the bill would pass the 
legislature and were gearing for a 
campaign to convince the people to 
vote “yes.” They had emphasized that 
a large portion of the profits would be 
earmarked for education. 

However, without a legislative act, 
the people will not vote on the issue, 
and for all practical purposes (at least 
during this legislative session) the issue 
is dead.

Fire districts bill 
endorsed by reader 


Letter to Editor 

Recently | read that the Shelby 
County Commission voted 
unanimously to authorize the 
advertising of a fire district bill which 
would provide for the organization of 
fire and rescue districts in Shelby 
County. 

There is a group working very 
hard in North Shelby County to 
organize a fire area on a voluntary-pay 
basis so that our homes may be 
adequately protected. We feel that we 
can organize and equip the fire station 
and have good service. But unless we 
can be assured of funds in future 


years, we fear that the initial 
momentum might not be sufficient to 
see us through if the voluntary 


payment of funds should drop in a lew 
years. Unfortunately this seems to be 
the destiny of many such 
organizations depending on voluntary 
contributions to sustain them. 

In my opinion, it is urgent that 
some type of compulsory-pay bill for 


fire districts be passed as quickly as 
possible. Until there is a legal means 
whereby the fire districts may be 
assured of funds, the area will not be 
adequately protected from the specter 
of fire. Therefore, | hope that the 
legislature will give this bill a high 
priority and that it will pass the bill 
into law at the very earliest date. 

The protection afforded by a well 
staffed and equipped fire station 
would be well worth the cost involved, 
not to mention the sizable reduction 
in fire insurance premiums. In fact, the 
savings realized from reduced fire 
insurance premiums might well be 
greater than the cost of the 
homeowner's participation in the fire 
district. Shelby County citizens 
deserve the protection that can only 
be given them by well equipped fire 
stations and well trained personnel.

Foot dragging charged 


Letter to Editor: 

From time to time there have 
been news releases discussing the need 
for a replacement of the ill-fated 
proposition number 6 which was voted 
down by the electorate of Shelby 
County in January, 1976. A bill has 
now been drafted which limits the 
purpose of the action to the 
establishment of fire and para-medic 
districts, eliminating other services, 
which were the cause of disagreement 
with the original bill. 

That there is need for fire 
protection service outside of 
incorporated municipalities seems to 
be hardly debatable. Not only does it 
provide for protection of property and 
human life, if properly established it 
can provide financial savings to the 
residents of the area. Furthermore, 
para-medic units can be economically 
added to established fire departments, 


and the value of such services in 
alleviating human suffering cannot be 
over estimated. 

(Paragraph deleted for space 
reasons) 

The majority can establish a fire 
district without the proposed 
legislation, but the alternative costs are 
enormous. Many who live in the 
County are well served by the Sheriff, 
their County Commissioners and the 
County Highway Department. 
However, lacking the legislation, 
heavily populated sections may turn to 
the expedient of incorporating as a 
new municipality, or joining one 
already in existence. While this would 
permit levies to finance a fire 
department, it also entails 
establishemnt of many other costly 
services. Such an action would affect 
both the individuals with marginal 
income, as well as those who only

It is possible to establish a 
department on a volunteer basis, but 
this has two drawbacks. Revenue is 
uncertain, since among our neighbors 
there are a number of “free loaders” 
who fee! that there is no need to pay 
since in case of a fire the department 
will respond. With uncertain revenues, 
it is almost impossible to commit for 
an adequate force in equipment or 
manpower to properly service an area 
since the free-loading engenders more 
free-loading year after year. Several 
voluntary departments in the County 
already are suffering from this 
problem. 

If a department is established on 
the basis that non-participants get no 
protection, the insurance rating for the 
area is downgraded, and this costs all 
area residents substantially. 
Additionally, the publicity that 
follows a department’s action in 
letting the house of a hopeful 
free-loader to burn to the ground is 
pretty difficult to bear. 

It is difficult to understand why 
there should be opposition to a bill 
that would permit citizens of an area 
to help themselves. However, until the 
past week, it has been impossible to 
get official support for a substitute for 
the amendment that was voted down. 
Because of foot dragging by some 
elected officials, it may be too late to 
get the bill through the legislature 
during this session. How much loss will 
Shelby County suffer because of a 
year’s delay? This writer estimates 
that in the area in which he lives alone 
will exceed $250,000 a year in added 
insurance costs, and it is impossible to 
price the cost of human suffering that 
can come from one avoidable fire. In 
addition there are several fire 
departments in the County operating 
on a voluntary basis that may not be 
able to survive another year while their 
revenue base is eroded by lack of 
action on the part of the “free 
loaders.”

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Hog farmers increase production, profit 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The profit on raising a hog to full 
size is about $26. The profit on raising 
a feeder pig is averaging $12. 

With the upswing in the profit 
margin, Shelby County farmers are 
showing an upswing in hog 
production. 

Not only that, but hogs aren’t 
what they used to be. They are leaner 
and cleaner than ever. And with 
improved breeding and health control, 
and the feeder pig sale barn close by in 
Clanton, raising the animals is 
appealing to more and more people. 

Several persons who have raised a 
few animals over the past years, are 
now beginning to increase production. 
The market ahead looks good, and the 
many improvements in hog production 
make the business more attractive than 
it once was. 

E. T. Howell of Vincent started 
raising a few pigs in 1969 asa sideline. 
About three or four years ago he 
reached the point he says, where it 
was, “Either get out of the business or 
get bigger.” He decided to get bigger, 
and now raising hogs is a fulltime 
occupation for both Howell and his 
wife. 

The Howells run a full scale 
operation “from farrow to finish” and 
they market brood stock too. 

The Howell farm is equipped with 
the latest ideas in buildings, 
machinery, and waste disposal. The 
newborn are raised in the “farrowing 
house.” Then they are moved to the 
pig parlor where they grow to full size.

Cleanliness is a major point in hog 
production, and the animals live on 
concrete floors that are slatted to 
allow waste disposal. 

Howell told the Reporter the 
market should be strengthening in the 
next few months, “If those folks who 
are buying feeder pigs know what 
they’re doing.” 

He and his wife enjoy working 
with hogs and when pressed by the 
Reporter, he said it is rewarding for 
them to know that by raising hogs 
they are helping to feed the 
nation.The Howells are well aware of 
the risks that lie in wait for any type 
of farming or animal raising operation. 

They know that the prices they 
get for their hogs can drop without 
warning, while the price they have to 
pay for feed goes only one direction 
up. Like all modern farmers, Howell 
keeps up on price ratios, “The cost of 
feed may skyrocket before next fall,” 
he notes, citing increasing prices of 
grain and soy beans. 

Dr. Jimmy Danion, hog specialist 
at Auburn University, filled the 
Reporter in on other details of 
modern-day hog production. 


Jn _an interview in Columbiana. 


Dr. Danion said that raising feeder pigs 
provides a quick return on investment. 
Feeder pigs are ready to be sold in 8 to 
9 weeks after birth. Those who buy 
feeder pigs to raise to market size 
invest another three months, at which 
time the hogs have reached a weight of 
about 225 pounds, and are ready for 
market.

The modern hog is longer and has 
less fat than his cousir of 20 years 
ago. He weighs the same as in 1960, 
but has 20 pounds more red meat and 
10 pounds less fat, according to 
Danion. Selective breeding is 
responsbile for this improvement 
which makes lean pork suitable for 
even diet-conscious persons. 

Danion said that the average sow 
has two litters a year. Raising the baby 
pigs to feeder pig size is geared to a 
family-type operation he says, because 
the large corporation-type of farming 
does not work well until the hogs are 
older. 

The business is appealing to more 
and more young people Danion said, 


noting his wide travels around the 
state. 

Breeders are now hoping to 
increase the average sow’s litter size 
from 7.5 pigs to 7.7, he said. 


Some farmers in Shelby County 
like to raise pigs only to feeder pig 
size, then sell them through the 
Clanton sale barn, Other farmers in 
Shelby County prefer finishing them 
out. A few, like the Howells, have 
installed the equipment and buildings 
to handle the full life cycle. 

But whatever the reasons, Dr. 
Danion said the number of pigs in 
production in central Alabama is 
at an all time high and growing. 


New feed produces better hog

Hog producers from Shelby and 
Chilton Counties who were interested 
in finding out how to raise better 
animals traveled to the Thorsby farm 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mike Lynn a week 
ago, 

There they witnessed a proving 
ground demonstration showing the 
superiority of a Kleen-Leen type of 
hog which had been fed a new high 
octane chow. 

Participants in the field day saw 
the results of fat back from 2 
slaughtered animals. A hog which 
attained the weight of 210 Ibs. in 155 
days had less than 1% while another 
animal which reached 230lbs. in the 
same length of time exhibited 1” of 
fat. 

According to Ralston Purina’s 
District Manager Robert Lee, the 
USDA average on this size animal is 
1.5 - 1.9. And the convertible carcass 
on Lynn’s hogs, 
compared to the average USDA figure 
of 48%.

The gas board has almost achieved 
compliance with the Public Service 
Commission’s standards. The town has 
had to perform leak surveys, establish 
controls, and install rectifiers for the 
system, which provides gas for much 
of northeast Shelby County and parts 
of St. Clair. 

Smith explained that the town fell 
behind schedule in meeting state 
standards for its gas system. He feels 
that delayed commercial and home 
construction may be possible when the 
system gets up to date. 

Water supplies will also have an 
effect on expansion, Smith indicated. 
He announced that a public hearing 
will be held soon concerning a rate 
increase for water. The mayor said 
that he had spoken with the town’s 
engineer who told him that a recently 
announced water project will be 
complete when HUD approves a rate 
hike. 

Smith stated that Vincent now 
has the lowest rates for water in the 
area, and that the price increase is 
needed to finance current 
improvements.

would be responsible for picking up 
the salaries, if the federal funding runs 
out. 

On the bill which would provide a 
merit system for county employees, 
Representative Moore said he will ask 
the Legislative Reference service to 
study the bill carefully before it is 
introduced, to see that the cities are 
not included. 

Most of the mayors in Shelby 
County opposed having city 
employees included on a mandatory 
basis. Moore is bothered by the 
wording of the advertised bill. He says 
it talks about cities in one place, then 
mentions them in another way at the 
bottom of the bill. Before introducing 
it or voting for it, Moore emphasized 
he will be ‘‘darn sure” the cities are 
not forced to participate. 

Both bills are completing their 
advertising period of four weeks, and 
could be introduced into the 
legislature next week. 

On the local bill providing for 
restrictions on blasting and strip 
mining Moore said the bill has passed 
the House and is now in the Senate. 
He said he thinks a statewide bill will 
be introduced similar to the Shelby 
County bill. He will support both of 
them, he said.

Arrests at lake reveal 
public ignorance of laws

Riding on a boat all day, trekking 
through woods, or driving around the 
countryside and getting paid for it 
would seem to most folks an enviable 
job. 

Well, that is exactly what 
Conservation Enforcement Officers 
but it’s not as simple as that. 

Last Saturday, this reporter spent 
the day with officers Doyle Wood and 
Ron Smith and learned that the job is 
more than just enjoying nature’s 
pleasures. 

Doyle Wood lives between 
Columbiana and Wilsonville. Ron 
Smith lives in Childersburg. On 
Saturday, the two men’s job consisted 
of patrolling Lay Lake. We started at 
8:30 a.m. above Beeswax Creek. 

The officers’ duties are numerous. 
Checking for life preservers, fire 
extinguishers, fishing licenses and boat 
registrations of the lake’s users, and 
enforcing fishing regulations and creel 
limits are a part of the job. The 
officers also render first aid if needed, 
and provide assistance to stranded 
boaters. 

For violations, boaters are 
required to sign an appearance bond. 
They have a court date set and usually 
pay a fine of a set amount. Fines vary 
with the judge and the severity of the 
violation. 

From 8:30 to 1 p.m. our boat 
made stops for inspection and officers 
Wood and Smith issued six tickets. 

One was to a man who did not 
have his boat registered in Alabama. 
The law says that any resident in the 
state must have a boat registered 
within 72 hours. Transients have a 30 
day limit before registering their boats. 
The man ticketed has lived in the 
county for three months. 

That same violation was found on 
three other occasions. 

Another ticket was issued to a 
man who did not have his fishing 
license with him. The law reads that 
the license must be in your possession 
at all times while fishing. 

One warning was given to a boat 
owner who did not have a fire 
extinguisher on board. If a boat has 
enclosed tanks, there must be a fire 
extinguisher on board and available for 
immediate use. 

The last ticket of the morning was 
given to a woman who did not have a 
fishing license. This happens very 
frequently. Many times the husband 
will take the wife fishing and not 
bother to buy her a fishing license. As 
a tip to those people who are prone to 
do this, the Conservation Officers take 
special interest in a boat that has a 
man and woman fishing in it. 

Before heading for lunch, Wood 
and Smith spotted a stranded boater 
and towed him back to a fishing camp. 

Officer Wood explains that “70% 
of our job is public relations and 30% 
is enforcement.” 

A short lunch break later, we were 
back on the water. This time we were 
in the Waxahatchee Creek vicinity. 
Twenty-two boats were checked of 
which four were ticketed. 

Two tickets were for not having a 
fishing license and another ticket was 
issued because the boat was not 
registered in'1977. Seems that these 
are the most frequent violations. 

A fourth ticket was given for 
improper and not enough life 
preservers. Four people were in a boat 
with only three preservers, and one of 
those was for a 110 pound boy who 
was using a child’s preserver. 

The officers were courteous and 
friendly to everyone inspected 
Saturday, and received the same. 
Wood and Smith make it a practice to 
ask how the fishing is and many folks 
were pleased to show off strings of 
crappie and bass. Others were 
embarrassed to admit that the day had 
been a dry well as far as the fishing 
was concerned. 

The day for me ended at 5:30 
p.m. as I tried to recover my balance 
on land after riding about 60 miles 


on the water. 

Ron Smith says that he loves his 
job. “This department has the smallest 
turnover of any enforcement agency. 
You've got to like it to stay with it. 
This was the shortest day we've 
worked this summer.” 

Doyle Wood agrees heartily with 
Smith. The officers work six days on 
and three days off, and make out a 
weekly report on their activities, 
mileage, and arrests. 

The officers wear a khaki uniform 
and carry guns. Although the pistols 
have only been used to kill snakes that 
endanger people, they add to the 
professional image presented to the 
public and may have deterred some 
incidents. 

“To get a good picture of our job, 
you need to go with us more than one 
time,” said Wood. ‘Today was not 


ordinary because there were no 
problems or strange cases.” 
The Conservation officers are 


available to any civic organization, 
club, or school, to give talks about 
their job, fishing laws, and boating and 
hunting safety. 

Duties of the officers range from 
collecting animals and working fairs to 
wild dog patrol to riot control in 
inspecting facilities for zoo licenses. 

Saturday was just one day out of 
365. All of them are different. My day 
with the officers was a learning 
experience for me, and an informative 
trip on the life of a conservation 
officer.

Doctor spots 


odd disease 


Recently, Dr. Ken Skelton, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ben Skelton of 
Columbiana, now residing in Gadsden, 
was astute in recognizing existing 
symptoms of an extremely rare and 
obscure disease known as ‘Moyamoya’, 
in one of his young patients. 

A 20-month-old caucasion girl was 
seen recently by Dr. Skelton for 
weakness in her left arm and leg. After 
several tests and lab work there, he 
sent the child to Birmingham for 
special tests to check the blood supply 
to her brain. A blockage was found in 
one of the main arteries to her brain 
causing the weakness. 

Moyamoya was first recognized 
by Japanese physicians a little over a 
decade ago and only a few cases have 
been recorded since. 

The basis for the blockage is still 
obscure but any additional findings 
gleaned through newly documented 
cases such as Dr. Skelton’s could be 
extremely helpful in future diagnosis 
and treatment of this and other 
cerebral diseases. 

Dr. Ken Skelton is in practice 
with his brother, Dr. B. Lawrence 
Skelton. He is a 1964 graduate of 
Shelby County High School. 
Following high school, he received his 
Doctorate from the University of 
Alabama in Pediatrics and Allergy. His 
internship and special training in 
Neonatology were performed at 
Vanderbilt University and his 
residency at Lloyd Noland Hospital in 
Birmingham.

Officials of the Baptist Student 
Union of the University Baptist 
Church of Montevallo were given the 
go-ahead Thursday night to proceed 
with plans to enlarge and improve the 
Baptist Student Union building, 
located at the intersection of Highland 
Avenue and Plowman Streets near the 
University of Montevallo campus. 

After a public hearing, called by 
the city of Montevallo’s Zoning 
Adjustment Board, members of the 
board voted three to one, to grant a 
variance in land use and permit the 
Baptist Student Union to proceed with 
plans to renovate the present BSU 
building. 

Plans for the improvement project 
were rejected twice by the city’s 
Zoning Board on grounds that the 
BSU building is in a residential zone 
that does not permit use of residential 
land for institutional type purposes. 

After an appeal to the Montevallo 
City Council it was determined that 
the City Council did not have 
authority to grant a variance in the 
zoning ordinance. The only relief left 
to BSU officials was either through the 
courts or through the Zoning 
Adjustment Board. 

The Zoning Adjustment Board 
sent registered letters to nearly twenty 
property owners living in the vicinity 
of the BSU building, inviting them to 
last Thursday’s public hearing.

Powerrates are 50% higher 


Editor’s Note: The Depth Reporting 
Class of the Journalism Depart- 
ment, University of Alabama, made 
a study of rates c ed by the 
Alabama Power Company. This is 
the second in a series by David 
Oakes and Gloria Bedwell. 

Alabama Power Co. boasted low 
rates for its customers until two 
years ago. But now the company 
cites problems of inflation and 
needed expansion as reasons 
beyond its control for recent rate 
increases among the largest in the 
nation. 

Are these problems truly beyond 
the company’s control? Why is it 
that APC customers are paying 
charges more than SO per cent 
higher than one year ago? 

Chris C. Whatley of the Alabama 
Public Service Commission says one 
reason is the company has only S7 
per cent of its capital invested in 
plants which are producing 
electricity. The remaining 43 per 
cent for which APC customers are 
billed each month ‘‘is invested in 
plants still under construction."’ 

Another reason is that the 
Southern Co., which owns the 
‘fom stock of Alabama Power, 
has not invested any capital except 
borrowed money into the greatly 
expanded Alabama Power construc- 
tion. Borrowed money secured 
through issuing bonds must be 
guaranteed by rate increases but 
money invested from common stock 
sales would not have to be so 
guaranteed. 

Still another reason for the huge 
rate increases is that Alabama 
Power has not allowed other 
companies or municipalities which 
buy power from APC to buy into its 
new plants or share construction 
costs. 

‘‘In 1969, Alabama Power 
Company was certified by this 
commission to build a nuclear 
reactor in Dothan,’’ Whatley said. 
“It was to have two units at $350 
million with the first unit completed 
by mid-1975 and the second by 
mid-1977. 

‘*Now, in April, 1977, neither unit 
is in operation, It looks like costs are 
going to be in the area of $1.1 to 1.2 
billion,’’ Whatley said. 

By June, 1976, the Company had 
invested $838 million in the Farley 
plant, $141 million in the Miller 
coal-fired steam plant near 
Birmingham, and $11 million in 
business transactions, Whatley 
explained. 

The Southern Co., parent 
company of Alabama Power, Gulf 
Power in northwestern Florida, 
Mississippi Power and Georgia 
Power, is requiring Alabama Power 
Company to bear the full burden of 
financing the Farley plant, Whatley 
said. 

‘The Southern Co., should have 
the responsibility to issue stock to 
provide construction costs,’’ What- 
ley said. ‘‘I am concerned as to why 
Southern Co. has not tried to have 
part of the Farley plant financed by 
a sister company.” 

Alabama Power sells bonds to 
cover the costs of constructing a 
plant. The customers then pay for 
the electricity produced and pay off 
bonds as they come due. ‘‘The 
customers must provide not less 
than 90% of the bond coverage,” 
Whatley said. What this means is, 
the more the Company can obtain 
through rate increases, the more 
collateral they have to borrow 
money through bonds. APC must 
have rate increases to borrow more 
money through bonds. 

According to Whatley, when 
bonds and stocks are issued by the 
Company, the money is invested in 

all property, but mostly in plants in 
service. 

There is disagreement about 
plant costs, of course, but the 
economics of construction seem to 
indicate coal-fired plants cost less. 
The Miller coal-fired plant, costing 
$1.2 billion, will produce 2,640 
megawatts from four turbines while 
the Farley nuclear plant is expected 
to cost $1.1 billion (or maybe more) 
and produce 1,720 megawatts from 
two turbines. 

Capital costs have escalated, 
Whatley explained, and the 
company, ‘has been the victim of 
circumstances, beset by environ- 
mental groups, demands for 
rework, and plain old inflation.’ 
The Miller coal plant will be 
completed in 1978, one year after 
the Farley plant if it is finished on 


schedule. 
Does Alabama really need the 


two new plants? 

Whatley says power is now being 
purchased from Georgia and 
Florida. There are also contracts to 
secure power from Southeastern 
Carolina Electric until 1979 and 
other contracts with Tennessee 
Walley Authority (TVA). 


Generators owned by the 


Southern Company supply TVA 
300,000 kw for a 17-week period in 
winter, when TVA needs are 
highest. In return, TVA sends 
300,000 kw to Southern Company 
outlets during 17 weeks of the 
summer peak months of use in 
Alabama and Georgia. APC rates 
have been higher in summer 
recently for large users. 

“We really need the Farley unit 
to get caught up on capacity,”’ 
Whatley said. He pointed out that 
hydroelectric power generation is 
unreliable during the peak months 
of July and August because rainfall 
is unpredictable then. 

‘It may be cheaper to get power 
from another company,’’ he added, 
“if it is available. It may be in the 
best interest of Georgia and 
Alabama to buy power rather than 
start up an inefficient plant.’’ 
Companies which are hooked 
together by transmission lines have 
the advantage of not requiring as 
much reserve capacity for peak 
loads as they need when operating 
singly. 

Costs for nuclear plants are 
soaring and APC has refused to sell 
part of its plants to municipalities or 
companies that would like to 
acquire an interest. But in the 
Florida gulf area and Mississippi, 
where Whatley says there is little 
hydro-power or coal, there are no 
nuclear plants being built. 

‘‘In Baxley, Georgia, Georgia 
Power had trouble financing a 
nuclear plant,’’ Whatley said, ‘‘so 
they sold a substantial portion to 
municipalities and co-ops in 
Georgia. This is an option which I 
say APC and Southern Co. have not 
really pursued. Why should Gulf 
and Mississippi have no nuclear 
interest when they have little or no 
coal or hydro-power?”’ he asked. ‘‘It 
costs too much to build such a big 
plant. They should buy an interest 
in the Farley plant.”’ 

Several plants now operate under 
a sharing principle. ‘‘The Green 
County Steam Plant is operated by 
APC with 40% of its output going to 
Mississippi,’ Whatley said. *‘The 
plant uses Alabama coal. Also, 
Alabama and Georgia Power 
Companies jointly own the common 
stock of a company which operates a 


coal-fired steam plant near 
Wilsonville, Ala. This arrangement 
has resulted in allocation of SO 
million tons of Alabama coal over a 
25-year period, beginning in 1971, 
to Georgia Power Company.” 
Recently, Gulf and Mississippi 
Power Companies have agreed to 
jointly finance a one million kilowatt 
coal-fired plant in Mississippi. 


Whatley pointed out, in a dissent 
to the decision giving APC its last 
rate increase, that Alabama’s share 
of the total cost for Southern Co. 
expansion has increased greatly. In 
the five years ending July 31, 1976, 
the capitalization of Southern Co. 
subsidiaries has increased as 
follows: Alabama Power - 140%; 
Georgia Power - 109%; Mississippi 
Power - 100% and Gulf Power - 
69%. 

This disproportionate increase in 
the amount of capitalization for 
Alabama Power compared to other 
Southern Co. subsidiaries has been 
a very costly headache for Alabama 
users of electricity. In dollars and 
cents, the Alabama total electric bill 
has increased from $278,325,081 in 
1971 to $666,980,194 in 1976. This 
difference accumulated prior to the 
latest rate increase. 

Hearings on whether the latest 
temporary increase should be made 
permanent have been continuing in 
March and April. Whatley 
questions whether the latest 
increase is legal because APC has 
another rate matter under consider- 
ation by the State Supreme Court. 
He said a 1954 decision, on an 
identical principle, was that the PSC 
has no jurisdiction over rates and 
charges while another rate decision 
is under court appeal. 

More plants are under considera- 
tion. APC is certified to build 
another nuclear plant in Elmore and 
Chilton counties. Whatley doesn’t 
know if APC still plans a nuclear 
plant, but like commissioners in 
many other states, he thinks the 
economic alternatives of coal-fired 
plants should be thoroughly 
considered. 

“They should go ahead with 
Farley one and two,”’ he said, **but 
look at economic considerations 
next time before they build again.”

Monday. 


Sherman Holland Ford turned out 
to be the low bidder in the category of 
leasing cars for a 12-month period, and 
the Commission decided unanimously 
to take that bid. 

But only after three hours of 
discussion, some good-natured; some 
bitter and accusatory. 

Commision members said very 
little during the period, but four car 
dealers had several exhanges among 
themselves. And Commission 
Chairman Tommy Snowden invited 
comments from the deputies, all of 
whom stressed the need for new cars. 

The atmosphere created in the 
room was tense at first, in light of the 
sheriff's recent verbal attacks on three 
of the four commissioners. But those 
commissioners agreed from the 
beginning that the cars were needed. 
One of them mentioned that if they 


did not think the cars were needed, 


they would not have advertised for 
bids. 

After the bid opening and 
comments, the Commission apparently 
wanted to study the bids (5 categories 
were offered) and make the decision 
later, as they usually do in these cases. 
But various persons in the crowd 
pushed them to make a decision. 

Sherman Holland offered to 
analyze the bids for them, with the 
other dealers looking on. Ford dealer 
Lonnie Russell wisecracked, “I’m not 
going in there without borrowing a 
couple of these guns,” nodding toward 
the deputies. 

When the dealers’ analysis was 
completed 30 minutes later, it showed 
Sherman Holland low bidder for a 
straight 12-month lease (no 
maintenance) assuming 100,000 miles 
per car.

Residents said that several 
fatal accidents had already occurred 
on the curving stretch of Hw.

Lonnie Russell was low bidder on 
outright purchase of the cars, at 
$4,999 per unit.

Sherman Holland, who had 
originally mentioned leasing to the 
Commission, several weeks ago, argued 
in favor of leasing. He also wanted to 
know why out-of-county Ford dealers 
were invited to bid and why the 
specifications were written to allow 
Chevrolets to bid. He thought the 
county should get heavier cars, in the 
class of Ford LTD’s, and Chevrolet 
does not have a car with the 460 cubic 
inch engine. 

In answering the first question, 
Commission Clerk Mary Niven stated 
that every dealer who asks to be on 
the bid list is sent an invitation. Civil

Defense Director Don Hughes, who 
worked on the specifications with Lt. 
Buddy Glasgow, indicated that since 
Chevrolets are often used as police 
cars, bidding might not be legal 
without including them. 

This argument for the smaller 351 
cubic inch engine was upheld by 
Commissioner Jimmy “Jake’’ Morris 
who argued in favor of the 351, 
although two deputies present said 
they could not catch “even a VW” 
with a car that small. 

Morris replied that police cars 
should not conduct chases. When he 
was Mayor of Wilsonville, he said he 
instructed his police to use the radio 
to catch speeders and other violators, 
radioing other police in adjoining 
communities.

As the bidding 
turned out, if the county leases six 
automobiles (the number the sheriff 
wants) it will cost $2,106 per month 
for 12 months, or a total of $25,273 
for the year.

A good deal of the discussion at 
the meeting centered around facilities 
at Valley Elementary School.

In the meantime temporary 
solutions would be the walkway to 
keep children out of the weather when 
they changed classes. And the 
lunchroom needed to be expanded 
with more storage space added. 

The board agreed to take this 
action and Cosper said the work 
should be completed in September. 

Ted Lansford, Assistant 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, reported that the addition to 
the Calera Annex School should be 
completed in about a month. But he 
lamented the fact that the addition to 
the Vocational Center, which has been 
under construction for 5 months, is 
only about 10% completed. 

Bids on Calera High School 
construction, he informed the group, 
had been held up because of wage and 
hour restrictions.

Mosquitoes blitzing 


county residents

The worst of the mosquito blitz 
should be over in two or three weeks. 
That’s the word from Shelby 
County Environmentalist Frank Sloan 
and Extension Agent John Jones, who 
reported to the County Commission 
Monday about the mosquito invasion 


that has annoyed local residents 
recently. 

Sloan said the Health Department 
has had “more calls than [I can 


remember” from citizens complaining 
about mosquitoes. 

He explained that the current 
menace is not a malaria or 
encephalitis-carrying mosquito, It is 
the type that breeds in flooded 
woodlands. Since the county has had 
heavy rains and standing water, 
recently, the mosquitoes bred in 
unusually large numbers. The entire 
state is having trouble he said. 

John Jones said the average life of 
this mosquito is three weeks, but they 
will live to six weeks if they get 
enough blood. “This means your 
blood and mine,” he said. 

What can be done about them ? 

Not much, Fogging brings some 
slight relief, but it must be done 
everyday and is very expensive, they 
said. 

The main effect of fogging is 
psychological, people think the

mosquitoes are being 
fogging does not really 
effect. 

People can use insect repellanits on 
the exposed parts of their bodies they 
mentioned, and can spray avound thew 
own homes. Jones suggested two 
tablespoons of 57% malathion mixed 
in a gallon of water for spraying. He 
said 5% malathion dust will last longer 
than liquid spray, dusted on bushes 
and shrubbery, but will also need to be 
repeated daily. 

If planning a cookout, Jones 
suggested spraying an hour ahead of 
time. 

Commission Chairman showed the 
Commission a petition he had received 
from many residents of Shelby, asking 
the county to take some action against 
the mosquitoes. 

Civil Defense Director Don 
Hughes reported that Calera had 
sprayed six days in a row and that 
Montevallo had sprayed twice. 

Concensus of the meeting was 
that “Costs are terrific. Results are 
not assured.’ It was considered 
absolutely impractical to try any 
spraying on a county-wide basis. 

Sloan said that some private 
companies are required to do aerial 
spraying around the Coosa River, but 
this dates from outdated laws. he 
indicated.

Frank Sloan to retire

Frank Sloan announced Monday 
to the Shelby County Commission 
that he will retire from his position as 
Health Services Administrator on May 
31. 


Sloan has served with the State of 
Alabama Health Department for 30 
years and has been in Shelby County 
for the last 17 years, first as Sanitation 
Officer, then County Sanitarian, and 
now Environmentalist Supervisor and 
Administrator. 


Sloan will continue in the 
environmental field in the private 
sector, joining the Whitley Engineering 
Company of Pelham following his 
retirement. 


The Reporter asked Sloan, 
who is one of the most widely known 
public officials in Shelby County, to 
comment on the changes he has seen 
in public health during his career. 


“Well, I have seen the public 
health concept change dramatically 
from fighting the old communicable 
diseases, malaria, undulant fever, 
typhoid fever, and others. | have seen 
the first two of these absolutely wiped 
out. Undulant fever was caused from 


impure milk, in 
remembers. 

‘In the environmental end of it, 
we have gone from disease control 
efforts to land use organization. | 
guess I’ve spent most of my time 
recently in septic tank inspection. I’ve 
seen this county grow from 30,000 to 
close to 60,000 people with no end in 
sight.” 

Sloan predicts the county health 
department will continue to have to 
expand and will have to provide even 
greater services in the future. 

“There will be more and more 
demands on the Health Department 
for the public health problems that 
arise from growth. 

Calling the trash and garbage 
collection “A monumental task” he 
said the county has been working on it 
since before he came to the office. 

“There are all sorts of problems in 
this area. It is an unsolved problem. | 
hate to leave it this way. I think I 
know the solution: a tax-paid program 
where everybody pays and everybody 
uses a garbage collection service.” 

Sloan and his wife will continue 
to live in Columbiana. “I coulda’t 
leave Shelby County - not after all 
these years.”

The Attorney General said it is up 
to the Circuit Clerk, Kyle Lansford, to 
distribute papers, either to constables 
or to sheriffs deputies, at Lansford’s 
discretion. 

Lansford told the County 
Commission Monday that he is under 
orders from the Circuit Judge not to 
give the papers to anyone other than 
sheriff's deputies. 

On a related point, County 
Attorney Frank Ellis Jr. advised the 
County Commission Monday that the 
Attorney General also said any 
payment to the constables would have 
to be authorized by the Commission. 
The payments would be an additional 
expense to the county, Ellis indicated. 

The constables had maintained 
during the long weeks they have 
sought clarification, that they would 
be paid $2.50 for each paper served 
from the $5 filing fee, and this would 
not be an additional expense to the 
county. 

Ellis said that in his understanding 
of the opinion, the Commission would 
have to authorize payment, but would 
have no authority over Lansford as to 
who serves the papers.

I was a resident of Shelby County 
for 89 years and I can remember from 
the age of seven many things that have

The year that | was seven years of 
age, one Sunday morning in church 
my Dad said | want every one that 
votes go to the polls Tuesday and vote. 
However, | trust that you will ask the 
Eternal to guide you in your voting for 
we want our county to be a better 
county for our children. | registered 
when I came to be 21 years old and 
paid my poll tax till | was old enough 
to have them paid up. 

I moved to Alabaster November 
1928, when there was just three 
stores, five houses, a barber shop and a 
filling station. In 1932 Dr. Hines and 
Dr. Snow and I discussed the 
possibility of having a hospital in 
Alabaster. Dr. Snow had a rich man to 
come and look over the place for 
building a hospital. At that time there 
was no house above the house that I 
had purchased and he suggested that 
they start at my lot on the north side 
and dig back into the mountain and 
put up the building. 

I visited all the mines that was 
running at that time and discussed 
with them concerning the hospital. If 
they would support one there instead 
of Birmingham, they all agreed they 
would. Dr. Snow died and all of this 
plan fell through. 

Several years later, after Mr. Tom 
Nash had moved his drug store from 
Helena to Alabaster, one Sunday 
morning when | went to the drug store 
to get newspaper, Mr. J. T. Phillips, 
Dr. Hines, Mr. George Scott and Mr. 
Nash were sitting at a table having 
coffee. 

Mr. Scott said, “Preacher come 
and have a cup of coffee and tell us 
what you know. I said that you I just 
had my coffee. But | will tell you what 
} Nave in my heart and mind if you do 

oi « ject. Alabaster is growing fast 
and | think that we need to have a 
sspital in Alabaster. 


Then | told them what | did in 
1932 and Dr. Hines said I do 
remember that. And we really need a 
hosptial in Alabaster. This was just the 
second seed planted and it grew into 
one of the finest hospitals in the state. 

I have been in other hospitals, as a 
patient, and as a minister, and I have 
been in Shelby Memorial Hospital 
three times as a patient and you could 
not ask for better service than you get 
there from the doctors to and one that 
serves you. It is always with a smile 
and “How are you today ?” When I 
read in the Shelby County Reporter 
the week of March the 31st of our 
probate judge wanting to sell the 
hospital, it was just like a thunder 
storm had hit my soul and heart, | 
trust that he remembers that this 
hospital belongs to the residents of 
Shelby County. It is paid for “that a 
large part of the cost” by the people 
of Shelby County. Our ex-probate 
judge was proud of the hespital and 
did all he could to help make it a 
better one. 

I know that there was many 
complaints against the ex-probate 
judge, and the Sheriff C. P. (Red) 
Walker. But I knew them as boys, they 
both were fine boys and made good 
men and I thank God for them. 

Let us get back to the old land 
mark our fore father fixed when they 
came to this country. The government 
is the people, for the people, and are 
the people. Remember every employ 
of the county of every town, and of 
the government and the hospital is our 
(the people) employees. 

If the hospital is sold, let it be 
voted by the people. | am not a 
resident of Shelby County any more. I 
am now a resident of Jefferson 
County, but if it takes my efforts to 
keep the hospital from selling I will 
walk from house to house in Shelby 
County to ask them not to yote to sell

top sheriff's report 


Report of the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department from April 10, 
through April 23, 1977. 

‘Vithin the past two weeks, the 
Sheli y County Sheriffs Department 
has processed 257 civil papers; and has 
reveived 106 warrants. 

Also there have been reports and 
investigations of the following: 

12 Thefts, totaling approximately 
$4,000; 12 Burglaries - approximately 
$6971.47; 1 armed robbery: 14 
miscellaneous incidents, | case of 
forgery; 3 missing persons; 3 vehicles 
pulled in; 

One hit and run; | shooting crime 


against person; 1 burned vehicle; 5 
accidents; | rape; 1 stolen bicycle; and 
1 case of vandalism. 

There have also been vehicles 
levied on, through executions, along 
with other property. 

The narcotics agents with the 
Shelby County Sheriff's Department 
have executed four search warrants, 
have located and destroyed five 
marijuana patches. They have made 
numerous investigations which have 
revealed two burglaries, one forged 
prescription and a case of armed 
robbery, kidnapping and grand larceny 
which involves four defendants. 


White collar ratio 
rising in county 


Special to the Reporter 
What changes have taken place in 
the makeup of Shelby County’s labor 
force in recent years ? 


To what extent has automation 
caused a shifting in jobs ? What is the 
distribution now, as between white 
collar and blue collar employment? 


Government figures show that the 
proportion of men and women in 
white collar occupations in the local 
area has been rising, year by year. 

At the present time, on the basis 
of data gathered for the country as a 
whole, the white collar ratio locally is 
about 13.6 percent higher than it was 
back in 1960. 

At that time, according to the 
census taken that year, there were 
9,769 people employed in the local 
area, 2,650 of them in white collar 
occupations. The rest were in blue 
collar jobs, in service industries or 
working on farms. 

The facts and figures on 
employment are from the Department 
of Commerce and from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, which has made 
detailed studies of labor force 
distributions. 

Since then, automation and 
mechanization in the factory, on the 
farm and in production processes in 
general have had a marked effect on 
the composition of the work force, 

As a result, what with the 
readjustments that have taken place, 
the proportion of white collar workers 
in Shelby County has reached 40.7 
percent, it is estimated. 

Under the heading “white collar” 
are a wide range of occupations, 
including professional and technical 
workers, teachers, sales clerks, bank 


employees, clerical workers, business 
executives and the like. 

Classified as “blue collar” in the 
Government’s reports are machinists, 
craftsmen, foremen, construction and 
factory employees, farmers and others 
engaged in the production of goods or 
in their transportation, operation, 
maintenance and repair. 

Although the number of people in 
blue collar occupations has increased 
by 4% million since 1960, reflecting 
the rise in the national population, the 
white collar contingent has grown 
more than three times as fast. 


Flowers urges 


Good Morning’s speech at the 
class reunion: After 50 years we find 
things in quite a mess. Somebody said 
over a thousand Indians tried to kill 
themselves last year. Word got out that 
we were gonna make ’em take the 
country back. I put on one of Leona’s 
dresses and walked two blocks one 
night and got mugged-at two times. I 
escaped both times because my hat 
was knocked off in the scuffle. It 
reminds me of the drunk who got 
caught on a trestle after dark with the 
train hardly 50 feet away. He knew it 
was 60 feet to the ground in some 
places and not more than three or four 
in others. So he held on to the 
crossties all night, afraid to let go. 
When daylight came and he looked 
down it was three feet to the ground. 
He said it made him so dang mad he 
just hung there the rest of the day. 

We had four years walking on 
cloud nine, and when they turned us 
loose we were walking ten feet tall. 
And I guess we'd have kept on, except 
the depression came along. We lived on 
black-eyed peas and sawmill gravy. 
and ran rabbits down for meat, and 
shot robins in the snow for pies. We 
wore breeches until they shined like 
new money, and had our shoes 
half-soled until the tops wore out. We 
smoked golden grain tobacco and 
sharpened our razor blades on the 
inside a soapy glass. And probably had 
more down-to-earth peace than we've 
had since. 

A friend and | were watching two 
little boys in a big super market one 
day last week. They had candy and 
bubblegum and cracker-jacks and 
cookies, and were still hunting. “You 
know,” he said, “when I was a boy we 
used to pick strawberries for an old 
man to get spending money. He’d give 
us a nickle a half gallon for picking 
‘em. And if you picked, all the time 
you were in the patch, you had to 
either dip snuff or whistle.” 

Then we stumbled into the WPA. 
We found out they still sold things like 
steak and porkchops and strawberry 
perserves at the store. And we worked, 
cutting down trees that it took almost 
as long to cut as it did to grow. And 
we dug ditches that other guys covered 
up. But we had money again, and we 
were On OUr Way. 

Until Uncle Sam got in trouble, in 
Japan and Europe and all over. And 
when that guy’s in trouble everybody’s 
in trouble. Three years for some and 
four for some and for some, the less 
fortunate, a whole lifetime. The guys 
before us, in another war, had saved 
the world for democracy, but it had 
gol away, and now we were out there, 
all over the world, trying to find it and 
put it back together again. 

Then we got a break, We came 
back and got a home paid for and the 
kids educated.

increase 


in coal production 


Rep. Walter Flowers, D-Ala., just 
named to the new House Ad Hoc 
Energy Committee, said Monday he 
thinks the nation needs a greater 
emphasis on development of new 
energy resources, particularly coal, 
than that proposed by President 
Carter. 

“It's not enough to say that we 
need to increase coal production by 50 
percent by 1990,” Flowers said. “Even 
if we can get that much coal, it won't 
do us that much good unless we move 
ahead aggressively with research and 
development toward better utilization. 

“We've got to find ways to use 
coal more efficiently, to transport it 
better and to burn it cleaner. Besides 
thal, we need to begin to process coal 
into gaseous and liquid forms on a 
large scale. 

“I hope the Congress can spur the 
Administration into some bold new 
initiatives in these areas.” 


Flowers chairs the House Science 
and Technology subcommittee on 
fossil and nuclear energy research, 
development and demonstration in 
addition to his responsibilities on the 
Energy Committee, which was formed 
last week to consider the President’s 
energy proposals. 

Although Flowers expressed 
reservation about the President’s 
proposals on coal, he did praise Carter 
for “taking the political risks and 
offering a tough conservation 
program.” | 

“Conservation is the only resource 
we can tap in the short term,” Flowers 
said. “The only way we can make 
more energy available right now for 
necessary uses is to save energy from 
unnecessary’ uses or avoidance of 
waste. We're wasting a lot of energy 
right now in transportation, homes 
and factories, and something has to be 
done.”

the two vehicles were given citations 
for operating trucks exceeding the 
weight limit allowed on Alabama’s 
Interstate Highways. Both trucks were 
carrying crushed limestone. 

In both instances the citations 
were issued by Trooper John Gunnels, 
a member of the truck weighing 
division. 

The driver of one of the trucks 
apparently radioed to his home base, 
located just north of Calera, that he 
was in the process of receiving a 
citation. 

Then, according to reports, 
Richard Edwards, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Calera based 
firm, drove to the location of his two 
stopped trucks. 

According to a State Trooper 
spokesman, Lt. Roy Smith, Edwards 
attacked Trooper Gunnels. It is also 
reported that during the incident the 
two-way police radio in Gunnell’s 
patrol car was damaged. 

In an interview shortly after the 
incident, Edwards played down the 
incident itself and emphasized his 
opinions regarading Alabama’s truck 
weight laws. The principal thrust of 
Edwards’ interview was that the weight 
limit on Interstate Highwasys in 
Alabama is lower than it is for state 
highways. 

“Because of this lower interstate 
limit, trucks in Alabama are being 
forced off the Interstates and this is 
endangering the life of citizens 
traveling state highways and secondary 
roads,” Edwards told the Reporter. “If 
truckers in this state do not get some 
relief,” Edwards continued, “‘it won't 
be long unti they will have to do 
almost anything to lighten their loads. 
Removal of any safety equipment can 
only jeopardize the public,” Edwards 
concluded. 

During Thursday’s trial, held 
before District Court Judge William 
Hill, Edwards pleaded guilty to 
assaulting a police officer, destroying 
state property and disobeying the 
orders of a police officer. He was fined 
$50 plus costs for the assault, $10 plus 
costs for the destruction of state 
property charge and $10 plus costs for 
disobeying a police officer's orders. 

Two charges were nol prossed: 
resisting arrest and insulting a police 
officer. 

The two companion cases against 
the drivers of the two Southern 
Haulers trucks were continued to May

new lime kiln at Calera 


Allied Products Company has 
applied to the Alabama Air Pollution 
Control Commission (AAPCC) for a 
permit to construct pollution control 
equipment for a new lime kiln with 
associated conveying and storage 
equipment at its lime plant on 
Highway 25, west of Calera. 

A new bank of multiple cyclones 
will be installed as a primary air 
pollution control device for the 
removal of particulates from stack 
gases. The exhaust stream from the 
cyclones will be vented to an existing 
venturi scrubber system for seconday 
cleaning, resulting in an overall 
collection efficiency for the system of 
99.6 percent. The control system has a 
manufacturer’s guaranteed emission 
rate of 25 pounds per hour. The 
AAPCC allowable emission rate for the 
kiln is 34.43 pounds per hour. 

A 30-day public comment period, 
beginning April 28 and ending May 27, 
has been established by the AAPCC in 
order to give interested parties an 
opportunity to comment regarding the

making a donation so that the unit 
could buy needed equipment, Daniel 
said the reason that 50% of the victims 
of heart attacks didn’t make it to the 
hospital, was because trained 
personnel and adequate equipment 
weren't available. 

Pointing out that Rescue 80 had 
good personnel, Daniel told the 
audience that more equipment is 
needed for them to operate with 
maximum efficency. 

He noted that almost every 
month, 17 or 18 Shelby Countians are 
struck down by some form of heart 
disease. And he added that 200 local 
residents suffered attacks last year. 

“We average around 5O calls a 
month,’. Daniel Reported. 
“Yesterday.” he continued, “‘we made 
5 runs and resuscitation was required 
in 3 instances.” 

Saying that suction equipment 
was some of their most valuable 
apparatus for saving lives, Daniel said 
the type they had wasn't always 
adequate. “But we've used it twice just 
within the last 2 weeks,”’ he told the 


group. 


Jim Daniel, a member of Alabaster’s 
Emergency Fire and Rescue unit, told 
Rotarians that the treatment 
administered in the first 4-6 minutes 
was crucial to the victim’s survival.

When former President Gerald 
Ford moved from the White House to 
Palm Springs, Calif., in January, his 
44,000 pounds of household 
belongings required two moving vans. 

The cross-country move took six 
days — three to load and three to drive 
the 2,616 miles - and it cost taxpayers 
$11,612.42. 

If you move, it most likely will 
cost a lot less. In 1975, the average 
interstate move of 900 miles cost just 
under $1,000. The average weight was 
just 5,000 pounds. 

Forty-one per cent of the nearly 
43 million families who move each 
year have some or all of their moving 
expenses paid by employers. For those 
who pay the costs themselves, the 
American Trucking Associations 
suggests some ways to reduce 
expenses. 

Remember, though, that it won’t 
help to shop around for the lowest 
estimate, because interstate rates are 
regulated by the federal government. 
The price will depend on distance 
moved, the weight of household goods 
and any extra services a family might 
require. 

Weight and service charges can be 
reduced with a little initiative, but 
distance charges are set. 

You can move anytime during the 
year, but it is advisable to avoid the 
peak season between June and August, 
when 60 percent of all moves occur. 
Rates generallly are lower in the 
off-season because there is less demand 
for moving equipment. 

Besides lower rates, child care 
experts say a non-summer move is 
more beneficial to children. Moving 
during the school year allows a 
school-age child to go directly into a 
social setting - school -- that has the 
best built-in opportunity for making 
friends. A summertime move places a 
child in unfamiliar surroundings at a 
time when the chances for making 
friends are at a minimum. A move 
during the school year also gives the 
child’s new teacher a chance to work 
with him more closely on an individual 
basis.

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Non-summer moves also are less 
hectic because the moving companies 
can usually promise an exact pick-up 
delivery date, instead of the 
three-to-four-day “spread” in the 
summer. 

To reduce weight charges, sell, 
give or throw away everything you 
don’t need. Don’t wait until you get to 
your new home to decide you don’t 
want to keep something. Keep 
late-model appliances if you plan on 
using them in your home. But any 
major appliance that is five years old 
or more may cost nearly as much to 
move as it would to buy a new one. 
Give it to a charitable organization 
instead and get a receipt for tax 
purposes. 

Mail books to your new home 
using the cheap parcel post book rate. 
Books are deceptively heavy. While 
you may fill only a half-dozen cartons 
with books, those cartons could weigh 
a couple of hundred pounds. 

Canned goods are also very heavy. 
Use them up or give them away. The 
cost of moving canned goods far 
outweighs the cost of replacing them. 

Some service charges can be 
eliminated by doing as much of your 
own packing as possible. Roll up and 
tie your carpets. Take down draperies, 
curtains and fixtures you plan to 
move. All are easy tasks that some 
moving companies will charge you for. 

Let the movers pack your dishes, 
glassware and other fragile and 
valuable items. Movers are experts on 
packing these items to avoid breakage. 
The company also is liable if they pack 
something that breaks. 

Think twice about moving any 
large item such as a piano, particularly 
if you are moving into an apartment. 
Hiring a crane to lift a piano through a 
window could cost more than selling

the piano and buying a new one. 
Finally, moving companies are 

required by law to carry liability 

insurance paying up to 60 cents a 


pound for any loss or damage to your , 


household goods. It’s a good idea to 
increase that coverage by declaring a 
lump sum value for your shipment and 
they paying an ‘‘added value 
protection” charge. Otherwise, if the 
moving company damages that 
two-pound, $100 lampshade, it would 
be liable for only $1.20 of its true 
value.

Emergency resucue service has 
become a vital part of fire department 
operations in Pelham, 

Instigated by a lone Emergency 
Medical Technician (EMT) last 
November, the program expanded 
with the hiring of three fulltime 
firemen, all of whom have EMT 
training. 

Greg Barnett, who started the 
rescue service On a voluntary basis, is 
now one of the city’s paid firemen.

Barnett and Fire Chief William A.

After receiving seven calls in 


February, Barnett responded to 17 
calls during March. And, by the middle 
of April, he and his newly-hired 
collegues had been on another 15 
emergency runs. 

Bryars points out that the 
firemen-EMT’s spend a lot of their 
off-duty time at city hall in order to 
be available for rescue calls. “It is kind 
of a voluntary thing with them when 
they stay here on their off hours,” he 
remarked. “I think it is commendable

Steam excursion train provides Americana

Scott and Robin Reynolds and I 
had gone along for the ride. We were 
simply participating in an enjoyable 
slice of Americana. But for dozens of 
serious train buffs this was the Fourth 
of July, Christmas and summer 
vacation rolled into one. 

Amtrak’s Transcontinental Steam 
Excursion began its 19-day run to 
Portland, Oregon in Birmingham on 
April 13. The ad invited us to 
“Participate in American History, This 
3,655-mile journey from Birmingham, 
Alabama to Portland, Oregon is the 
longest steam excursion using the same 
locomotive in U. S. history.” 

Accepting the invitation, we 
reserved tickets from Birmingham to 
Futaw, a segment of the trip that 
would last about 3 hours. This would 
be the first train ride for Scott and 
Robin. Although I had ridden on 
steam locomotives as a child, [had not 
even seen one in years. 

Nearly an hour before departure 
we were at the railroad station. Dozens 
of photographers were taking pictures 
of Engine 4449, one of the few 
remaining, operable steam-driven 
locomotives in the nation, Hawkers 


were selling train pictures, decals and 
buttons. Passengers dressed like 
railroad men were standing in small 
clusters talking excitedly about 
previous steam excursions they had 
taken. 

We made our way quickly to one 
of the dome cars so we would have an 
elevated view. As others joined us in 
the dome, we began to realize that we 
were novices among specialists. From 
conversations we learned that many of 
our fellow travellers had come 
hundreds of miles to join this 
excursion. Others were members of 
active railroad clubs that supported 
the preservation of steam locomotives. 
They talked about individual 
locomotives with astonishing 
familiarity. 

Like getting acquainted with a 
new friend, we learned that Engine 
4449 had been built in 1941. For 
nearly 20 years it had carried 
passengers between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. Two men argued over the 
diameter of the huge driving wheels 
and finally settled on 80 inches. 

As we backed out of the station 
only a few minutes late, the rails 
curved and we caught a side view of

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the engine. The train buffs were 
ecstatic. Robin, Scott and | were mere 
impressed with their excitement than 
we were with the sideview of the 
engine. 

Underway, Engine 4449 headed 
toward Bessemer. The clackety-clack 
of the rails, the shrill call of the steam 
whistle, the rhythmic chug of the 
engine and the billows of black smoke 
created a thrill that even we could 
appreciate. It all seemed so right. 

Eager to have pictures of what 
might be a last-time occurrence, 
photographers with their cameras 
snapping lined the railroad tracks. 
They were joined by hundreds of 
other well-wishers and the curious. 
Some people had tape recorders to 
catch the sounds of the steam engine. 

Grey-headed ladies stood near the 
tracks reliving trips they had taken in 
their youthful days or perhaps 
recalling trips they had only dreamed 
of taking. Parents held tiny children in 
their arms, hoping they would 
remember this scene, yet knowing 
they were too young to understand. 
Teachers at a private school south of 
Bessemer felt that seeing a belching 
steamer was so significant that the 
entire student body came to wave, 
wonder and maybe to wish. 


Leaving the dome car, we 
explored the train. Our first stop was 
in the only freight car, a car we 
dubbed “the cattle car.” The four 
doors were pushed back and planks 
had been placed waist high over each 
opening.

We later 
learned that the proper name for the 
car was the recreation car. 

Again, we were impressed with 
the unusual habits of the train buffs.

He wasn’t snooping around where 
he had no business, it turned out; he 
was trying to dislodge a drawer when 
his head became stuck in the space 


where another drawer had been 
removed. 
When Barrett produced a saw, 


which he planned to use to cut out the 
strip of wood between the drawers, 
the youngster reacted with typical 
7-year-old apprehension. “‘He asked 
me if I was going to cut his head off,” 
Greg related. 

Equipment amassed by the 
department for use by the EMT’s 
includes a former Water Department 
truck, bandages, backboard, air splints, 
obstretical kit, oxygen, a rescue saw 
donated by Moore-Handley, Inc., 
Porto-power unit and other light 
rescue gear. 

According to Barnett, 
one-fourth of emergency calls received 
by the department involve either real 
or suspected heart attacks. For this 
reason, he, Bryars and the others 
would like a Lifepak unit. 

“I would like to see some of the 
service organizations get behind this,” 
Bryars said. The device, which 
Alabaster EMT’s are finding invaluable 


nearly 


in their rescue efforts, costs a 
whopping $6,000, but Barnett believes 
it would prove to be worth much more 
than that to the community. 

“Any time you have a Lifepak, it 
increases a heart attack victim's 
chances,” he said. 

“The Lifepak can also be used as a 
diagnostic tool,” he continued. “If 
you think you are having a_ heart 
attack and it is simple indigestion, it 
can give you a lot of peace of mind.”

Drug abuse levels 


remain high as ever 


The dramatic impact of the drug 
culture of the 1960’s has worn off, yet 
the numbers of people getting high 
have not decreased. 

John Lord, director of The 
University of Alabama in 
Birmingham’s (UAB’s) Regional Drug 
Abuse Program, believes three 
significant factors are responsible for 
the continuing pervasive influence of 
drugs in the U.S. 

“Drugs are available,” Lord points 
out. “In addition to the ‘street’ drugs 
which are readily available it is also 
easy for people to get prescriptions for 
pain relieving drugs and to become 
increasingly dependent on these drugs. 

*‘Another factor is the 
encouragement people receive through 
the media to use pills to relieve pain. 

“And perhaps most significantly, 
there is more stress in our society for 
people to cope with,” adds Lord. 
“Mobility is one type of stress that can 
cause people to feel isolated from their 
families. Finding someone to rely on 
can be difficult.” 

Lord believes people are finding a 
sense of belonging in small groups and 
returning to more fundamental 
lifestyles. He points to a renewed 
popular interest in organized religion 
as an example of people’s desire to 
satisfy their need to belong and place 
their faith in something. 

“I hope this will replace people’s 
need to find solace in drugs or 
alcohol,” says Lord. 

In the meantime, the Regional 
Drug Abuse Program continues to 
provide psychiatric and medical 
examinations, treatment and hope for 
the students, housewives and blue - 
and white-collar workers who find 
they must have a daily quota of “pain 
relieving” pills and/or injections to 
make it through the day. 

In the past two and a half years, 
over 96,000 patient contacts have 
been made and over 2,500 new 
patients have been admitted to the 
Program from throughout counties in 
North and Central Alabama. 

“Our Program attempts to use

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existing community resources. We 
subcontract a portion of our Program’s 
treatment function to local treatment 
facilities including the Eastside and 
Western Mental Health Centers, 
Alethia House and the Urban League,” 
Lord explains. 

“Unlike drug abuse centers that 
operate autonomously, we receive 
input from each of the staff who 
operate our subcontract patient 
centers,” Lord continues. “They have 
individual attitudes on how best to 
treat patients and this variety of 
opinion and knowledge helps in 
planning an effective overall program.” 

Nearly one-third of the Program’s 
patients receive methadone, a drug 
that relieves much of the withdrawal 
pain from heroin addiction. 

Some of these people go back to 
drugs and then return to us. They 
might repeat this sequence two or 
three times but eventually some 
conquer their drug problem,” Lord 
reports. 

Lord admits investments made in 
people dependent on drugs are 
tenuous. “But if we can help an 
individual overcome that dependence, 
the Program’s dividends are the highest 
possible--the saving of a human life.”

how to read electric meters 


by Marian Cotney 
County Agent Home Economics 
One of the first things you need 
to know to control the amount of 
electricity you use is how to read your 
electric meter. The meter is an 
accurate instrument that tells you how 
much energy you use in kilowatt hours 
(kwh) during a given period. Kilowatt 
means 1,000 watts. One way to use a 
kilowatt hour would be to Keep ten 
100-watt bulbs lit for one hour. 
You meter has either four or five 
dials, each with 10 numbers and a

pointer. The pointers turn very slowly, 
not all in the same directions, but 
always going from smaller to larget 
number as electricity is used. 

The meter reading is made up of 
one number from each dial. The dials 
are read from right to left, and the 
numbers are recorded in this order: 
§ 4 3 2.1. When the pointer is 
between two numbers, you read the 
number it has just passed, that is, the 
lower number,

Any one list of 
electricity usage by appliances isn’t 
accurate for everybody because 
different makes and models of 
appliances use different amounts of 
electricity and different people have 
different usage patterns. 

Knowing where you're using the 
most electricity can help you decide 
where to start cutting consumption.

stable in Alabama 


Alabama food prices remained 
virtually unchanged in April 
compared to last month, acccrding 
to a statewide food price survey 
conducted by Alabama Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

The market basket of 20 food 
items purchased by housewives 
across Alabama was bought for 
$18.10 this month, exactly the same 
as in March. 

Pork prices awere down 3 per 
cent; poultry dropped 1.3 percent;

increased 11.9 percent. 

The market basket was purchased 
in April in northwest Alabama for 
$18.16; $17.74 in northeast 
Alabama; $17.97 in central 
Alabama and $18.47 in the southern 
part of the state.

For better hunting & fishing 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Quail raising was a wildlife project 
1 vigorously supported 20 years ago. 
At the time state conservation officials 
against commercially raising 
bobwhites. Their fear was that hunters 
would go and slaughter wild bobwhites 
and sell them under the guise they 
were pen reared, 

This panic-engendered fear just 
didn’t jell. I knew it wouldn’t, because 
even today you can buy live or dressed 
bobwhite quail for $1.25 to $1.50 
each. Now, any person who would go 
out and shoot wild quail for the 
market for these prices would be 
foolish. You simply can’t bag a wild 
bird in this day of inflated prices for 
than $5 each. I know. I kept 
records for years: expenses in upkeep 
of a bird dog all year; rabies 
vaccinations, veterinary bills; 
depreciation on dog pen and 
doghouse; hunting expenses, including 
clothes (you ever try to fight through 
briers without the protection of 
canvas-faced _pants); gasoline, 
shotshells, license fees, etc. 

Quail raising has been beneficial 
to the bird dog trainer. You can train a 
young pup rather quickly with a 
‘ couple dozen flight trained quail. In 
earlier years when pen reared quail 
hard to locate or were too 
expensive, I spent about three 
frustrating seasons per English setter 
with what wild birds I could find 
before | considered my pooches fair 
meat dogs. 

The commercial quail raiser has 
helped in development of quail 
shooting preserves in Alabama and in 
all other Southern states. I know one 
preserve operator who buys 15,000 to 
20,000 birds a season. He has his own 
flight pens to strengthen the wings of 
the pen cultured birds. When flushed 
out in the open range, the quail fly 
well. 

4-H youngsters and FFA youth 
have raised birds for school or project 
credit, for cash and for the family 
table. In a sense, pen reared birds have 
two advantages over wild quail. You 
can prepare penned birds for the table 
when they are still frying size and 
tender. And you don’t have to worry 
about biting down on a No. 6 or 8 
shot pellet! 

But quail raising in pens isn’t a 
get-rich-quick scheme. It carries the 
same problems as growing broiler 
chickens, with possible exception that 
quail are more difficult to grow. “*A

grown bobwhite weighs less than a half 
pound, A broiler chicken about 2% to 
3% pounds, but you pay $1.50 for the 
quail but often less than $1.25 for a

became modern production measures 


are aimed at birds by the thousands in 
one broiler house. The feed conversion 
ratio for chickens is as low as 1.89 
(pounds feed per pound body weight 
gain). Now a broiler can be grown to 
3% pounds in seven weeks, but a quail 
to reach mature weight but still have a 
flexible or limber keel bone which 
means it will fry or broil as easily as a 
broiler chicken may take weeks longer. 

If we ever get on a quail-raising 
kick, price of quail eggs, chicks, bird 


cages and pens will drop 
proportionately. And the consumer 


price per bird may also come down a 
bit. 

Disease may be the deciding 
factor. Chicken producers have disease 
problems well under control, but | 
have seen quail raisers wiped out 


overnight by one disease - - - ulcerative 
enteritis. According to Clemson 
University Extension Poultry 


Specialist Walter S. Walker, this disease 
s “triggered by stress.” 


Stress may be sudden weather 
changes. Should you be growing 


bobwhites on a modest basis or will 
start this year, some 
prevention tips to salt away: 

1. Overcrowding, This is the main 

stress which triggers the disease. Allow 
one sq. ft. per bird by age six weeks 
and two square feet after 10 weeks. 
2. Handling birds. Move quail 
from pen to pen or house to house 
without having to handle each bird 
individually. 

3. Don’t move 
absolutely necessary. 

4. Use preventative medication 
when a planned stress may occur. Use 
bacitracin, pro-strep or gallimycin in 
water five days prior to and from five 
days after stress at prevention level. 

5. Raise birds on wire. 

6. Even with good conditions it’s 

difficult to raise birds without the use 
of continuous low level medication for 
coccidiosis prevention. 
Now if somebody will come up 
with an economical way to grow 
mourning cages just as 
economically as we produce 
commercial squabs!

Generally the 1/2 wave antenna 
has 3 db gain as compared to the 1/4 
wave and the 5/8 wave antenna has 4 
to 5 db gain over the 1/4 wave. So 
what are we really looking for? The 
1/4 wave antenna will do the job but 
the 1/2 wave will do twice as good. 

Where do we or how do we make 
a decision? The situation becomes 
one of what do we need to do our 
particular job? The price goes up 
when we go up in db gain and the 
decision is strictly a financial one. By 
all means I recommend the gain 
antennas, but we can still do the job 
with 1/4 wave. 

Next week we’ll take a look at 
beams and what advantage they can be 
to us.

And with this in mind we can 
move onto our topic of db gain. For 
every 3 db of gain we effectively 
double our radiated power. Notice 
that I said EFFECTIVELY. The 
reason for this is that we are 
comparing the output signal strength 
with a 1/4 wave antenna. We do not 
actually increase our power but we do 
increase our radio wave pattern as 
compared to the 1/4 wave i.e.

Chelsea church plans groundbreaking

Plans are now underway by the K 
Springs Church of God congregation 
in Chelsea for the construction of a 
néw church building across the road 
from the spot where the congregation 
has been housed for around fifty 
years.

Minimum till planting 


saves fuel, erosion 


by Robert Kelley 
District Conservationist 

What is minimum tillage? It is 
planting crops in residue with little 
disturbance of soil or ground cover. 
Minimum Tillage or No-Till planting 
works well in small grain straw, old 
crop residues, or fescue sod. In 
Alabama alone, the acres of no-till 
farming jumped from 12,500 acres in 
1972 to over 68,000 acres in 1976 
The method is especially adapted to 
corn and soybeans. 

What are the advantages? The 
major advantages are fewer trips over 
the field, saving you fuel and labor. 
Erosion and soil loss is 5 to 8 times 
less per acre per year than with 
conventional tillage methods. Fuel use 
is cut from approximately 7% gallons 
per acre to 1% gallons per acre per 
year. 

There are also some disadvantages 
to consider. The major disadvantage is 
chemicals must be used to control 
weeds and pests. Herbicides must be

Mitchell, tells about riding out to “this 
country place” from her home near 
the railroad station in Saginaw. 

Sometimes they traveled by 
horse and buggy and sometimes by 
way of the railroad tracks which ran 
from Saginaw Lumber Co, through the 
woods to haul out timber. They often 
rode on “‘a section handcar which they 
propelled by sitting on the floor of the 
car with feet hanging off and kicking 
the ties with their feet.” Several of the 
old-timers at K Springs can remember 
seeing the husband and wife preachers 
come riding in on the handcars. Mrs. 
Mitchell also reported that once she 
rode on the log train with the 
engineer, who was “very respectful 
and kind to the girl preacher, giving 
her a seat on the engine.” 

The Morris School House, across 
Yellow Leaf Creek from East Saginaw 
was used as a meeting place for the 
new congregation until they erected a 
church building nearby. By 1927 the 
timber cutting operation had shifted 
from the East Saginaw area to other 
parts of the county, and businesses in 
the town of East Saginaw had closed 
down as people moved on to follow 
their work. The Church of God 
congregation, deciding to move to a 


more populated area, purchased the 
old K Springs School House property 
located about four miles nearer the new 
town of Chelsea, which had sprung up 
around the railroad station there. 

They made repairs to the old 
school building and used it for church 
services until about 1936 when the old 
building was torn down and a new 
church building erected in its place. 
Repairs and additions having been made 
through the years, the K Springs 
Church of God congregaton still holds 
regular services in this building, filling 
it almost to full capacity each Sunday 
morning.

County Commission member 
Doug Ballard sent telegrams to the five 
members of the Shelby County 
legislative delegation Monday. 

He reminded them that the 
Commission had voted unanimously to 
write a letter opposing the bill sought 
by the sheriff of Shelby County, 
which would add eight more persons 
to the sheriffs force. 

Ballard said: “The sheriff has 
added people in the past by local 
legislation and since this has been so 
effective he does not even bother to 


ty consult with the Commission 


anymore. 

‘In August 1973 the department 
had 19 employees. In September of 
1973 he added four more people, a 
total of 23 employees. In August of 
1976 he added six more people, 
totalling 29 employees. The proposed 
bill asks for eight more totalling 37 
which is a 95% increase in less than 
four years. 

‘Since the county (again by local 
legislation) is required to pay the same 
pay scale as received by State Troopers 
as well as uniform allowance, 
subsistence pay and other bonus and 
benefits this is already an extremely 
expensive operation. 

‘With present revenue the county 
can ill afford the estimated 
$114,000.00 in additional salaries and 
fringe benefits these eight new people 
will cost. This estimated cost does not 
‘nclude any equipment that will be 
required.”

Mayor Charles Penhale told the 
council Monday night that Jimmy 
King, developer of Kingridge, wanted 
to end his street in a clu-de-sac.

mayors sent letters to each member of 
the Shelby County legislative 
delegation setting forth tneir views on 
the two porposals. 

The letters stated that the Shelby 
County Mayors Association has no 
objection to a personnel board for 
county law enforcment personnel, but 
the association emphatically opposes 
legislation that could place municipal 
police departments under this board. 


The letter continued, “Several 
municipalities plan to establish their 
own municipal personnel boards with 
local citizens serving as members. It is 
felt that the proposed legislation could 
result in a severe encroachment on the 
authority and responsibility of each 
duly elected city council.” 


Regarding the proposal to place 
an additional county tax on beer, the 
mayors say they are opposed to it first 
of all because it is an additional tax. 


They added that an additional tax 
on beer would not be in keeping with 
an agreement reached when Shelby 
County voted to allow the legal sale of 
alcoholic beverages, several years ago. 
That agreement allegedly states that 
no government body such as towns or 
cities will impose an additional tax on 
alcoholic beverages. The agreement 
also provides for the distribution of 
the proceeds of the county tax, with

Calera 
Councilman Don DeLoach had written 
them a letter pointing out the benefits 
which could be derived by meeting 
with the state legislative delegation. 

The council agreed to have the 
‘town clerk reply that they favor such 
meetings of councilmen. They are also 
offering to host the first meeting. The 
mayor - council association would be 
held in addition to the meetings of 
the recently reactivated county 
mayors’ association. 

Birmingham Regional Planner 
Jody Ballard presented the council 
with information about low cost 
building loans which would permit 
businessmen to realize the planner’s 
historical district scheme.

sheriff backed bills

In spite of letters and telegrams 
from the mayors of Shelby County 
and from the County Commission, 
three bills the sheriff wants, have passed 
the Alabama House of Representatives 
and are now before the Senate. 

But one of them has been changed 
considerably, and another one may 
not make it through the Senate. 

The mayors have objected to the 
bill which would create a county - 
administered personne] board for city 
employees, and they have objected to 
the levying of a one-cent beer tax to 
support it. (See other story). 

The County Commission has voiced 
objection to the bill adding eight more 
persons to the sheriffs department 
(See other story.) 

The three bills were introduced in 
the House by Representatives Sonny 
Moore of Sterrett and J. T. “Jabo” 
Waggoner. 

The status of the three bills at press 
time was summed up for the Shelby 
County Reporter by Senator Eddie 
Hubert Gilmore, who represents 
northwest Shelby County. 

Gilmore said the personnel bill had 
been changed to give city governing 
bodies the right to decide whether or 
not their employees should be 
included in the merit system. In the 
beginning, the bill made it mandatory 
for city and sheriffs department law 
enforcement officers to be covered. A 
compromise, which was not acceptable

to the mayors, would have allowed 
each city to have a referendum. In the 
final form, the bill gives all decision 
making on the issue to the mayor and 
council of each Shelby County cit) 
Gilmore thinks that bill wil! pus: 
the Senate. He also thinks the bil 
levying a one-cent beer tax may pass 
although he will not introduce it, and 


he will abstain from voting on it. “lm 
against adding any tax, even 2 bee! 
tax,’’ he told the Reporter. Bul 


Senator Obie Littleton could sponsor 
it through the Senate, and he may do 
so. (The Reporter did not have time to 
locate Littleton on the floor of the 
Senate Tuesday.) The beer tax is for 
the purpose of paying the costs of 
administering the merit system, with 
any excess going for law enforcement, 

Gilmore added that the members of 
the county personnel board will be 
appointed as follows: Three by the 
County Commission; three by the 
sheriff, and three by the legislative 
delegation. 

On the bill which would add eight 
new members to the sheriff's 
department Gilmore said, “I don't see 
much life in that one.” He said there 
has not been much discussion on it in 
the legislative halls. In Gilmore’s 
opinion, “It is not the place of the 
legislative delegation to be deciding 
those questions. We would be 
pre-empting the prerogative of the 
county governing body. (County 
Commission. )”

Handley captured 4th time

1975. 

Since his initial arrest Handley has

Notes from Shelby Memorial 


Even people who work in 
hospitals have a hard time paying for 
their health insurance. 

Shelby Memorial Hospital 
administrator Richard Lind reported 
to the board last week that costs of 
insuring the hospital’s employees have 
“taken a considerable rise.” 

Premiums paid in to the hospital’s 
group Blue Cross plan totaled $36,335 
for the most recent period, but claims 
for the period of 11 months came to 
$59,684, he said. 

“In May, except a jump of 22 to 
25 percent,” he told the board. The 
hospital pays the “single person” rate 
for each employee, and if the 
employee wants protection for the 
family, he or she pays the difference. 

The County Commission heard a 
similar story three weeks ago in regard 
to health insurance for county 
employees. 

x * * * 

Medicaid patients will have their 
easy access to Shelby Memorial’s 
emergency room curtailed beginning 
next month. 

Hospital Administrator Richard 
Lind told the hospital board last week 
that the state has notified him it will 
no longer pay for emergency room 
treatment for medicaid patients, 
except for certain cases such as broken 


bones, trauma, etc. If a person is 
admitted to the emergency room and 
the ailment turns out to be something 
else, the state medicaid program will 
not reimburse the hospital, Lind said. 

In addition, Medicaid patients will 
not be admitted without prior 
permission from Montgomery, he said. 

Purpose of the new restrictions is 
to discourage the use of emergency 
room care and to cut down on 
medicaid costs.

Lucy came to town with John 
Morgan Turner, and if John knew 
what she looked like he didn’t let 
anybody in on the know. I don’t 
believe John really knew. Or he would 
have told somebody and that 
somebody would have told somebody 
else, and by the middle 30’s, when she 
suddenly disappeared, every guy in 
town from sixteen to 60 would have 
had a pretty good picturt of her in his 
mind. 

She lived on the side of the 
mountain in a rackety shack that was 
hung up there with a high front porch 
and some slab pine steps and a front 
yard with a dozen ditches running 
through it, and a dozen saplings, the 
size of a man’s leg, with limbs 
sprouting out about head high. 

Years later, thinking about it, | 
wondered if it was true that John, 
being some sort of a jack-leg engineer, 
had really surveyed a dozen places 
before he settled on this spot.

RIGHTLY DIVIDING THE 
WORD OF GOD 

God has dealt with mankind in 
various ways (Hebrews 1:1,2). A 
‘tdispensation’’ represents a time 
period during which God dealt with 
man in a certain way. There have been 
three dispensations since creation: the 
Patriarchal Dispensation, the Mosaic 
Dispensation, and the Christian 
Dispensation. 

It is vital that we understand these 
three ages of God's dealings. 

First, God spoke to the heads of 
families, or patriarchs, during the 
Patriarchal Dispensation. He required 
that the heads of families offer animal 
sacrifices for their families and 
command their families (Hebrews 1:1,2; 
Genesis 4; Genesis 6-9; Job 1). This age 
lasted from the fall of man until the 
giving of the Law of Moses from Mount 
Sinai, or some 2,500 years. We do not 
live under the Patriarchal Dispensation 
today. 

Second, God spoke to the children of 
Israel, the Jews, through the Law of 
Moses during the Mosiac Dispensation 
(Romans 1,2; John 1;17). The law was 
given until the ‘‘seed should come,”’ 
Jesus Christ (Galatians 3,4). It was 
never intended to be permanent; thus, 
it was taken out of the way when Christ 
was nailed to the cross, completing His 
mission. ‘‘It is finished’’ (Romans 7:1-4; 
Collossians 2:14-16; Il Corinthians 
3:1-10; Hebrews 7-9; John 1:17). That is 
the reason why the Church of Christ 
does not burn incense, offer animal 
sacrifices, or use mechanical instru- 
ments of music. The law ended at the 
cross. Christians today cannot be 
justified by the Law of Moses any more 
than we can be justified by building an 
ark, as did Noah, or by leaving our 
homeland and going to a far country, as 
did Abraham. The Mosiac Dispensation 
lasted only 1,500 years. 

Third, God spoke to Christians er 
through His Son (Hebrews 1:2), 
course, the new covenant is the path 
of Christ (Romans 1:16) I Peter 4:11; II 
John 9-11). It came into effect after 
Christ, the testator, died (Hebrews 
9:15-17). His testament, or will, went 
into effect on the Pentecost of Acts 2, 
when the church, or kingdom, was 
established (Matthew 16:18, 19; Mark 
9:1; Acts 1:9; Acts 2:1-4; Acts 2:47; 
Colossians 1:13, 14). Thus, Christians 
must be guided by the gospel, which 
began to be preached in Jerusalem, ten 
days after Christ ascended into heaven 
to take His place at the right hand of 
God, as king over His kingdom ( Acts 
2:30ff). The Christian Dispensation will 
continue until time shall be no more.

children for riding dirt bikes. The 
bikes range from 50 cc to 500 ce. 

“This place gives them a place to 
play in safety. It gives them an 
organized sport that keeps them from 
hanging around, smoking pot and all 
the other things kids can get into when 
they’re not busy.” 

“This is not a commercial 
enterprise,” but Griffin says he is now 
so upset that he may turn it into a 
commercial motocross. 

He thinks one reason that his 
neighbors went into a “panic” as he 
called it, was because of flyers 
circulated for an Enduro event which 
will begin at his place on June 12. 

But the event is a one-day 
fund-raiser for the Boys’ Ranch and is 
not a profit making venture, he said. It 
is sponsored by the Trails and Trials 
Club. Griffin thinks some of his 
neighbors assumed he was scheduling 
regular events after reading this one 
flyer. 

He points out that an Enduro was 
held last year by the Alabaster Jaycees 
as a fund raising event and no one 
epmplained. 

Griffin is pretty adamant on the 
subject of his property rights. He 
mentions that the land he lives on has 
been in his family since 1843, and he 
certainly has the interests of the 
community at heart. 

Griffin has talked with the 
sheriff's department, and the police of 
Alabaster and Helena. All of them 
have advised him he is within his legal 
rights to allow motors on his property, 
he says. 

He says he advised everyone to 
wait until 12:10 or 12:30 on Sundays 
before riding, so as not to disturb 
church services at Cedar Grove or 
Brantleyville and to quit before 5:30 
for the same reason. He is upset that 
neighbors said the riding disturbs 
church. 

He also objects to his neighbors 
calling it a “constant and daily 
problem” saying it is only on Sunday 
afternoons that riding takes place. 

“The people who ride these bikes 
are not trashy people or a rough 
bunch,” he says. Sixty percent of 
them are kids between 9 and 16 years 
of age. About 50 percent of them have 
spark arrestors on their bikes. ['m 
advising all of them to put them on, 
now.” 

Spark arrestors muffle sound to a 

egree. Their use does not cut the 
a Griffin says, but a lot of people 
think they do, and prefer not to use 
them. 

These bikes are not allowed on 
streets or highways, so they are towed 
by trailer or truck to wherever their 
riders use them. 

Griffin says he has tried to find 
out who the ringleaders of his 
opposition are, but those he had 
contacted by Friday, had denied 
signing the petition. 

“I’m not trying to break the law, 
but I think I ought to be able to use 
my property the way I want to.” 
Griffin said that until a year ago he 
leased out the land for pasture.

the new tank is being financed by a 
loan from the Farmer’s Home 
Administration. 

The huge metal tank is 66 feet in 
diameter and 44 feet high. The million 
gallons of water pressure is contained 
by welded steel plates less than half an 
inch thick. A x-ray crew was on the 
scene Friday to inspect for flaws and 
structural weakness in the walls. 

Board member Jim Strickland 
asked how long the million gallons 
would last the city. Other members 
estimated that the tank could supply 
the city’s needs for only one day, if it 
were the only source of water. 

Not all that water is consumed by 
people who pay their bills in 
Columbiana. The city sells water to 
the Bethel-Four Mile Water System, 
the Spring Creek, and the Little Waxie 
water authorities. 

This additional drain on the city’s 
water resources contributed to the 
need for the new tank, board members 
indicated. It is also encouraging the 
board to develop a new well to supply 
the growing demands. 

The addition of the tank is 
accompanied by the installation of six 
new miles of pipe, with both financed 
c subeethe same FHA loan.

How much of its spending for 
big-ticket goods and services is on the 
buy-now, pay-later plan ? 

Locally and in other parts of the 
country there has been a_ steady 
increase in recent months in the use of 
installment credit. And, paradoxically, 
the increase was good news for the 
economy. 

What it means is that consumers 
are finally loosening up somewhat on

their purse strings, after a long period 
of restrained buying. They are 
purchasing the cars, dishwashers, 
furniture, hi-fi equipment and other 
costly items that they have long been 
wanting, 


The net result, nationally, is that 
installment debt came to nearly $179 
billion at the beginning of the year, up 
a record 10.2 percent from a year 
earlier. Automobiles were the major 
booster. 

For the population as a whole, it 
was equivalent to about one-seventh of 
its net income, after taxes.

latest local income and spending 
figures and upon national studies by 
the Federal Reserve Board, the 
amount of installment debt 
outstanding is estimated at $1,700 per 
family. 

That is the average in the area. 
Some families owe much more than 
that and some owe little or nothing. 

For the local population as a 
whole, the debt load amounts to 
approximately $24,718,000, the 
figures indicate. 

The largest part of it consists of 
loans for automobile purchases. The 
remainder is for other installment 
buying, for personal loans and loans 


for home repair and modernization, 
Not included in this category are 
mortgage debt, charge accounts and 
single payment loans. 

To meet their regular repayments 
on their installment debt, including 
interest charges, takes close to 15 
percent of the net income of Shelby 
County residents, or about $140 per 
month per family. 


As for the ability of the average 
family to meet its obligations, credit 
experts have no misgivings. They 
believe that most people have been 
careful and have not over-extended 


themselves.

“The happiest day of my life?

popular dahlias 


Dahlias, which rank high among 
the most popular flowers for Alabama 
gardens should be planted now, ‘says 
Marian Cotney, County Agent - Home 
Economics. 

Successful culture depends on 
good drainage, moderately cool 
tentperatures, and plenty of moisture. 
Your soil should be porous with a 
reasonable amount of humus or 
organic content and have good 
drainage. 

In planting dahlia roots, dig holes

with, the eye pointing upward. 

Cover the roots with 2 to 3 inches 
of soil, As growth occurs, gradually fill 
in around the plant with soil until the 
surface is level.

trate or Nitrate Soda in early June.

stated amounts going to each 
municipality, to the schools and to the 
county. 

In the letter sent to the county’s 
legislators last week, the mayors stated 
that the towns and cities have lived up 
to this agreement and have refrained 
from imposing municipal taxes on 
beer. They say they believe the 
proposed additional tax on beer is 
unwarranted and could lead to a 
chaotic tax climate in the county. 

The mayors also point out that 
the proposed legislation has no 
provision for distributing proceeds 
from the proposed beer tax to 
municipalities. The letter states, 
“Although Association members are 
opposed to the tax, it seems only fair, 
that if the tax is imposed for purposes 
of funding a personnel board for law 
enforcement personnel, a reasonable 
share of the proceeds should accrue to 
the municipalities where the majority 
of the retail stores selling beer are 
located.”

Judge enjoins

U. S. District Court Judge Frank 
M. Johnson, Jr. has signed a judgment 
permanently enjoining Cannon Oil 
Corporation of Dothan from doing 
business in Shelby, Houston, 
Tuscaloosa, Dal and Montgomery 
Counties, Alabama; Bay County 
Florida; and Early County, Georgia, 
from violating the minimum-wage, 
over-time-pay and recordkeeping 
provisions of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act (FLSA). 

Under the terms of the judgment 
which was agreed upon without 
contest, the defendant is further 
enjoined from continuing to withhold 
$18,349.53 in back wages due 230 
employees under the act. 

Costs of the action filed by the 
secretary of labor were taxed against 
the defendant. 

The FLSA provides standards for 
minimum wages, overtime pay, child 
labor and equal pay for men and 
women doing equal jobs.

The noise of near 200 mile per 
hour stockers’ deep throated roars 
consumed three hours or so of the 
lives that were partly played last 
Sunday. The event was the Winston 
500, and as anewcomer to the sport, 
I was to learn many lessons on proper 
race fan etiquette. 

Obviously, dress was not 
important. | had heard wonderful 
rumors about streaking female fans, 
but saw only those with bathing suits 
on. (My first let down.) 

Only coolers 14 inches or smaller 
were allowed inside the speedway. 
This problem was overcome in a 
variety of ways. One is carrying paper 
sacks lined with plastic and filled with 
beverages and ice. Another ingenuous 
method was to carry regulation 
military duffle bags. The latter could 
naturally carry a much larger supply of 
the bearer’s choice. 

Talladega County is a ‘Dry’ 
county. No liquor sold or served. As 
most people know, the only way to 
drink in a ‘Dry’ county is to bring the 
‘Water’ with you. 

And bring it they did! 

Parking is free at the big tri-oval. 
That’s about all that is. Hamburgers 
sell for 80-cents, and aspirin a dollar. 
Perhaps there is a bit of collusion 
working behind the scenes, because | 
frankly couldn’t get one without 
having to get the other. 

Once climbing the hill to the 
grandstands, the first-timers’ eyes are 
assaulted with a mirage of colors, 
flavors, and hawksters. 

*‘Double-dipped chocolate ice 
cream bars,” “Programs, get your 
souvenir Programs”, “Balloons, three 
for a dollar’, and of course the 
familiar **Co-Colaaaaaa.” 

Not known for deep life guard 
type tans, my first choice of seats was 
under the covered grandstands. Little 
did it matter what my ticket said - - it

Know knife needs before buying blade 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Most of us buy a knife simply 
because -- no pun intended -- it looks 
sharp! But that’s wrong. You don’t use 
a butcher knife for pruning trees. A 
2-inch penknife wouldn’t last long as a 
skinning knife. 

Seven or eight years ago a knife 
craze swept the county. Handmade 
models were highly publicized. In an 
assignment for a magazine | scoured 
libraries, sporting goods stores, 
magazines, etc. What I learned | still 
remember. 

One man who knows his blades is 
a vice-president of a manufacturing 
firm of well know cutlery. He gave me 
a wealth of information. | checked 


with other well known knife 
companies. I also wrote about three 
dozen makers of quality handmade 
knives for advice and for data on their 
knives. 

ALL knives have some hand work 
in shaping and developing. Biggest 
trouble with most of us is that we buy 
a $20 Buck or a Schrade or a Case and 
then stash it away with our duffle 
until next hunting season. 


I saw the fallacy in owning several 
top quality knives but never using 
them. In addition to several 
commercial folding knives, | own 
about six special knives (Bo Randall, 
Bone, Marble). These are fix-bladed

jobs, also called sheath knives. The 
sheath knife is usually carried in a 
leather sheath on your trouser belt. 
However, I don’t carry one this way. It 
gets in my way like carrying an 
umbrella in my pants pocket. 

I’m a frugal person and believe in 
using a gadget as often as possible - 
not just deer hunting a few weeks 
every year. Therefore my choicest 
edges are kept in a kitchen cabinet 
drawer and are used DAILY. 

Don’t put money in so-called 
“lifetime guaranteed” blades which 


_ cost five or six dollars. And I have yet 


to see the value of the oversized 
“Bowie” knives. You'll be better off 
carrying a machete or hatchet. 

If you are going to buy a knife: 

1. Buy for a particular purpose. It 
you need a top quality fisherman’s 
knife, get a Case, Queen or Kabar with 
one long blade and with a scaler and 
with a slotted hook hone imbedded in 


one of the handles. If you are a. 


trapper, get a knife with a skinning 
blade. If you are going to fillet fish, 
you want a long, thin, flexible bladed 
knife. Should you need a knife with 
seven to 17 tools-in-one, buy the 
original Swiss knife, which may cost 
now in the neighborhood of $15 to 
$25. 

2. Buy a brand name. Believe it or 
not, there are 30 manufacturers of 
commercial knives. And I’m sure there 
are twice as many makers of 
handmade sheath knives. 

A stainless steel blade won’t rust, 
but it apparently does not have the 
Rockwell hardness of non-stainless 
steel. Only trouble with the 
non-stainless blade is that when you 
cut a lemon and don’t wash the metal 
immediately and thoroughly with 
warm soap and water and dry quickly, 
the metal will stain or rust. 
Incidentally, don’t put a knife with 
wood, bone or antler handles in an 
electric dishwasher. 

3. Buy good sharpening stones, 
sharpening oil, a leather strop and 
butcher’s steel. I use big Arkansas soft 
and hard stones. There’s nothing 
wrong with carborundum oil stones. 

With plentiful oil on your stone 
the first step in sharpening is to pull 
the knife blade edge toward you 
slantwise in a smooth firm motion. 
Start the blade edge at the knife hilt 
and end the stroke at the blade tip. 
The second step is to push the blade 
away from you in the same manner. 
Don’t try to sharpen a blade with a 


workmanship.

circular motion. 

Keep the blade at a 10-degree 
angle from the face of your stone. 
About five minutes of this technique 
will give you a sharp edge. 

Now strop the edge on leather to 
sluff off the feather edge that 
developed in sharpening. After 
constant and heavy use the knife edge 
seems “dull.” In reality the edge has 
become bent or wavy. Strop the blade 
edge several times on a (butcher’s) 
steel. Later on the steel doesn’t seem 
to revive the sharpness. The reason is 
that the edge may be straight, but the 
sharp edge is now blunted or even 
nicked, Here, you simply put on a new 
edge with your stones. 

4. Keep knives in a safe place to 
protect the edges and to protect little 
children from harm. 

5. One final point: You cut 
yourself more often with a dull blade 
than with a sharp one!

Mr. and Mrs. Jack Upchurch are 

enthusiastic over their upcoming trip 


Honor your mother 


on Mother’s Day 


by Mildred White Wallace 

On the second Sunday in May, 
mothers will hold the center of 
attraction throughout the United 
States. The national observance of 
Mother’s Day has been practiced since 
1914 but contrary to what some folk 
have been led to believe, Mothers Day 
was not originated in America. Fact is 
the idea of honoring mothers goes 
back to antiquity. According to 
ancient mythology, a yearly festival 
was dedicated to Rhea mother of the 
gods Jupiter, Pluto, etc. - This 
celebration reached Rome from 
Greece. about 250 B. C. The Romans 
began her three-day festival, called the 
Hilaria, on the Ides of March. 

It is also recorded the early 
Christians set apart the fourth Sunday 
before Easter to honor Mary, the 
mother of Christ. On that day it is 
related that many visited her shrine 
und took flowers to altars of churches, 
where they had been baptized. 
Sometimes expensive gifts honoring 
the Virgin were donated., and many 
nothers were the recipients of gifts 
from their children on this occasion. 

For years a “Mothering Sunday” 
in England was observed by an 
ecclesiastical order. This fact is related 
as being very popular with servants 
und apprentices who looked forward 
to the day when they could ‘go 
a-mothering’ and visit their homes and 
mothers. It is said that many walked 
miles to be present at these family 
reunions. Children chose the 
‘primrose’ as the flower to be 
presented to their mothers. Especially 
was this true in western England. So it 
seems from these historic records that 
Englund was observing Mothers Day 
long before we were. 

Anna M. Jarvis, of Webster, West 
Virginia, is accredited with fostering 
the idea in the United States in honor 
of her mother, Anna Reese Jarvis, 
daughter of a minister in Grafton, 
West Virginia, who taught classes in 
the Andrews Methodist Church there 
imany years before her death. During 
the years she taught Miss Jarvis had 
heard her mother say that she felt 
there should be a day set aside for 
honoring mothers. 

Miss Jarvis later moved to 
Philadelphia and on a second Sunday 
in May, remembering what her mother 
had said - she invited a few friends to 
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her home and expressed to them her 
idea. All agreed it should be done and 
they began writing letters promoting 
the idea. Before the third anniversary 
of her mother’s death, Anna Jarvis had 
asked the church in Grafton, West 
Virginia, to arrange a ‘“‘Mother’s Day” 
service to honor Mrs. Jarvis. This was 
done with proper ceremonies. 


Tc make a long story short, soon 
the idea of observing ‘“Mother’s Day” 
spread throughout our country. In 
1910 the governor of West Virginia 
issued the first Mother’s Day 
Proclamation; Oklahoma followed 
suit; and in 1912 Governor Hay of 
Washington asked his people to attend 
church and to recognize their 
mothers., with some visits or other 
acts of thoughtfulness. By this time all 
our states were observing Mother's 
Day, as were several foreign countries. 

In Dec. 1912, the Mother's Day 
International Association came into 
existence; and on May 7, 1914, 
Thomas J. Heflin, of Alabama, and 
Senator Sheppard of Texas introduced 
into Congress a resolution to set aside 
the second Sunday in May as 
‘“*Mother’s Day”. Two days later, 
President Woodrow Wilson issued his 
proclamation, and urged that the 
‘Stars and Stripes’ be flown on this 
national holiday. 

May I suggest if you are numbered 
among the fortunate ones whose 
mother is still living, that you forget 
not to remember ner on this day - 
May 8! Better still, if possible, arrange 
to spend the day with the ‘Pal of Your 
Cradle Days’.

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King family history 


now compiled in book

King House, located on the 
University of Montevallo campus, is 
one of the oldest and most historic 
landmarks ithe county. 

But it’s more than that to Mrs. 
Burton Curry of Tuscaloosa. Her 
maiden name was Frank-Ragan King 
and her grandfather was the last King 
to own and live in the federalist style 
home. 

She was named for her father, 
who went down with his ship in WWII 
only a month after she was born. 

It has been several years since Mrs. 
Curry had visited the old family home, 
and she hadn't seen the restoration 
work which had been done. So last 
week, the great granddaughter of the 
man who built the home in 1823, 
visited the UM campus and saw the 
home much as it looked back then. 

While being shown through the 
building by Mrs. Kermit Johnson, who 


was instrumental in having the 
restoration done, Mrs. Curry 
remembered that the last time she had 
seen the home, white plaster had 


covered the bricks. She also recalled a 
porch on the front with gingerbread 
trim. 

Trying to duplicate the original 
architecture of the home built by 
Edmund King, architect Nicholas 
Holmes, Jr., had removed the porch, 
which was a later addition, and 
covered the plaster with bricks 
simulating the originals. 

As they compared notes on the 
family history, Mrs. Curry told the UM 
president’s wife that she was pleased 
with the result. With a smile, she also 
told Mrs. Johnson that she probably 
knew more about the family 
background than she herself did. 

Over a 3-year period, Mrs. 
Johnson has been working on a history 
of the family who were among the 
earliest settlers ithe area. She has 
recently published the work which 
also includes historical events which 
happened in the area. 

The book is entitled, “The Lives 
and Times of Kingswood in Alabama,” 
and can be purchased at the UM 
bookstore as well as several others.

proposed base was suitable for road 
construction. 


In 1952, the road builder was 
made Construction Superintendent. 
One of the toughest jobs he 


remembers was in the Pelham area. 
Faced with a 100 foot cut, the area 
was hemmed in on one side by the 
railroad, on another side by Hwy. 31, 
and on the third side by a creek. 

Lyon recounted that 2 
bulldozers were on the hill 2 weeks 
before they managed to work their 
way to the bottom. “We even had to 
carry the gasoline up to them on 
foot,” he noted. 

Back when the Cahaba Valley 
Road was being paved, Lyon reported 
there were only 8 or 10 houses in the 
area, And the same was true of 
Valleydale Road, he added.

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sanitary landfills in the early 1970s. 
One opened at Calera in 1971, and 2 
others, at Helena and Westover, were 
created in 1974. 

During the years he served as 
superintendent of the 3 landfills, Lyon 
said that his most interesting 
experience happened last fall. A 
freightcar load of ruined beer was 
hauled to the Westover landfill, the 
bottles crushed, and the whole load 
completely buried. 

**Shelby County has been 
fortunate in always having a real good 
board,” he declared, “as well as the 
best county engineer in the whole 
country. If I had it all to do over, I'd 
want to do it again with Jimmy Ray,” 
Lyon added with pride. 

Now that he’s retired, Lyon plans 
to spend a lot more time fishing.

Deputies get raise 


of $3,000 a year 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Every Shelby County deputy will 
get a raise of $57.50 per week 
beginning October 1, 1977. This comes 
to almost $3,000 per year. 

The raise came through a 
state-wide bill applying to Alabama 
State Troopers which passed the 
legislature last week. 

Shelby County deputies are on 
the trooper pay scale and the 23 
deputies and three jailers are expected 
to get the raise. It is not clear whether 
the four matrons will also be eligible 
for the raise. 

A spokeswoman in the office of 
4: John Hall, in the state Department 
of Public Safety, told the Shelby 
County Reporter that the same raise 
applied to all ranks. A beginning 
trooper getting $356.50 will, after 
Oct. 1, get $471.50 every two weeks. 
Majors in the troopers will go from 
$599 bi-weekly to $714 and the top 
pay will go from $764.50 to $879.15 
bi-weekly. 


Shelby County deputies 
ranked on scales similar to troopers. 


The total additional cost to 
Shelby County will be $78,000 per 
year if the matrons are not included. 

State Senator Obie Littleton told 
the Reporter when the bill came 
through the Senate he excluded Coosa 
County from the provisions of the pay 
raise, because “Coosa County couldn’t 
afford it.’’ Tuscaloosa County was also 
removed, but Shelby and four other 
counties that pay deputies on the 
trooper pay scale were not removed.

Littleton said he had mentioned it 
to Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
and he had commented, “‘It will. cost 
us a lot of money,” but Littleton said 
no one from here had seriously 
objected. 

The Reporter learned however, 
that most members of the County 
Commission thought the bill had been 
re-written excluding Shelby County 
early in the session. 


Obstetrics come first 


in new remodeling 


The obstetrical department at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital is scheduled 
for extensive remodeling and updating. 

Hospital Administrator Richard 
Lind is in discussions this week with 
attorneys and architects to work out 
the plans. 

It will be the first work done in 
the new proposed expansion at the 
hospital. 

But in order to bring the 
gobstetrical department up to the level 
of modernization that the hospital 
board wants, it will be necessary to 
close the department around the first 
of July, and it may remain closed for 
eight months or even a year, Lind said. 
Equipment for fetal heart monitoring 
and ultra sound equipment will be part 
of the modernization. The hospital is 
even considering facilities for natural 
childbirth or the La Maas method. 

About 400 babies a year have 
been delivered by general practitioners 
at Shelby Memorial, according to 
Lind, and those doctors are now 
reaching the point where they would 
prefer obstetricians to come in to the 
county and handle the caseload. The 
hospital is committed to continuing 
the obstetrical department and Lind 
feels that with the population growth 
in Shelby County an_ increasing 
number of babies will be born here in 
the future. 


He said the medical staff is united 
in their support of modernizing the 
OB department and encouraging 
obstetricians to practice here. 

But in the meantime, expectant 
mothers are being referred to 
physicians in Birmingham, and will 
have to use Birmingham hospitals 
while the OB department at Shelby is 
closed.

Mobile homes cause trouble 
for Columbiana city council

Mobile homes are once again 
causing trouble in Columbiana. One 
resident who forfeited $300 by 
obeying the trailer ordinance told the 
council of three mobile homes illegally 
moved into town. 

Cecil Carter appeared before the 
council Thursday night seeking equal 
justice. Mayor Dick Ozley briefly 
described the man’s predicament. 

Carter had bought his mobile 
home, and before having it moved into 
Columbiana, he had gone to Ozley for 
permission. The mayor told him that 
the trailer ordinance forbids more 
mobile homes in town. Carter then 


asked a refund from the dealer, who 
withheld $300 of the down payment. 

Ozley said that since that time, at 
least three trailers have been moved 
into town. He indicated that he and 
other city officials have confirmed 


that the trailers are there, but are not 
visibly connected with utilities. 

The mayor stated that county 
sanitarian Frank Sloan told him that 
he would not approve septic tanks for

The emission point permitted at 
the facility is a 16 million BTU per 
hour wood waste boiler. The boiler has 
been equipped with a multicyclone 
control system which removes 
particulates at an 88 percent rate of 
efficiency. 


Testing of the boiler indicates that 
existing emissions average 4.86 pounds 
per hour, which is less than the rate 
allowed under applicable AAPCC 
regulations. 


According to Jim Seaman, 
president of the company, this new 
permit is for a new process the 
company is using. 

Under the new process, sawdust 
and bark, which formerly were burned 
as waste materials, are now being 
converted to fuel. The resulting fuel is 
being used at Seaman Timber 
Company instead of natural gas. 

Seaman said, “We're now using 
the whole tree.” Pine bark is being 
sold to nurserymen and individuals for 
landscaping work. Some sawdust is 
being reserved for particle board, but 
the remaining sawdust and the bark 
from hardwoods is being converted to 
fuel for the company’s other 
operations. 

“We haven't had to use natural gas 
since the first of January,” Seaman 
said. 

Seaman Timber Company 
manufactures pressure treated 
materials using creosote and Osmose 
K-33 and manufactures pallets for the 
cement industry. 

It also produces wood materials 
used in the mining industry and in 
bridge construction, as well as 
products for decks, porches, piers and 
docks.

Monday is the last chance for new 
laws to pass the legislature this session 
and three bills of interest to Shelby 
County are hanging in the balance on 
that day. 

A bill that would allow any bank 
in Shelby County to build a branch 
wherever it pleased, is up for 
consideration. Two banks are said to 
oppose it, and one is strongly in favor 
of it. The other banks in the county 
are apparently not taking an active 
lobbying role on the issue. 

In a telephone interview with 
Senator Obie Littleton Tuesday, the 
Reporter learned that Littleton is 
going to go back to the bankers this 
week to see what they think about it 
before he takes any action next 
Monday. 

At present, banks and branches 
are generally restricted to certain 
areas, set off by legally established 
boundaries. This bill would allow open 
branch banking throughout the 
county. 

Littleton said that Representative 
Sonny Moore told’ him _ the 
controversial bill to establish a 
personnel board for employees of the 
sheriff's department has been 


re-written to remove the objections 
the mayors had to the bill. But 
Littleton said he had not had a chance 
to talk with the mayors about it and 
would consult some of them this 
week. He seems to favor the bill. 

The accompanying bill, which 
would levy a one-cent beer tax to 
finance the personnel board, has not 
been re-written and Littleton feels that 
if the board is established, there 
should also be a method set for 
financing it. 

“They go hand in hand,” he said. 

Littleton said the bills were all in 
position to be passed Monday, but 
since it is the last day of the session, 
Other state legislation could block 
passage. 

What about the possibilities for a 
special session? The senator said he 
thinks the state education budget bill 
will pass on Monday - ““The House and 
Senate are not too far apart on it” and 
that if it passes, there will be no need 
for a special session. 

*“A special session for anything 
else would be a waste of money.” he 
said. Without a special session any 
other Shelby County legislation that 
has been advertised, would be dead 
until next year.

lead Lifepak drive

A drive to raise funds for a rescue 
device known as a heart monitor - 
defibrillator has been kicked off in 
Pelham. 

Responding to a plea-by the 
Pelham Fire Department, members of 
the North Shelby Junior Woman’s 
Club plan to stimulate community 
interest and raise $4,500 for the 
Lifepak unit. 

Two of the fire department’s 
paramedics demonstrated a borrowed 
one at a recent club meeting. The 
device would be used in cases where a 
heart attack or wreck victim is found 
not breathing. 

Paramedic Greg Barnett explained 
that the Lifepak shows, after a quick 
look, whether or not anything is 
wrong with the victim’s heart. Then, if 
there is a problem, he said, an 
electrocardiogram is run and 
information on the strip is relayed to a 
physician by way of a special 
telephone hookup. A doctor receiving 
the strip then advises rescue personnel 
what to do. 

Lifepak 4, the type wanted by the 
Pelham fire medics, would be adequate 
for the community’s needs, 
commented Joey Lovelady. “It is a 
much needed thing because it is 
getting to be the time of year when 
people who don’t do much during the 
week get out and cut the grass. 

“Then, they go in and flop on the 
sofa and about 7 o'clock something 
might hit them.” 

Alabaster is presently the only 
Shelby County community to have a 
lifepak. Since it was put to use several 
months ago, two persons who would 
not have been saved without its use, 
have been saved, Barnett noted, saying 
this fact has been confirmed by 
doctors. 


“Even if it saves one person's life, 
it has paid for itself,’ declared project 
co-chairman Marlene Jennings, “‘so we 
are hoping the public will respond.” 

Her fellow chairman, Edna 
Thompson, reported that the North 
Shelby Kiawanis Club and a few 
individuals have already made 
donations. 

Adopting a plan used successfully 
by another Junior Woman's Club, local 
members plan to blanket the area with 
letters, pointing out the need for the 
Lifepak and requesting donations. 

A special account is being 
established by Shelby State Bank and

the trailers. A local Alabama Power 
representative denied that any of the 
homes have been hooked up for 
electricity.

the Central Civitan Club last Thursday 
evening. 

Relating that the unit had 
recently been responsible for saving a 
woman's life, Cochran described it as 
“the greatest feeling’ when someone 
in cardiac arrest takes the first breath. 

One of those devices “brought me 
back,’ declared Civitan Beresford 
Brown, who once suffered a heart 
attack. 

Alabaster Jaycees, who 
underwrote the note for the Lifepak, 
recently received a donation for the 
final amount needed from local car 
dealer, Sherman Holland. 

During the meeting Thursday, a 
number of the Civitans commended 
Chief Cochran and Jim Daniel, a 
member of the city’s rescue unit, for 
their prompt response to calls and the 
efficient service which they rendered. 

During his talk to the Civitans, 
Daniel appealed to them for help in 
acquiring another life saving device for 
the unit. He related that a Hurst Power 
Tool, sometimes called, ‘The Jaws of 
Life,” would cost $4,945. 

Shelco, the only rescue unit in the 
county to have such a tool, terms it 
their most valuable piece of 
equipment. Informing the group that 
members of Rescue 80 were trained in 
the use of this tool, Daniel said it 
could save the lives of those trapped in 
a wrecked vehicle or under a piece of 
equipment in an industrial accident. 

Every second counts in saving a 
persons life, Daniel told the Civitans. 
In a matter of 40 seconds, he said, the 
jaws of the tool could open 32” and 
the arms could pull or lift as much as 6 
tons to free a trapped victim. 

Driving his point home, Daniel 
told the Civitans that if the tool was 
acquired, it might even be responsible 
for saving one of their lives. 

As he demonstrated the Lifepak, 
Cochran also stressed the time element 
in saving a life. He urged Civitans to 
call immediately if they or anyone else 
was stricken with a chest pain. “A 
second’s hesitation,” he said, “could 
cost a life.” 

Cochran, who is one of the unit’s 
2 paramedics, also informed club 
members that Rescue 80 does go 
outside the city limits of Alabaster. 

When the 2 men finished their 
talk, Civitan president Walt Davis 
appointed a committee to meet with 
them to investigate ways the club 
could help the unit.

Murphy, chairman; Bobby Hosea, and 
Charles Oden.

How to solve traffic flow 
problems and parking problems on 
city streets was one of the principal 
concerns of Montevallo’s city council 
during its regularly scheduled meeting 
Monday night.

Excerpts from speech by Alabama 
Community Shelter Planning Officer, 
A. N. McKinney, in Columbiana, May 
10, to a Civil Defense Symposium of 
Shelby County officials. 

The eastern half of Shelby County 
has been declared a high risk area by 
the Defense Department. Military 
experts have located and identified 
400 high risk areas in the United 
States und eleven of these are located 
in Alabama. 


They are as follows: Shelby / 
Talladega, Huntsville. | Anniston, 
Selma, Montgomery, Gadsden, 
Birmingham, Mobile, Tuscaloosa, 


Muscle Shoals and Phenix City. 
Almost one-half of = Alabama’s 
population resides in these high risk 
areas. 

Governor George Wallace has 
ordered the Alabama Civil Defense 
Department to prepare plans to 
relocate this high risk population to 
about 55 low risk counties in 
Alabama, should there develop an 
international tension build-up. Russia 
and China have workable plans to 
relocate their populations, 

Shelby County has a population of 
approximately 48,600 and 14,800 of

There's more to the story of 
telephone numbers to call in case of an 
emergency in East Shelby County. 


Last week the Reporter listed 
emergency numbers for rescue squads 
and ambulance services. 

Arleta Eastis, who taught the CPR 
course sponsored last week by the 
North Shelby Junior Women’s Club, 
told the Reporter the situation with 
the Harpersville Ambulance Service ts 
a little different from the others. 


Because the entire eastern 
section of the county, from Shelby to 
Dunnavant, depends on the 
Harpersville Service, the number of 
calls is sometimes almost too much to 
cope with. 

The Harpersville Service is on the 
road a great deal of the time, and not 


always available at the telephone. 

For that reason, people who need 
the Harpersville ambulance, and 
cannot get an answer, should 
immediately call the sheriffs office. 
The operator can get in touch with the 
ambulance driver immediately on the 
county radio. 

By the same token, the Rockco 
Ambulance Service is backed up by 
the Montevallo City Hall, and the 
Central Shelby Ambulance Service can 
be contacted through Alabaster and 
Pelham city halls. 

Mrs. Eastis says the first number 
to call for the Harpersville Ambulance 
Service is 672-2264. This is the first 
number printed in last week’s listings 
of numbers in the Reporter. If no one 
answers, call the sheriffs number, 
which is 669-2151. 


Guidance counselor seeks 


contacts with local businesses

“Many students are not prepared 
for jobs when they graduate from high 
school, unless they have gone to the 
area vocational center.” Harriett 
Garrett. guidance counselor at 
Thompson High school commented to 
the Reporter recently. 

But she and other counselors 
would welcome more contacts with 
the business community which would 
in turn, help students know what job 
opportunities are available to them. 

Mrs. Garrett said. “If they 
(business and industry people) would 
work with us, I’m sure we could help 
them.” She is very interested in 
helping high school students become 
more realistic in their career goals. 

“It would really help if we could 
say to a student, “You can start at 
Company X at a wage of $2.30 an 
hour and in sO many years, you can 
expect to make $5 an hour.” ” 

Mrs, Garrett said the schools 
could help employers assess an 
applicant by giving the employer the 
school attendance record on the 
applicant. Attendance at school is 


related to absenteeism on the job, Mrs. 
Garrett thinks, and she wishes 
prospective employers would contact 
the schools for information like that. 
The schools also release grades with 
the students’ permission, she said. 

“We want to help our students 
line their pockets with green,” she 
said. “‘We, in guidance, would like to 
be made use of by people in business.” 

She said that efforts are 
frequently made by both the schools 
and industries to help coordinate these 
matters. A department store in 
Vestavia recently showed counselors 
how various types of workers would 
fit into the varied jobs available at the 
store. 

Local Shelby County industries 
occasionally contact counselors, but 
Mrs. Garrett would like to see more of 
it. 

Most students who graduate from 
high school expect to go on for further 
educational training, she said, and 
except those who attend the area 
vocational school, few of them are 
entering the job market directly from 
high school. 


relocated to the western part of the 
county. It is urgent that these 14,800 
people in the high risk area know 
where they are to relocate under this 
crisis relocation plan. 

Propose to move all of them to the 
low risk on the west side of the 
county. 

The Corps of Engineers will come 
to Shelby County next year and 
survey all the buildings to determine 
where these people may be relocated. 
The requirements are 40 square feet 
per person. 

First, they will be looking for 
Receiving Stations that will get them 
in out of the rain where they can be 
fed and routed to adequate shelter. 

After the Corps of Engineers makes 
their surveys, the number of people 
going to any location might be 
changed, depending on their findings. 

Remember, it is a tremendous job 
to relocate almost 15,000 but it is not 
impossible, since we have from 70 to 
80 thousand people from all over 
Alabama gathering in Birmingham, 
Auburn and Tuscaloosa to watch the 
ball games and, as you know, they not 
only know that they are going to 
Birmingham (or wherever) but they 
know the exact location in the city; 
they know what gate will be receiving 
them; they even know the number and 
location of the seat they will occupy 
and just as soon as they are situated, 
someone will be by trying to sell them 
something to eat or drink. Therefore, 
it is not impossible for these people to 
be relocated in an orderly manner. 

Did you know that Alabama has 
the best Civil Defense program in the 
nation? It is the only state that has an 
active civil defense program in every 
county. It is the only state that has a 
civil defens course in all the schools; 
therefore, every student that finishes 
high school in Alabama understands 
something about civil defense. 

Alabama also has the best shelter 
program in the nation: 

The largest shelter program in the 
history of the world was started about 
10 years ago. Since that time, the 
Corps of Engineers has located and 
identified 196,842 shelter facilites in 
the United States that furnishes fallout 
shelter for 188 million plus people. 

The Corps has located 4,137 shelter 
facilities in the state of Alabama which 
furnishes fall out shelter protection for 
3,974,768 people. Alabama’s 
population is 3,444,000 plus so we 
have a surplus of approximately 
one-half million in Alabama. 

The Corps of Engineers has located 
and identified 23 shelter facilities in 
Shelby County that will furnish shelter 
protection for 25,891 people. Shelby 
County was the first county in 
Alabama to print their community 
shelter map. 

Shelby County’s population is 
probably over 48,600 so you are short 
about 22,000 shelter spaces in your 
community shelter plan. 

You have public shelter for about 
53% of your population, which is not 
good.

Lay Lake lowered 


The reservoir level of Lay Lake 
was lowered beginning Monday and 
should be approximately two feet 
below its normal operating level by 
Saturday of this week, a spokesman 
for Alabama Power Company 
announced. 

The lake level of Lay is being 
lowered to enable the company to 
measure the rate of flow downstream 
of Logan Martin Dam in compliance 
with instructions received from the 
Federal Power Commission. 

During this period the reservoir 
level of Lay Lake, resulting from 
meeting variable power demands and 
irregular flows, will fluctuate between 
elevations of approximately 393 and 
394 feet above mean sea level as 
measured at the dam. 

Lay Lake will be returned to its 
normal operating level as soon as 
practical after completion of the flow 
measurements on Sunday, May 15. 

Owners of boats and other 
floating equipment and facilities, as 
well as marina operators with property 
on Lay reservoir, should be alert to the 
conditions and, where necessary, 
should take appropriate steps.

ix. , God’s 
ar a Word 


In rightly dividing the truth of God (II 
Tim. 2:15), one must ask who was 
speaking, to whom was it spoken, and 
during what time and under what 
circumstances was it spoken. 

First, who was speaking? In Genesis 
3:4, Eve was told that if she would eat of 
the tree of knowledge of good and evil 
she ‘‘shalt not surely die’’. Satan is here 
recorded by Moses as having lied to 
Eve. Her having fallen for this 
deception brought sin into the world. In 
the book of Job, Job’s friends ‘‘spoke 
without knowledge,’’ God stated. One 
must be careful in quoting Job’s 
friends. 

Second, to whom was it spoken? The 
command to offer his son upon the altar 
was spoken only to Abraham, and only 
Noah was told to build an ark. The 
command to dip seven times in the 
River Jordan was spoken to Naaman, 
and only the blind man was commanded 
to wash in the pool of Siloam. People 
today cannot be blessed of God by 
offering children upon altars or by 
building an ark. In fact, offering 
children as sacrifices without God’s 
command, as Abraham had, is murder. 
Neither can we be blessed by dipping 
seven times in the Jordan or by washing 
in the pool of Siloam. We must 
determine what commands are 
addressed to us, to the church. 

Third, during what time was } 
spoken? During the Patriarchal Age, 
the heads of families were to offer 
sacrifices for their children. During the 
Mosaic Age, the Levitical priesthood 
was to offer sacrifices for the Jews. 
There has now been a change in the 
priesthood, Paul stated, ‘*‘For the 
priesthood being changed, there is 
made of necessity a change also of the 
law’’ (Heb. 7:12). The Law of Moses 
was ‘‘nailed to the cross’’ of Christ (Col. 
2:14). Thus, as Christ is now our high 
priest (Heb. 4:14-16), we are also under 
His law, the New Testament (Rom. 7:4). 
Christ's kingdom is a spiritual kingdom. 
We are not born physically into the 
physical kingdom of God, as were the 
Jews; we are born into God’s spiritual 
kingdom, the church, by ‘‘being born of 
water and by thy Spirit’’ (John 3:3-5). 
“For by one Spirit are ye all baptized 
into one body”’ (I Cor. 12:13). Peter 
commanded water that Cornelius and 
his household could be baptized into 
Christ (Acts 10:48). 

Thus, we must ask these three 
questions in order to understand God's 
will toward us. We cannot be justified 
by obeying God’s commands to Noah, 
or to Abraham, or to the Jews any more 
than we Americans can be loyal to this 
country and to the constitution by 
obeying the British common law.

Columbiana adds lawyer’s land

Annexation is again in the works 
for Columbiana. The city, having just 
added land near Kingdom Community, 
is adding about 25 acres accidentally 
left out when the boundaries were 
extended last month. 

Attorney Frank Ellis, Jr. 
requested Thursday night that the city 
council annex his property in the east 
part of town. He indicated that he and 
his wife had been among the 
petitioners who asked to join the city 
when postmaster Elbert Gibson’s land 
was annexed. 

Mayor Ozley stated that the Ellis 
land was left out when Ordinance 278 
took in land owned by Elbert Gibson, 
J. M. Gibson, Oliver Head, and Gulf 
States Paper Company. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ellis’ names and 
property description mysteriously 
disappeared between the time they 
signed the petition this winter and 
when the ordinance was passed in 
April. 

The annexation ordinance was 
Selayed for over a month after it was 
expected to be drawn up by city 
attorney Karl Harrison. At the time, 
reports were that the delay was due to 
alleged misinformation about the 
petition printed in newspaper 
accounts.

Mayor Ozley reported that about 
25 acres of Ellis’ property is not in the 
city limits. City Clerk Mary Largin 
added that the land not taken in is not 
necessary to make the April addition 
legal. 

Councilman Frank Owen, who 
voted against that extension of city 
limits, asked how much it would cost 
to take in the Ellis land. Ozley stated 
that it will cost about $96 to publish 
the legal notice, plus additional 
attorney fees. 

Owen opposed the second 
annexation proposal on_ several 
grounds. “How often will we have 
people wanted to be taken in to the 
city limits?” he asked. He pointed out 
that it would be a nuisance to 
frequently go to the expense of adding 
small areas of land. 

In addition, he had opposed the 
first annexation because of the extra 
drain on the city in supplying services 
without a corresponding increase in 
revenues. 

When councilman W. R. Glenn 
and Harold McCord made and 
seconded a motion to annex the 
lawyer’s land, Owen disagreed. “I 
voted no on the other, so I vote no on 
this.” Seconds later he changed his 
vote to a yes, enabling the threeman 
quorum to correct the oversight. 

Owen said that he has mixed 
emotions about the issue. Glenn 
concurred, saying that while he did 
not favor expansion, “the way it was 
left out, I felt I had to vote yes.” 

In other city business, Mayor 
Ozley informed the council that a 
second hand truck had been bought 
for the city streets crew. He said that a 
dump truck bed is being installed by 
the dealer.

The 
location for the still uncompleted 
establishment is on Ashville Road, 
across State Highway 119 from the 
Montevallo Fire Department. A 
representative of the firm told council 
members he expects the convenience 
store - gasoline service station to be in 
operation by June 15. 

Action on another application for 
an off-premises beer license was 
postponed. This application was from 
a Junior Food Store, to be located on 
State Highway 119 near the bridge 
across Shoal Creek. 

During a discussion of the city’s 
finances it was noted that revenues

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Major oil firm seeking 


oil, gas near Aldrich

Are there deposits of oil or gas 
beneath the surface of Shelby 
County’s woodlands? 

One of the nation’s major oil 
companies has reason to believe there 
might be. The firm has engaged a 
company that specializes in 
exploration for gas and oil to give 
parts of western Shelby County and 
eastern Bibb County a thorough 
examination. 

The oil company, preferring to 
remain anonymous at this time, has 
given the job of examining the area to 
the Seismograph Service Company of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

The Tulsa company has had a 
twenty man crew in western Shelby 
County for approximately two weeks, 
now, mapping the area’s subsurface

formations. The job is expected to 
take another four to six weeks. 

Modern methods of exploring for 
oil and natural gas no longer use 
dynamite for the initial survey, 
according to Jim Shemwell, permit 
agent for Seismographic Service 
Company. Instead, a highly 
sophisticated technique employing 
vibrators and geophones coupled with 
digital field recorders and a mobile 
data processing center is used. It is 
known as the ‘Vibroseis method.’ 

All of this equipment is in daily 
use in an area extending westerly from 
Aldrich and Pea Ridge into Bibb 
County. 

The system now in use in the 
Aldrich - Pea Ridge area employs four 
vehicles resembling oversize front-end 
loaders. A close look at the big, yellow 
machines reveals that there is no 
front-end loader equipment. Instead of 
the bucket-shovel device, the four 
wheeled tractors have a flat platform 
that can be lowered to the ground. 
The platform is located between the 
front and rear sets of wheels and when 
lowered into position the entire weight 
of the vehicle is resting on the 
extended platform. 

A vibrating mechanism is coupled 
to the platform and at a series of 
predetermined intervals all four 
machines, all resting on the lowered 
platforms literally jump up and down 
at a high rate of speed. This ‘jumping 
up and down’ or vibrating sends a 
series of high frequency vibrations into 
the earth. 

This writer, standing some two 
hundred feet from the tractors could 
feel a tingling of tickling sensation in 
the soles of his feet each time the 
tractors went into action. 

The tractor-like machines were 
developed by the Continental Oil 
Company and are manufactured in 
England. 

A series of geophones, which are 
metal stakes with sensing devices 
attached are driven into the ground 
throughout a several hundred square 
yard area. ‘The geophones pick up the 
vibrations after the vibrations have 
traveled through sub surface 


formations. The geophones convert 
vibrations into micro electronic 
impules. The weak electric impulses 
are then transmitted by cables, lying 
on the surface of the ground to a 
digital field system recorder mounted 
in the back of a van-like truck. 

The digital recorder transfers the 
electrical impules to magnetic tapes 
The tape recordings are then taken by 
car to the company’s mobile data 
processing center where technicians 
analyze the data and determine the 
probability of whether or not there am 
deposits of oil, natural gas or simply 
water in the formations beneath the 
surface of the earth. 

The men from Seismograph 
Services are temporarily headquartered 
in a rented building in the Calera area. 
Trucks, tractors, vans and other 
equipment are maintained and serviced 
from the field headquarters in Calera 
The mobile data processing center is 
parked in a mobile home center 
between Calera and Montevallo. 

A six man survey team, working 
with information supplied by the oil 
company, determines where the 
Seismograph Service Corporation team 
will operate. The company’s permit 
agent obtains permission from local 
property owners to have the land 
surveyed and explored. 

Four men drive and operate the 
tractor-vibrators. Seven men place the 
geophones in the ground at strategic 
locations and connect the geophones 
to cables leading to the van housing 
the digital field system recorder. 

The team also includes clerical 
workers, a bookkeeper, and 
recording crew. 

All of the data obtained by the 
team from Tulsa will be turned over to 
the oil company. The oil company will 
than decide whether there is sufficient 
favorable probability to warrant actual 
exploratory drilling. 

The question, “‘Are there deposits 
of oil or gas beneath the surface of 
Shelby County?” remains unanswered 
at this point. 

Information, however, 
gathered hourly.

UM budget increases 


The state legislature appropriated 
$4,709,276 to the University of 
Montevallo for the 1977-78 academic 
year. The sum was passed as part of 
the general education budget, which 
cleared the legislature late Monday 
night. 

This appropriation is a 9.2% 
increase over last year’s appropriation 
from the state, which was in the 
amount of $4,309,280. 

UM President Kermit Johnson 
noted that the total budget for the 
university is well over $8% million, 
including tuition and other income. 


The new state appropriation will 
increase the total budget by 5.3%.

possibly have another siieriff’s office 
there. 

Snowden said he had no plans for 
the tax assessors or collector to have 
an office there, because he had not 
spoken to either of them about it.

A group of 19 persons had 
obtained a court order last week 
ordering Dan Sexton, chairman of the 


Authority, to open the books of the 
system to them. 

Sexton has been chairman for 
only a few weeks. The books that the 
dissident group is interested in go back 
to the previous authority board.

Traywick said. 

Following on the heels of the 
resignations, a 42 foot section of water 
pipe burst and put the system out of 
operation for several hours. 

County Commissioner J. Alpha 
Lowe personally worked from 8 a. m. 
to 4 p.m. to repair the line. He was 
assisted by Rex Smiley and his three 
sons, Michael, Joel and David Smiley. 

The persons who have normally 
worked for the Westover Water 
Authority cannot be paid unless there 
is a legally constituted board to pay 
them, according to reports. So Lowe, 
who is responsible for nominations to 
the Water Authority Board, personally 
handled the repair work. Lowe 
said the break was caused by natural 
wear on the pipe. The pipe was 
originally laid on two large rocks, he 
said, and this probably caused the 
plastic pipe to weaken. Lowe said the 
pipe is tested to withstand 160 pounds 
of pressure, and the water pressure 
never exceeds 125 pounds in that area. 

Lowe is angry that persons in the 
community charge that the break was 
caused deliberately by the outgoing 
board.

Wails will start tumbling down on 
June 6 at Calera High School, if all 
goes well. 

That is the date school officials 
have given to the Hugh Moates 
Construction Company to begin the 
re-construction of the old sections of 
the school building.

Helena’s subdivision skirmish may 
not be over. Town councilman C. W. 
Fulgham informed the council 
Monday that a developer may fight a 
recent ruling requiring him to link 
roads with another builder. 

Fulgham indicated that Jimmy 
King, developer of Kingridge, might 
fight the decision if it causes him to 
lose money by joining roads with 
Foxhaven. The two new subdivisions 
are located on county roads 17 and 85 
in the south part of town. 

Fulgham said that King feels that 
changing a dead end lot into a through 
street could lower the property value. 
He also told the councilman that he 
has filled in dirt for his planned 
cul-de-sac. 

Mayor Charles Penhale said that, 
while the council is sympathetic to his 
dilemma, it is in the town’s interests to 
improve police and fire protection by 
having a through street. He added that 
these benefits might improve King’s 
property values. 

Several councilmen mentioned 
that if the two adjacent roads are not 
connected now, they will undoubtedly 
be joined some time in the future. 
They still feel that is should be done 
now rather than after the two 
cul-de-sacs are finished. 

Fulgham explained that King feels 
that he is being penalized by having to 
join his development with 


Scott-Long’s Foxhaven, which was 
begun later. “He feels that it has cost 
him X number of dollars, and now 
someone else is reaping the benefits.”

Mental Health Center 
responds to emergencies

Mental Health Center 

Since the beginning of the Mental 
Health Center, a seven day per week, 
24 hour per day, emergency service 
has been provided to the residents of 
Chilton and Shelby Counties. Our 
Board of Directors and Center staff 
feel that this program is one of the 
most important functions of the 
Center. It is used by law-enforcement 
personnel, community service 
agencies, probate, civil and other court 
judges, probation officers, physicians, 
hospital staff, and the general public. 
The Emergency Service is designed to 
offer assistance to an individual, 
family or others in critical situations 
where immediate intervention is 
needed. In many cases this involves 
face to face contact. 

Almost everyday an emergency 
Z vs unto the ... cr and is 
directed to a mental health 
professional who renders whatever 
treatment is indicated for that 
particular case. Examples of the types 
of cases with which we are involved 
might include any of the following: 


1. A police official telephones the 
Mental Health Center during the 
middle of the night and requests a

Many other types of emergencies 
are dealt with on a day-to-day basis by 
the Center all of which could not be 
listed in this article. Hopefully these 
examples will give our readers a better 
understanding of the types of 
emergencies which our Center can be 
helpful with. Charges for emergency 
services are based upon family income. 
As with all of our services, a fee is 
charged but a discount is given in 
accordance with the amount of 
income that an individual family earns. 

During normal working hours, 
that is Monday through Friday, 8:00 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., emergency 
assistance can be obtained either in 
Calera, Columbiana, or Clanton. For 
assistance with an after hours 
emergency, a call should be made to 
our emergency assistance number 
which is 668-1313. By calling this 
number you will hear a tape recording 
which will give you the telephone 
number of the Mental Health Center 
staff member on call for that 
particular time. If you, a friend, or a 
family member need assistance, please 
don’t hesitate to call. Many of our 
residents in Chilton and Shelby 
counties have been helped in a crisis 
situation because they were willing to 
call and ask for help.

used-up farmland 


by Alabama Forestry Association 

Thanks to southern pines, the 
people of Alabama and the South are 
experiencing one of the greatest 
conservation stories of all time, 
according to a botanist and a soils 
specialist who are familiar with the 
lands of the South. 

Dr. Bruce Zobel and Dr. C. B. 
Davey of North Carolina State 
University credit southern pine trees 
with restoring the productivity of 
millions of acres which had lost much 
of its topsoil to erosion because of 
poor farming practices. 

In a paper entitled, “A 
Conservation Miracle,”’ Drs. Zobel and 
Davey “find it almost unbelievable 
how the sites have been built up” 
following colonization by pines after 
their abandonment as row crip sites. 

After pine forests occupied the 
land. “many acres have had the pine 
timber removed and successful farming 
resumed, using modern methods and 
fertilizer,’ the scientists state in their 
paper. 

Answering critics who asserl pines 


seriously harm the nutrient value of 
lands, the authors state that, “pines 
remove only a fraction of the nutrients 
from the soil that agricultural crops 
do. 


“Furthermore, pines recycle most 
of the nutrients taken up,” they 
continue. “A well-managed pine forest 
does not leave a net loss of nutrients 
over a rotation if harvested 
correctly .” 


Noting that pines are uniquely 
adapted to grow on poor soils, Drs. 
Zobel! and Davey state that, 
‘colonization of much of the 
abandoned farmland ...in_ the 
Southeast by pines has reversed the 
devastation caused by careless farming 
and is building the land back into a 
productive condition.” 


Dr. Zobel is a professor of forest 
genetics with a doctorate from the 
University of California in botany and 
forest genetrics. Dr. Davey is a 
professor of forestry and soils with a 
doctorate from the University of 
Wisconsin in soils and soil nutrition.

No 
one has been truly converted without 
real conviction concerning the truth and 
his obedience to Christ. 

It is sad that many who profess belief 
simply follow Jesus according to 
convenience. However, these people 
are not really converted as a result of 
conviction and, consequently, do not 
‘faithfully obey Christ. They think that 
the way to heaven is casual, 
comfortable, and easy. 

Conviction involves self-denial. 
Christ said, ‘*If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself, take up his 
cross, and follow me”’ (Mt. 16:24). Such 
submission places God's will above the 
will of father, mother, brother, sister, 
husband, wife, and even self. (Lk. 14: 
26-33). 

Many are unwilling to pay the price to 
be a Christian. They never study God’s 
word, they assemble with the saints 
only when it is convenient, and even the 
worship service is a burden. 

Jesus, who found it very inconvenient 
to die for mankind and ‘‘endured the 
cross, despising the shame’’ (Heb. 
12:2), never promised that anyone could 
be saved through convenience. In fact, 
Jesus spoke of those who would be 
persecuted for righteousness sake, and 
He spoke of those whose families would 
turn against them. Thus, He gives 
salvation ‘‘to all who obey Him’’. (Heb. 
5:8-9) and to those who are ‘‘faithful 
even unto death’’ (Rev. 2:10). The Bible 
never speaks of salvation coming from a 
half-hearted, watered-down religion. 


James states, “‘Ye see how that bq 


works a man is justified, and not by 
faith only’’ (James 2:24). When true 
faith motivates one to obey the truth out 
of conviction, it is neither burdensome 
nor inconvenient.

Old eyeglasses 
can give sight 
to impoverished 


There may be a pair of dusty, 
unused eyeglasses in your home that 
can mean the difference between sight 
or impaired vision for millions of 
poverty - stricken people in this 
country or Overseas. 

New Eyes for the Needy, a 
non-profit, non-sectarian agency based 
in Short Hills, N. J., converts used 
eyeglasses into thousands of dollars for 
new prescription glasses - even 
artificial eyes, if necessary -- for 
impoverished, poor-of-sight children 
and adults in this country, or ships 
those eyeglasses which are reusable to 
the needy overseas. 

And the process is simple -- 
simple, at least, for the donor. All it 
requires is mailing the eyeglasses by 
prepaid parcel post, wrapped with 
proper protection, to New Eyes for 
the Needy, Short Hills, N. J. 07078. 

A corps of more than 250 
volunteers test and sort the eyeglasses 
at the organization’s headquarters. 
Metal framed glasses and metal scrap 
are sold to a refinery.

Changes in construction plans at 
Valley School were tentatively 
accepted at the May 11 meeting of the 
county board of education. 

Architect Thurston Sumner 
outlined changes he had made at 
Valley in accord with the wishes of the 
board and parents.

On April 11 a loud, excited voice 
rang through the window, “Hey, 
there’s seven of ’em.”

‘Aggie’, the heroine of this feature 
story, led an average life until April 
11, But since then, “She’s become 
something special,” says Mrs. Francis 
Simmons, the proud owner. 


The sire is also a purebred Boston 
Terrier. ‘B. J.’ (Bouncer Junior) is 
‘daddy’ of the litter. ‘B. J.’ is owned 
by C. H. McGee of Lawley. 

Now the ten little terriers are 
almost six weeks old and it’s time for 
them to seek new horizons. Future 
owners will have the satisfaction of 
owning a ‘decuplet’. 


Cancer cure rate rises 


The year was 1965, and for the 
parents of Mike Finamore, it was a 
bleak year -- their 13-year-old son was 
stricken with acute childhood 
leukemia, and was given just weeks to 
live. 

This year is 1977, and for Mike, 
his parents, and his wife, Ann, it is a 

ood year because Mike is almost 26. 
Je leads a normal, active life, free of 
disease, as he has for so many years, 
thanks to the progress of cancer 
research, 

“Mike is a dynamic symbol of the 
hopeful side of cancer and there is 
much progress in treating childhood 
cancer, including leukemia,” Billie 
Lacey, Chairman of the Shelby 
County American Cancer Society Unit 
said. ‘Mike was treated with highly 
experimental drugs, and his survival as 
the years went by was considered 
sensational by the medical world. 


:Today, 95% of children with Mike’s 


form of leukemia achieve remission for 
one year, which means there is no 
detectible sign of disease. And, at least 
half of these are living beyond five 
years, free of any symptoms.” 

While leukemia, cancer of the 
blood and blood-forming tissues, is the 
best known of childhood cancers, it is 
not the only form of cancer to strike 
the young. According to the ACS, 
cancer is responsible for more deaths 
in the 3-4 age group than any other,

disease. Nevertheless, childhood cancer 
is a rare disease. 

A cancer of the kidney, called 
Wilms’ tumor, cancer of the-bone, 
brain and eye, are some forms of 
malignant disease that strike the 
young. Since 1950, deaths from 
childhood cancer have been declining 
largely because of cancer drugs, new 
ways of combining them with other 
forms of therapy including surgery and 
radiation. 

For example, combination 
treatment such as radiation combined 
with drugs to treat advanced Wilms’ 
tumor are extending young lives to the 
point of cure. The survival rate for 
children under 15 with thyroid cancer 
has been raised to 98%. 

““As with adult cancer, alertness to 
changes in physical well being or 
activity, and a visit to a physician 
when something seems different, is 
essential. Children should be under the 
regular care of a physician, and while 
it is important for parents to be alert, 
it is important for them to realize that 
childhood cancer is infrequent,” the 
volunteer stated. 

“We want a world free of cancer 
for ourselves and our children,” Mrs. 
Lacey said, “that is why we are asking 
everyone in our community to help by 
practicing cancer safeguards, including 
checkups, and by supporting cancer 
research,”

The weight of the vehicle and the vibrating device located 
just above the platform combine to create strong vibrations that bounce off sub 
surface formations and are picked up by sensor devices called geophones. The 
entire operation is designed to determine whether substantial amounts of gas, 
oil, or water are located beneath the earth’s surface in any given locality. The 
bright yellow vehicles were developed by Continental Oil Company and are

A yard full of cactus isn’t one of 
the most common sights in Shelby 
County.

Personal Observations 
“What Happened?” 
This was supposed to be a bannet 
year for fishing, but so far, all | hear 


are complaints, and most of those 
seem justified. 
The record cold temperatures 


kept the fish in deep water late in the 
year, the shad kill certainly had to 
help make lures attractive, and when 
the fish went on the bed you could 
have caught a boatload. 

Well. that’s all true except the 
‘going on the bed part.’ 

Alabama Power has made lite 
miserable for fishermen this year. 
They can never make their mind up as 
to the height of the water, and when 
they do adjust it, it’s always at the 
peak time for the lake’s biggest 
inhabitants — FISH! 

It’s not that I don’t appreciate the 
lights coming on when | flick the 
switch, but when I flick a fly rod of 
deadly dudley, all I do is scratch the 
mud where a favorite weed bed 
should be. 

Course. all I’m missing is the 
excitement and fun of fishing; marina 
owners are the real sufferers. They're 
supposed to rake in big profits during 
the summer months so theyll be able 
to be around in the winter. 

I’m willing to pay a nickle extra 
for a soda in a convenient place, but 
I'm as confused as those bedding bass, 
bream, and crappie. 

The crappie run was one of the 
weakest in a few years. Why? Because 
the banks kept moving around. One 
day it’s there and the next day it’s not. 
Fish can get confused, too. 

Bass have been coming on and off 
the beds in such sputtering numbers, 
that even the folks in the know don’t 
know what’s going on. 

Bream will be the next victims of 
an inconsistent water level. 


You can’t expect a population to 
manifest from a mud bank can you? 
That’s just what happened in many 
places this past weekend. The water 
was down two feet, and I'm sure that 
more than one momma bream is 
missing her eggs. 

If nothing else, the power officials 
could make the water adjustments 
during the week so that the level could 
be normal during the weekend. They 
benefit from the power usage trom the 
marinas, camps, and houses on the 
lake front. 

The weekend is the high usage 
time on the lakes. If the water is 
down, folks don’t travel down to their 
cottages, or come fishing. Result 
power usage - less income. 

According to April Raiford, 
whom we contacted at the Alabama 
Power Company offices on Monday, 
“Lay Lake is the most consistent of all 
the lakes in water level.” 

She expressed surprise that 
questions were being raised about the 
water levels and the timing of water 
level changes. She said that to her 
knowledge, water flow checks are not

Save gasoline 


Americans’ love of the automobile 
has caused the family car to become 
the largest single energy consuming 
device in a typical household. In fact, 
private automobiles use 28 per cent of 
the nation’s petroleum. 

Careful selection, operation and 
maintenance of your car can result in a 
significant improvement in fuel 
economy, says Marian Cotney, County 
Agent - Home Economics. 

Remember that the most 
significant variable affecting fuel use 
of a car is its weight -- a car weighing 
5,000 pounds uses more than twice as 
much fuel as one weighing 2,000 
pounds. 

The number of cylinders in the 
engine also influences fuel economy. 
The fewer the cylinders, the better the 
mileage. 

Car air conditioning increased fuel 
consumption by nine per cent and by 
as much as 20 percent when run in 
stop-and-go traffic on a hot day. 

/ Other convenience accessories 
such as an automatic transmission and 
power steering add to gasoline use, 
too. For example, power steering can 
cost nearly one mile per gallon in fuel 
economy. 

Your driving habits can greatly 
affect how many miles per gallon your 
car gets. Accelerate gently except 
when entering high-speed traffic lanes 
or when passing. This saves fuel use by 
two miles per gallon in city traffic. 
When the traffic light far ahead turns 
yellow, take your foot off the 
accelerator at once. This saves fuel, 
too. And drive at moderate speed on 
the highway. Most cars get about 28 

per cent more miles per gallon at 50’ 
than at 70 miles per hour and about 
21 per cent more at 55 than at 70. 

“Consolidate your trips so that 
you accomplish as many tasks as 
possible in one trip. And try walking 
more to both save energy and improve 
your health. Carpool to work if you 
can. Our nation would save 33 million 

gallons of gas each day if the average 
commuter passenger load increased

from 1.3 to 2.3. Carpooling could be 
the most important thing consumers 
can do to save energy,” suggests Miss 
Cotney. 


Take everything out of your car 
trunk except necessary safety gear. 
Excess baggage costs you a one per 
cent increase in gasoline use for each 
50 pounds. 

Another essential to gas economy 
is good maintenance of your car. For 
example, a malfunctioning carburetor 
can waste three miles per gallon and a 
misfiring spark plug can waste two. In 
general a neglected engine consumes 6 
to 20 per cent more energy than a 
properly tuned one. 

Inflating tires to three or four 
pounds over the recommended tire 
pressure -- not to exceed 32 pounds 
per square inch -- will help save energy. 
Underinflated tires can waste up to 
one mile per gallon of gas and shorten 
the life of the tires. Radial ply tires 
give up to six per cent better gas 
mileage because they produce less 
rolling friction. 

Miss Cotney says, “consult your 
owner’s manual for the best gasoline 
Octane rating to use for your car. 
Buying a higher octane gasoline will 
not increase your mileage. And buy 
slightly less than a full tank of gas to 
prevent over-flow and allow room for 
expansion of the fuel.

Peed was asked to talk on the 
subject, “How to Make Money in the 
Dairy Business” and he gave the crowd 
plenty of tips, based on his 45-year 
career in the milk business. Peed’s own 
herd won prizes for several years as 
“Best in the Nation”. 

Holstein owners from as far away 
as Mobile, Dothan, Andalusia and 
Tuscaloosa crowded into a barn at the 
Miller farm and sat on bales of hay to 
hear Peed. With Shelby County 
ranking third in the state in milk 
production, there were several local 
dairymen there, too, anxious for 
helpful advice in making money in the 
financially hard-pressed dairy industry. 

“There are three ways to make 
money in the milk business,” he said. 
“From the sale of milk, from the sale 
of young or producing cattle, and 
from the salvage of old animals.” 

He said that milk production just 

about covers the current bills, and that 
profits are likely to come from selling 
animals. 
The value of young animals 
increases with the owner’s reputation 
as a dairyman and the pedigree of the 
animals. “It takes about 10 years to 
get established - if you have limited 
capital,” he advised the young persons 
in the audience. 

But the salvage value of old cattle 
who are past their producing value, is 
now fairly high, he said, about 
30-cents a pound or $425 for an 
average cow. 


Among the other advice he 


offered the dairymen: 

“When buying cattle, | want to 
see the feed they're getting. Records 
aren’t worth too much without 
knowing the feed and the living 
conditions they’ve had.” 

“I don’t think it’s good to 
overgrain a cow. I don’t feed 50 
pounds a day. I believe in good high 
quality roughage. We use corn silage - 
not hay silage.” 

In answer to a question on how 
much protein to feed cattle, Peed said, 
“More cows are short on energy than 
protein. I feed protein at 16% 
usually.” 

He stressed the importance of 
using good judgment on feed, rather 
than relying on fixed formulas. “If a 
cow takes some of it, then lifts her 
head around and moos, she’s trying to 
tell you she doesn’t like the feed. If a 
cow doesn’t eat it, forget it.” 


“Keep two-year olds in a separate 
lot. They'll grow better and produce 
better than if they’re in with older 
cows.” 

“If you consign to a state sale, put 
in a good quality animal. Those sales 
are good for publicity for your herd.” 

“If anybody’s losing more than 
5% of his calf crop today, he has no 
excuse for it.” 

“You've got to have above average 
production and good reputation to 
keep making money in the dairy 
business. It’s the repeat sales that 
count.”

Anyone who has display or 
advertising signs on county highway 
rights-of-way will have to remove them 
this month. 

The new ruling came about 
through requirements of the Fea-ral 
Highway Administration which has 
provided the county with funds to 
mark county highways.

Ballard noted that the bill would 
cost the county at least $91,000 per 
year, and that other counties had 
sought and achieved exemptions from 
the bill. 

Stating that “We're governed by a 
peripheral delegation” in Montgomery, 
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Ballard said that the Commission still 
could have done something about the 
costly pay raise bill, if they had only 
been notified of it. 

Senator Obie Littleton told 
Snowden about the bill, Ballard said, 
and Snowden did not object to it. 
Snowden replied that he thought at 
the time that Bibb County Senator 
Walter Owens was going to kill the 
whole bill anyway, so there was no 
point in asking for a local exemption. 

“Your people are going to force this 
county into bankruptcy so we'll have 
to resort to dog racing,” ’ rejoined 
Ballard. “Is it possible you confused

New real estate development 


named ‘Southern Pines’ 


“Southern Pines” is the name given 
to a new real estate development in 
north Shelby County. 

The development is located on 
160 acres that formerly belonged to 
Birmingham- Southern College. When 
the college decided not to relocate its 
campus, the land was sold to 
developers Albert Keller, J.P. Graham 
and W.E. Whitlock. 

It is located one mile west of 
Highway 280, and is entered from 
Cahaba Valley Road (Highway 110). 

The developers have divided the 
land into 142 lots of approximately 
one acre each. Lots in the first three 
sectors of the development have nearly 
all been sold, according to J.P. 
Graham, and the fourth sector is now 


yready for sale. Graham said many lots 


have been sold even before the streets 
were completed. 


The entrance way to the 
development features stone columns 
and wrought iron. A well landscaped 
parkway is being planned at the 
entrance. 

Homes on the heavily wooded lots 
will get their water from Birmingham 
Water Works. Electricity will be 
available from Alabama Power 
Company, and Alabama Gas Company 
will make natural gas available. 

According to Graham, the lots are 
being purchased by builders and 
contractors who plan to build homes 
in the $65,000 to $79,000 category.

the deputies’ raise with your own pay 
raise bill?” he asked the Probate 
Judge. 

Thereupon, Ballard introduced a 
motion that the Commission go on 
record as opposing the proposed 
Probate Judge salary increase bill. 

Commissioner Bearden remarked 


that he thought the bill was dead, but 
since it could be reintroduced in the 
special session, the deputies’ bill 


underscored the need to play safe. 


Responding to a question as to 
the legality of the proposed bill, 
Snowden said that Probate Judges, 
Circuit Judges, and District Judges can 
all get pay raises (but not cuts) during 
their terms of office. 

Commissioner Morris allowed that 
he thought the probate judge’s office 
was underpaid, but that the proposed 
increase was excessive. Morris’ 
overriding concern was that the 
“Commission needs to recognize that 
the Probate Judge is the leader of this 
county”. 

Ballard replied that Snowden was 
elected at a $17,100 salary, that he 
knew this when he ran for the office, 
and that he has already had a 22% 
raise including expenses to $20,900. 
Passage of the bill would mean a 74% 
raise, to just under $30,000, for a man 
that’s been on the job for only five 
months, he said. 


Ballard assured Snowden that his 
remarks were “nothing personal,” and 
declared that he would do exactly the 
same thing if Snowden’s: predecessor 
Bulley Fowler had sought such a pay 
raise. 

Snowden remarked that this 
would only bring him into line with 
other counties, that Circuit Clerk Kyle 
Lansford had received an $8,700 
increase under the Judicial Article, and 
that all county employees had received 
raises of some 45% since 1965, when 
the old Probate Judge’s salary was 
allegedly set. 

Snowden called for a vote on 
Ballard’s proposal (to oppose the pay 
hike) and it passed, with Ballard, 
Bearden, and Lowe for it, and Morris 
against. 

The next item of business was 
Snowden’s request for more office 
help. “I need some refief on these title 
searches”, Snowden said, citing one 
instance a few days ago when 14 title 
search requests were received at once. 


As if offering a peace pipe, 
Commissioner Ballard at once moved 
to hire a temporary worker for the 
probate office at $2.70 per hour, for 
the rest of the fiscal year. Snowden 
was so elated by the lack of opposition 
that he had to be reminded to call for 
a vote on the motion. It passed 
unanimously.

gotten a bargain.

Governor George Wallace will call 
a special election to select a state 
senator to the place held until last 
week by Senator Obie Littleton. The 
election may be held in November. 

Littleton lost his seat upon 
conviction for fraud in federal court. 
He was in the third year of his second 
term in the Senate. 

The 18th district is composed of a 
large part of Shelby County, the 
southern part of Talladega County, 
including Sylacauga, most of the city 
of Leeds in Jefferson County, and all 
of Coosa and Chilton Counties. The 
Shelby County section of his district 
includes the soutern section up to 


south Alabaster, and roughly 
everything east of the Simmsville 
Road. North Alabaster, Pelham, 


Helena and the Cahaba Valley are not 
in the district. 

Elvin Stanton, speaking for 
Governor Wallace, told the Reporter 
Tuesday that the governor will set the 
election date late enough so there will 
be time for a primary. Stanton 


indicated that November may be the 
date for the election. 


UM president 


In the meantime, the 18th 
Senatorial district will be without a 
senator. 

Stanton said there would be no 
way for the 18th district to be 
represented in the Senate during the 
current special session of the 
legislature since the governor is not 
legally empowered to appoint a state 
senator. An election must be held. 

Whoever is elected will have a 
short term of little more than a year. 
The term ends in Janurary, 1979. But 
there will be one full regular session 
remaining in the term, and there may 
be special sessions. 

When Littleton ran for his second 
term, he narrowly defeated Lister Hill 
Proctor of Sylacauga for the seat. 


Proctor is a Talladega County 
assistant district attorney. He told the 
Reporter Tuesday he intends to run 
for the senatorial seat again. 

Mrs. Rexie Lightsey, member of 
the Sylacauga City Council, has also 
declared her intention to run. 

There is considerable speculation 
that a Republican will also seek the 
seat.

Operations and Safety Study for the 
City of Montevallo was announced 
Monday of this week.

The law regarding a call for jury 
duty received by a full time employee 
has caused an inquiry regarding just 
what the law states regarding 
compensation for this civil service. We 
reprint it for your information: 

“Upon receiving a summons to 
report for jury duty, any employee 
shall on the next day he is engaged in 
his employment exhibit the summons 
to his immediate superior and the 
employee shall thereupon be excused 
from his employment for the day or 
days required of him in serving as a 
juror in any court created by the 
Constitutions of the United States or 
the State of Alabama or the laws of 
the United States or the State of 
Alabama. Notwithstanding _ the 
excused absence as herein provided, 
any full time employee shall be 
entitled to his usual compensation 
received from such employment less 
the fee or compensation he received 
for serving as such juror. It shall be the 
duty of all persons paying jurors their 
fee or compensation for services to 
issue to each juror a_ statement 
showing the daily fee or compensation 
and the total fee or compensation 
received by the juror.” 

Jurymen are currently paid 
$10.00 per day. 

This law was approved by the 
Legislature Aug. 29, 1969. 

The Supreme Court held it lawful 
and valid in June, 1971.

All new Westover Water

“You've got a good water system 
here,”. remarked Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden as he opened last 
Friday’s meeting of Westover Water 
Authority users at Chelsea High 
School. 

Speaking informally Snowden 
attempted to bring harmony to the 
Westover Authority, which has been 
troubled by dissidence in the past few 
months. 

Around 125 people attended the 
meeting, out of some 900 subscribers 
to the Westover Water Authority. 
Notably absent were FHA director 
Roger Traywick, the four county 
commissioners, and all the former 
board members of the Authority with 
the exception of recently - resigned 
board Chairman Dan Sexton. 

Sexton, in response to various 
questions and remarks, explained his 
role in the Authority, First appointed 
to the Authority’s board six weeks 
ago, Sexton inherited a two-month 
backlog in billing, and found that most 
of the Board’s records were in 
Alabaster, being audited. 

When the books came back from 
the auditor, they were in cardboard 
boxes and needed to be refiled. 
Allowing public access to the books in 
the midst of the effort to get current 
on billing would have disrupted the 
service, Sexton said. 

The books are audited quarterly, 
with the results posted in the Westover 
Post Office yearly, he said. Judge 
Snowden said that he had examined 
the latest annual audit, as of December 
31, 1976, without finding any 
irregularities. 


The water system was built by 
borrowing more than $% million from 
the Farmer's Home Administration. 
The loan repayments have been and 
are on time and satisfactory ,according 
to FHA director Roger Traywick. 

Sexton stated that the bylaws of 
the Authority provide for 
compensation of board members of 
$10 per meeting, up to $250 per year. 
Opining that this is insufficient 
compensation for running a business 
that takes in more than $100,000 per 
year, Sexton proposed that a full time 
manager be hired, and that the board 
be increased from three to five 
members. 

Without taking action on Sexton's 
proposal, Snowden suggested a scheme 
for deciding on how to fill the three 
vacancies on the board, caused by the 
resignations of May 14. 

Snowden’s plan was that those 
present at the meeting decide on six 
nominees to the board, and then have 
the County Commission pick three of 
the six to serve. According to the 
Authority’s bylaws, the commission 


can appoint board members without 
reference to a list of nominees, but 
Snowden promised to see that the 
Commission respected the wishes of 
the meeting. 

Snowden further stated that he 
had okayed it with Judge Sharbutt to 
delay pressing demands to open up the 
Authority’s books until the new board 
members got settled. 

Snowden took nominations to his 
list of six by asking those willing to 
serve to stand up. As onlookers in the 
rear scrambled for chairs, several men 
in front shifted like nervous Truth or 
Consequences contestants. 

At length, nominations were 
received from the floor. After a 
confusing series of motions to close 
nominations, the meeting proceeded 
to vote to narrow thirteen names 
down to six. 

During the nominations, one lady 
inquired as to whether board members 
had to be water users or not. No one 
had brought a copy of the Authority 
bylaws to the meeting, so this question 
went unanswered. 

The informal voting procedure 
consisted of giving six slips of paper 
and a pencil to all those who said they 
took Westover Water, having them 
write a name on each slip, and then 


give their slips back to Judge 
Snowden. Names other than the 
thirteen “nominees” were not 


counted. Whether it was legal or not to 
vote more than once for the same 
person was not made clear. 

The honor system was relied on to 
guarantee the integrity of the process 


at all stages. 
The thirteen nominees were: Leon

County asks Gov. 
for forestry funds 


Dave Duckett, Shelby County 
Forester, reappeared at the County 
Commission Monday to ask what they 
had decided on funds for his office. He 
had said two weeks ago that he would 
have to lay off three men at once 
unless the county came up with 
$4,000. 


Commission members studied the 
budget, noting that they are running 
an estimated $83,000 over the budget 
already, and did not see where they 
could find the mdney. 

Commissioner Jimmy “Jake” 
Morris said he had heard Russell 
County got some extra money for 
their forestry department from the 
Governor’s office, and made a motion 
that Judge Snowden ask the governor 
for help. The motion passed including 
the sum of $3,500 that county 
Librarian Bill Sumners says is vital to 
keeping the library services going for 
the rest of tne fiscal year.

But the Commission voted 
unanimously to confirm Lowe’s three 
nominations. 

Wortham then offered to "point a 
finger of suspicion” at possible 
saboteurs on the last break in the 
water system, although without 
contradicting last week’s explanation 
of the leak by Commissioner Lowe. 
Judge Snowden refused the offer, 
suggesting Wortham take up the 
matter with the new board. 

Later in the day, when Circuit 
Judge Sharbutt was before the 
Commission, Snowden asked him if 
some way could be found to delay 
enforcing the order to the Westover 
Authority to open their books. 

Sharbutt answered that no such 
order had been given, but that a civil 
case of 19 water using plaintiffs versus 
former board Chairman Sexton, is set 
for trial before his court on June 1, at 


which time the burden of proof will be 
on the defendants to show why they 
should not open the books. 

Sharbutt noted that the plaintiffs 
will have to rewrite their complaint to 
name new defendants, since the 
Westover Board has been completely 


replaced. 

Furthermore, Sharbutt said that if 
the new defendants were to ask him 
for a continuance of a couple of 
months on the trial date, he would 
grant it. 

Snowden said that this was 
satisfactory, as it would give the new 
board time to get oriented before 
being subjected to legal pressures. 


The probate judge then echoed 
the sentiment of many when he 
expressed the hope that he had heard 
the last of the Westover Water 
controversy. 


Columbiana council disagrees 


over library appropriation

How much is the Columbiana 
Library worth to the city? 

That recurring question arose at 
Thursday night’s council meeting. 
County librarian Bill Sumners asked 
Columbiana to give $750 more to the 
city library. 

But after a lengthy discussion, 
such a motion by Clark Dean died for 
lack of a second. 

In a letter Sumners revealed that 
“a financial crunch is devastating” the 
budgets of the Columbiana and Shelby 
County Libraries, which are housed in 
the same building. He pointed out that 
operating costs have climbed, partly 
due to the energy crisis last winter. 

For that reason he requested that 
the Columbiana council provide $750 
to the city library, a 5 percent increase 
over the budgeted figure of $15,000. 

Last year, the previous 
administration had set aside some 
$13,500 for the library, but 
reluctantly increased it following 
appeals from the library board. At that 
time the council was sharply divided in 
opinions about the need for so much 
money. 

The current council also disagrees 
on library matters. Bill Seale offered 
his opinion first, saying, “1 don’t think 
our budget can stand it (the $750 
sum).” 
Clark Dean disagreed, noting that 
the city gave $400 to the Shelby 
County Youth Aid Bureau. He 
indicated that they could do the same 


for the library. “I think it does more 
for our youth than the Youth Aid 
Bureau.” 

But Frank Owen brought out the 
fact that both the $400 and _ the 
library’s $15,000 were allowed for in 
the current budget. He indicated that 
it was immaterial to the discussion as 
to which of the two provided the most 
benefit to the city, especially since 
that money is already allocated, 

Owen and Seale were joined by 
councilmen Harold McCord and W, R. 
Glenn, who also expressed doubt that 
the budget could stand the $750 cost. 
None of them seconded Dean’s motion 
to give that sum to the Columbiana 
library.

Several days ago, even with the 
temperature close to a hundred and 
the wind hiding out somewhere 
waiting for February, Bub Gordon and 
I went crappie fishing. We stopped on 
the way and he took a look at my 
garden. For a minute I thought he was 
gonna cry. And I believe he would

Calera High on nine occasions. 

However, the director feels that 
the YAB’s past record of aiding west 
Shelby County “might be one of the 
reasons the Youth Aid Bureau doesn’t 
have the same director.” 

Frank Owen indicated that he 
feels Columbiana has been taken 
advantage of by previous YAB 
directors, who came to the council 
once a year, seeking funds and making 
promises that he feels were not kept. 

Acton concurred that the bureau 
is not getting referrals from 
Columbiana and east Shelby County 
because it is not visible there. He 
reported that they plan to establish a 
2-day satellite office in Columbiana or 
another place nearby to serve areas not 
covered well from YAB’s Helena 
headquarters. 

Mayor Dick Ozley suggested that 
the council’s auditorium room in city 
hall could be used, since it is occupied 
only once a month during the 
daytime. 

He and city clerk Mrs. Mary 
Largin proposed that YAB work out a 
phone answering deal with the Mental 
Health Office which rents quarters in 
the building. 

Soft-pedaling the fund raising 
approach he encouraged the city 
council to take their time before 
voting any matching money for the 
bureau’s next fiscal year. Acton 
indicated that a decision on the 
satellite office should be made shortly. 

Councilman W. R. Glenn assured 
Acton that the bureau will get plenty 
of calls, if their Columbiana case load 
remains negligible. The director said 
that they welcome more referrals, 
especially from parents and non-law 
agencies. 

He indicated that close to half of 
the bureau’s cases are now referred by 
police and law related office, but that 
non-law referrals are increasing.

told the city council Monday night,

Council members voted to 
establish a crosswalk on the street, 
erect stop signs on both sides of the 
crosswalk and install rumble strips on 
both sides of the walkway. Chief 
Kirkland was urged to _ increase

Councilman Herbert Milstead 
called -council’s attention to a 


potential problem area on Valley 
Street near Montevallo High School.

Building. 

Council members agreed to 
establish the crosswalk and to erect 
additional signs calling attention to the 
school zone and reduced speeds. 


Milstead stated that summertime 
vegetation is beginning to obstruct the 
vision at certain intersections. City 
Clerk Kenneth Bailey was instructed 
to clear the various corners at the 
earliest possible time. 


Milstead also reported to the 
council that he is still attempting to 
obtain price estimates on a number of 
proposed paving jobs throughout the 
city. “As soon as the estimates are 
obtained,” he stated, “We will 
approach the adjoining property 
owners and move ahead with plans to 


County is defendant in half million dollar suit 


The County Commission heard 
Monday from Beth Hendricks of 
Thompson Elementary School, who 
requested that a parking lot of 60 
spaces be paved for the teachers at 
Thompson, to make the grounds safer 
for the children at the school. 

The County Board of Education 
has already refused to help, she said, 
but the City of Alabaster offered to 
grade and prepare the grounds, if the 
County would only come in and pave. 

Commissioner Ballard commented 
that the County has done no new 
paving for the past two years. To avoid 
setting a precedent, he proposed that 


= 


the county grade the lot, and let 
Alabaster pave it. 
Mrs, Hendricks said that this 


would probably be unacceptable to 
Alabaster’s Mayor Davenport. County 
Engineer Jimmy Ray noted that the 
project’s cost would probably total 
$10,000, and suggested that the 
County wait and see if it could get 
some federal matching funds for the 
project. 

Application for CaWaCo (Cahaba, 
Warrior, Coosa) funds has been in 
since 1973, and if approval of that is 
obtained this year, the county may be 
able to get a 75-25 match on paving 
the parking lot, he said. 

The University of Montevallo is 
also awaiting federal approval of the 
five-county CaWaCo project, with 
plans to improve the college lake. 

Mrs. Betty Fulton, who recently 
came from the office of director of 
RSVP in St. Lucie County, Florida, to 
become the coordinator of the Aging 
Program in Shelby County, appeared 
before the Commission with Senior 
Aide Lena Wright to describe her work 
in the County. 

Airport Over Crowded 

County Airport Manager Hank 
Spires came in to report that the 
airport has grown to the point that 
there aren’t always enough tiedown 
areas for transient users. 

Two applications are in with the 
State Aeronautics Board for money 
for projects to improve the airport. 
No. 1 would provide apron space for 
12 more planes to tie down on, north 
of the hangar. No. 2 would enlarge the 
hangar, and harden the ground at each 
end of the runway, to reduce the 
danger of runway overruns. 

Spires said he had heard that only 
one of these applications would be 
granted at the next State Board 
meeting on June 21, and he 
recommended that the Commission 
ask for funding for No. 1. 

The procedure for 
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project No. 1 would be for the county 
to prepare the ground for paving, and 
for the state to actually pave the 
additional tie-down areas. County 
Engineer Ray estimated the cost to the 
county at $28,000, with details to be 
worked out later. 
Beer Tax Causes Headache 

How to implement the one-cent 
beer tax recently passed to support the 
Sheriff's department merit system 
raised sticky phase-in problems. 

The bill apparently put on a new 
tax of one-cent per container of beer 
sold in the county. Presently, stamps 
of 2-cents for 7-oz. containers, 3-cents 
for 12-0z. containers, and 4-cents for 
16-0z. containers are required. 
Presumably, the new bill increases the 
rate to 3, 4, and 5 cents, respectively. 

A 13-17 week supply of the 
present denomination stamps is now 
on hand, and must be accounted for to 
the state as if it were money. 

Commissioner Jimmy Jake Morris 
asked about compliance with the 
county’s beer tax, recalling that, while 
he was mayor, two Wilsonville gas 
stations would habitually report only 
half their beer sales to the county. 

Morris noted that notarizing the 
reports that the beer distributors make 
to the county is hardly a barrier to 
fraud, because the notaries are 
normally working for the very people 
they are supposed to authenticate. 

Beer inspector Cecil Davis 
acknowledged that both Schlitz and 
Budweiser are presently under 
investigation. 

Morris suggested that all beer be 
routed through a central warehouse, 
just to be sure. Since this would be an 
expensive step, and moreover would 
put the county in the wholesale beer 
business, his suggestion was not acted 
upon. 

The Commission unanimously 
voted to commend the 31 years of 
service of County Health Officer 
Frank Sloan, whose retirement party 
will be held May 31 from 1-3 p.m. at 
the county library. 

Half Million Gas Warrants 

County financial advisor Jim 
Harrison presented the procedure to 
follow in issuing $500,000 in gas tax 
warrants, to be used in a Highway 
resurfacing and restriping project. The 
Commission approved both the 
amount and a repayment schedule. 


The money needs to be borrowed 
by June 24 because of a state imposed 
deadline, so the Commission voted to 
continue the meeting on June 9 at 11 
a.m. for the purpose of selling the 
warrants in time.

Though the money must be 
borrowed now, it will be put out at 
interest (at a rate matching the 


borrowing rate) until next spring, 
when some federal matching money is 
available. 

Court Needs Cash for Bailiff 


Circuit Judge James Sharbutt 
appeared to ask the Commission to 
pick up salary payments on the Court 
bailiff for two months, and give him a 
raise from $7,800 per year to $10,500. 

Hired in 1973, the bailiff has been 
95% paid by a Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration grant which 
runs out in July. Under the Judicial 
Article, the state will begin paying the 
bailiff on October 1. For August and 
September, though, the County is 
asked to tide the bailiff over. 

District Judge Bill Hill reported 
that the county could perhaps save 
money by putting both the Juvenile 
Probation Officers on a straight 
expense account of $135 per month, 
instead of the present system of giving 
one a county car, and paying the other 
12-cents per mile. 


Neither judicial proposal was 
acted on, pending further budget 
study 


Highway Report 


Jimmy Ray’s highway report 
noted receipt of a $200,000 
commitment from the state for 


putting in a new concrete bridge on 
County 55, south of US 280. 

The Coosa River ferry has been 
closed off and on so much that a 
recommendation may be made, at the 
end of the fiscal year in September, to 
either offer it to Talladega County or 
close it. 

Authorization was granted to send 
15 highway department men to a joint 
safety seminar with Jefferson County 
this fall. 

Blinking lights have been installed 
at the intersection of County Roads 
17 and 29. (Valleydale Rd. and 
Caldwell Mill Road). 

Pursuant to the uniform sign law, 
“non-uniform” highway signs will be 
discreetly taken down this summer, 
and stored in the County shop should 
the owners wish to claim them. 

On the subject of signs, Ray 
reminded the Commissioners that all 
County signs will have to be converted 
to metric, under present schedules, 
between 1980 and 1982.

Q. I stocked 300 channel catfish 
in my 3-acre pond. Will they spawn 
and restock the pond every year with 
sufficient numbers of fish to replace 
those I catch? 

A. Catfish will spawn if they are 
large enough -- three pounds or so -- 
and if there are suitable spots for them 
to spawn. In natural streams and lakes 
a male catfish takes over an 
underwater bank hole or a sunken 
hollow log. Here he waits during the 
spawning period in late spring and 
early summer for an egg-heavy female 
to enter and deposit eggs. She leaves 
and he fans the now fertile eggs until 
they hatch. 


The artificial pond is lacking in 
natural spawning holes. However, you 
can introduce spawning containers, 


Four or five 25 to 35 gallon drums or ~ 


pipe sections with 18 to 24-inch inside 
diameter and with one end closed 
should be suitable and sufficient. An 
inexpensive garbage can might be 
ideal. Cut a 12-inch hole in the center 
of the lid. Then with the uni 
on its side, spread a 3-inch layer of 
rough concrete in the can. The cement 
layer will prevent the can from rolling 
about and the rough cement will help 


led can 


“anchor” the catfish eggs. 
Wash the dried concrete with 


vinegar diluted with water to 
neutralize lime in the cement. Place 


your spawning cans in 4 to 5 feet of 


water in February or March with lid 
holes facing center of the pond 
Professor Ellis Prather, Auburn 
University Department of Aquaculture 
and Fisheries, says catfish spawning 
will not appreciably restock the pond 
if bluegills are present. Bluegills will 
eat catfish eggs and fry. However, a 
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sufficient number of young catfish 
may survive if there is plentiful cover, 
such as submerged brush, in the pond 
to protect the young fish until they 
get big enough to take care of 
themselves. 

Q. Why can’t we grow pheasants 
in the wild in Alabama for better 
hunting? 

A. For the same reason we can’t 
raise polar bears in Mobile Bay! The 
reason is buried in a branch of science 
we call “ecology” -- the pattern of 
relations between organisms and their 
environment. We haven’t thought 
seriously about living life styles of 
different species of mammals and 
birds. Arctic lemmings, for example, 
fare well in northern climes, but do 
you find them here in a temperate 
climate? Then there’s the ptarmigan. 
What about the musk-ox? 

You'll not likely find the 
hippopotamus mucking about in a 
weedy Siberian lake. Every livins thing 
has a range of environmental tactors 
that determine its existence. For this 

Pasen we now ahont an 
endangereu species that is found only 
within a few square miles or less. Man 
seems to be adaptable to every area, 
but only because his superior (?) mind 
tries to offset difficulties and 
hardships. Other than that, wouldn’t 
you think an Eskimo would start 
blubbering if he were suddenly 
removed from his frozen North and

south Florida in hot summer? 


We can raise pheasants in pens. 
Should wild pheasants flourish in 
Alabama, we might expect some 
competition with our native quail. | 
shot pheasants in Europe. It’s a great 
game bird, but nothing beats the 
bobwhite!

“Well, how can I get credit, if I 
have to have credit before I can get 
it?” 

“A good question.” 


The above conversation is 
probably being repeated in hundreds 
of places throughout Central Alabama 
and the United States this month, as 
high school graduates go out into the 
world, armed with a new diploma, 
energy, ambition and the skills it takes 


to become a productive member of 
society. 

They may need a car to get to 
their new jobs. Or they may need a 
loan for many other large-ticket items 
to help them get started. 

Small wonder that so many of 
them ask, “How can I get credit if I 
have to have credit before I can get 
it?” 

Credit managers and loan 
officers are more likely to turn them 
down than to approve them.

to list your credit references. You may 
not think you have any, but don’t 
panic. 

Remember your checking and 
savings accounts, and if you have ever 
had the option of paying a debt on 
payday - like the corner drug store. 

When finished, sign and date the 
application. Be sure to get all copies of 
the application and all notices under 
the several federal laws which must be 
given to you, 

Now that you have completed the 
credit application, a certain period of 
waiting is involved. During this time, 
the lending institution carefully 
reviews your request, and based on the 
information contained in the 
application and past experience of the 
loan officers, your loan will be 
approved or rejected. 

Sometimes, a co-signer will be 
required. Never ask a friend, of be 
asked by a friend to co-sign a loan. 
The best solution is to have your 
parents sign with you. 

The co-signer agrees to pay the 
loan if you should default. In some 
cases, if you do default, the entire 
balance becomes due or the 
merchandise is repossessed. This is 
something you want to avoid.

A time to remember 


by Mildred White Wallace 


Each year on May 30, when 
Memorial Day is observed and we 
honor our war heroes we are but 
continuing a custom almost as old as 
time itself. 

Historic records reveal that older 
civilizations such as Greek and 
Romans honored the dead by 
decorating the graves. The Druids 

bserved a memorial day in 

ovember; in Japan, people paid 
homage to their departed ones at the 
Feast of the Lanterns. 

During the Middle ages -- at 
Whitsuntide, monasteries paid tribute 
to the brothers who had died. In 
France and Italy graves were visited 
and flowers were placed on the graves 
of their loved ones. 

The origin of Memorial Day in the 
United States has been attributed to 
various people in various locations. 
Some writers credit -- Cassandra Oliver 
Monecure of Virginia; others believe 
the day really began in Boalsburg, 
Pennsylvania. 

Here it is claimed Miss Emnia 
Hunter initiated the idea in 1864, 
when she carried flowers to the tomb 
of her father, Colonel James Hunter. 
He had commanded the 49th 
Pennsylvania Regiment that took part 
in the Battle of Gettysburg. That day, 
it is recorded, Miss Hunter was in the 
cemetery when she met a Mrs. Meyer, 
whose son had been killed in the war. 
The two women decided to meet the 
next year to decorate the graves again. 


Gradually the towns people took 
up the idea and erected a sign on the 
toad reading: ‘‘Boalsburg - An 
American Village - Birthplace of 
Memorial Day.” 

Another story gives Virginia the 
credit. Still another gives the women 
of Columbus, Miss., the honor. This 
was during the Reconstruction Era. 
The South was imporverished and 
under military occupation but these 
women who visited the graves of the 
fallen heroes scattered flowers on the 
graves of the Confederate and the 
National soldiers. 

This gesture touched many 
northern hearts and furnished the 
inspiration for the beautiful poem 
titled ‘The Blue and the Gray’ written 
by Francis Miles Finch, a young 
lawyer of Ithaca, N. Y. The poem 
appeared in the Atlantic Monthly and 
became popular reading all over the 
country. 

After 
observance in 1868, 


the first memorial 
there was a 


May 30 as Memorial Day is 
annually observed as a legal holiday in 
the District of Columbia, Canal Zone, 
Guam, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands 
and in all states except Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North and South 
Carolina and Texas. Florida observes 
May 30 as Memorial Day for all 
soldiers in all wars. In Virginia the day 


is known as ‘Confederate Day’. 

Nine states in the Confederacy 
have independent observances, 
sponsored by the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. These include Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Florida. They 
celebrate Confederate Memorial Day 
on April 26. 

At Arlington National Cemetery 
there is always an impressive service 
held honoring the war dead. At 
Vicksburg, both southern and 
northern soldiers are honored. 

In 1938, in Gettysburg, 1800 
veterans of the Civil War gathered 
from all over the United States to pay 
a tribute of appreciation to their 
comrades on the occasion of the 
passing of the 75th anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg. Over 150,000 
people witnessed President Franklin D.

Roosevelt dedicate a memorial - “The 
Eternal Light Monument” on Oak Hill. 

A Confederate soldier and a 
Grand Army veteran walked side by 
side and unveiled the memorial on 
which are inscribed these words: “An 
enduring light to guide us in unity and 
fellowship”. On the shaft is a flame 
that burns continuously and can be 
seen for miles around. 

Therefore, Memorial Day, while 
honoring those who have made the 
supreme sacrifice, also furnishes us an 
occasion for remembering and the 
importance of continuing the search 
for an answer to the question 
contained in the immortal poem -- “I 
Heard the Drums” which reads: 

“What is the truth 
mankind must learn 
Before all wars shall cease”?

Bryce building named 


to historic register 


The state’s first mental hospital 
has been added to the National 
Register of Historic Places, the 
Alabama Historical Commission 
(AHC) announced recently. 

The Alabama Insane Hospital at 
Tuscaloosa, renamed Bryce Hospital in 
1900, was nationally recognized in 
ante bellum times for both its 
advanced treatments and innovative 
design. 

In 1847 reformer Dorothea Dix 
entreated the Alabama Legislature to 
establish a’ state hospital for the 
mentally ill and in 1852 a bill creating 
the Alabama Insane otis es was 
passed. 

The structure was ee by” 
noted Philadelphia architect Samuel 
Sloan and Thomas Story Kirkbride, an 
expert on the treatment and 
hospitalization of the insane. The 
Tuscaloosa hospital was the first 
expression of a 30-year collaboration 
between the two which produced 32 
mental hospitals. 

Hospital construction began in 
1852, but it was not completed until 
1866. The original portion consisted 
of the central administrative pavillion 
and ward wings that included dining 
rooms, day rooms and baths. The 
wards have been given over to 
administrative offices. 


The facility was built on 
Kirkbride’s system of designing 
hospitals to increase individual 
attention to each patient and provided 
an urusual standard of comfortable 
and humane surroundings for patients 
seldom equaled in the past century. 

Dr. Peter Bryce, for whom the 
hospital was later named became the 
first superintendent in .1860. His early 
recognition of the principal of 
non-restraint in treating insanity 
placed him among the leading 
authorities on mental illness. 

Distinctive features of the hospital 
treatment were the absence of 
mechanical restraint and the 
employment of a large percentage of 
the patients in useful and congenial 
occupations. 

Although numerous wings and 
additions have been made to the 
hospital over the past 100 years, 
distorting and impairing Kirkbride’s 
concept of the hospital as a unit, the 
original portions are virtually inact. 

After Bryce’s death in 1892, Dr. 
J. T. Searcy was selected 
superintendent. Upon Searcy’s 


retirement in 1919 Dr. W. D. Partlow 
served until 1949 when he was 
replaced by Dr. J. S. Tarwater. Dr. 
William Heller has been superintendent 
since his appointment three years ago.

““very interested” Rick Manley is 
definitely not running and Ryan 
DeGraffenreid, Jr. could not be 
located for comment. 

These are the results of a poll 
conducted Tuesday afternoon by the 
Shelby County Reporter of the five 
persons most frequently mentioned as 
candidates for the Congressional seat 
now held by Walter Flowers. 

Shelby County has been 
represented in Congress by Flowers for 
10 years, but this week he suddenly 
announced he would leave his House 
seat and run for the Senate. 

Richard Manley, who almost 
defeated Flowers the first time 
Flowers ran, told the Reporter, “No. I 
am not running. I got a good 
education 10 years ago. | don’t feel 
there’s any way to raise that much 


money in so short a time.” 


Manley told the Reporter he spent 
$125,000 campaigning for the 
Congressional seat 10 years 
winding up $24,000 in the hole, and 
he did not have any interest in doing 
that again. © - 

From his law office in Demopolis 
Manley said he is going to run for 
re-election to his seat in the State 
House of Representatives, “So | can 
keep my law office open to have 
something to come back to.” 

Richard Shelby of Tuscaloosa, on 
the other hand, told the Reporter he is 
definitely running. He will qualify 
Saturday as soon as the State 
Democratic Executive Committee 
establishes its rules. 

Shelby said, ““Flowers’ recent 
decision to enter another race has left 
a leadership gap in the 7th 
Congressional District. It is important 
that our district keep strong leadership

if we are to continue to grow and 
prosper.” 

Shelby has served in the state 
legislature for eight years. A native of 
Jefferson County, he has made his 
home and his professional life in 
Tuscaloosa, 

Chris McNair, who lives in the 
Jefferson County section of the 
district and is in the State House of 
Representatives, told the Reporter he 
is “very very interested” in running for 
the Congressional seat. He said, “It 
happened so fast. I didn’t have prior 
knowledge, as some of the candidates 
may have.’’ 

McNair said he is looking at the 
district, talking to people, and 
considering the possibilities “wisely 
and judiciously. I’m not just saying, 
“Here Lam. Send me. | want to get my 
thing together.” 

The black professional 
photographer, who lost a daughter in 
the bombing of the [6th Street 
Church several years ago, said, “Ive 
proven my mettle. I think I can offer 
something.” He would work to make 
this section of the Sunbelt even more 
attractive to developing industries, he 
told the Reporter.

gets 10 years for assault

Bobby Joe Hope, 31, of Shelby, 
was sentenced to ten years in the state 
penitentiary Friday for assault with 
intent to murder. 

Hope was convicted of slitting the 
throat of Russell L. Broom with an 
eight-inch hawk-billed knife when 
Broom refused to bet on a pool game 
with him at the Club 25 (Lib’s} near 
Calera. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women deliberated less than two hours 
before returning the guilty verdict. 

Hope, with his brother Phillip 
Stanley Hope, is also charged with the 
March 25 murder of Louie Earl Jones, 
whose body was found floating under 
the Highway 145 bridge over 
Waxahatchee Creek. 

Broom testified that he and a 
friend, Dewayne Billingsly, went to 
Lib’s on the evening of November 13, 
1977 to have a few beers and shoot 
some pool. 

While the two were playing, Hope 
came over to the game and tried to get 
Broom to play him for $5 per game. 

Broom said he told Hope that he 
didn’t have any money and that he 
didn’t shoot pool for money. 

“The conversation stopped and I 
was standing there watching Dewayne 
take a shot,” Broom told the jury. 
“When I felt something hit me on the 
neck. I looked around and saw blood 
on my arm. Then I saw Hope with a 
knife. 

“I told him, ‘Don’t cut me no 
more, you hurt me bad enough.’ Then 
I left with Dewayne and we drove to 
the police station in Calera.” 

Hope’s court appointed attorney, 
John Medaris, argued that Broom had 
provoked his client. 

The defendant's brother-in-law, 
Randy Davis, was the only witness 
who testified that Broom had raised 
his voice to Hope. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Patricia Smith presented several 
witnesses to the stabbing who said that 
Broom in no way provoked Hope, 


several as a natural candidate for the 
position because of his family’s long 
participation in politics. The Reporter 
was unable to reach him on three 
telephone calls, a secretary saying he 
was either “on the other phone” or 
“out of town.” 

The Seventh Congressional 
District is one of the most far-flung 
districts in Alabama, from Shelby 
County on the northeast to Choctaw 
County on the southwest. Its largest 
number of votes are in Tuscaloosa 
County, and the Bessemer Cutoff 
holds the second largest number. 

The district includes some of the 
most industrialized sections of the 
state and some of the most rural Black 
Belt counties. 

One of the candidates estimated 
that it would cost about $150,000 to 
run a campaign for the office. Shelby 
is said to be ahead of the others in 
raising money for the race, and this is 
doubtless a major factor in the 
considerations of other candidates.

Hospital lands clinic

Last Thursday the facilities and 


services committee of the BRHSA 
recommended that Shelby Memorial 
be given permission to build the 
primary care facility. It passed the 
committee unanimously. That 
committee’s recommendation will be 
acted on by the executive committee 
of the BRHSA this week. 


Final approval for the facility 
must come from the U.S. Department 
of Health Education and Welfare. That 
decision is expected late next month. 

The Shelby Memorial plans call 
for a $634,100 facility with offices for 
four doctors, a laboratory, x-ray 
machines, examination and treatment 
rooms,

Continued from page | 
including Shelby County contain 21% 
of the state’s population, but these 
counties are accounting for 70% of the 
railroad crossing accidents, 76% of 
railroad crossing injuries and 100% of 
the car-train fatalities. 

Jones stated that Operation 
Lifesaver was begun in 1976 and the 
organization is devoting all its 
resources to reduce vehicle-train 
accidents. He indicated that the group 
is promoting safety at railroad 
crossings through ‘“‘education, 
engineering and enforcement.” Last 
week’s meeting in Shelby County was 
devoted to the enforcement part of 
the program. . 

Citing a National Highway Safety 
Study, Jones said, “In contrast to 
other accidents where less than one 
percent result in driver fatality and less 
than 20 percent result in any injury to 
the driver, data on train-vehicle crashes 
indicates that more than 14% result in 
driver fatalities and more than 50 % 
result in driver injury.” 

In 1977 Shelby County recorded 
16 grade crossing accidents, seven 
resulted in injuries and one death was 
recorded. So far this year in Shelby 
County there have been five accidents 
resulting in two deaths. The accident 
involving the Amtrak Floridian 
resulted in numerous minor injuries to 
passengers aboard the train, as well as 
being fatal to the driver of the 
tractor-trailer rig. 

The crossing where the Amtrak 
accident occurred, also claimed a life 
last year.

Rape: it’s only the beginning 


by Rhodes Johnston 

For the victim, the brutal 
humiliation of a rape is the beginning, 
not the end, of an ordeal few women 
seem willing, or able, to bear. 

“It takes a special kind of courage 
for a woman to subject herself to the 
ordeal of a trial,” Circuit Judge 
Kenneth Ingram told the Reporter 
during a recess in a recent rape trial, 
“Many victims seem to prefer to try 
and forget the experience.” 

There are basically two defenses 
for a rape charge; either the woman 
yielded willingly, and hence no rape 
occurred, or she was mistaken in her 
identification of the defendant. 

These defenses are successful in 
98 percent of the rape cases that come 
to trial. It is extremely difficult to get 
a jury to convict a man on a charge 
that carries a sentence of from ten 
years to life, when there is often no 
visible evidence of permanent damage

According to the FBI uniform 
crime report for 1976, 56,000 rapes 
were reported in the United States. 
This is one rape every nine minutes, 

Rape authority Ann Burgess, the 
author of “Rape; Victims of Crisis,” a 
handbook for rape counselors 
estimated that ten times as many 
rapes occur as are reported. Of those 
that are reported, only ten percent

result in convictions. 

The testimony in a rape trial is 
graphic. The victim is grilled on 
minute details of her ravishment. She 
must repeat for the court any threats, 
vulgar, Or abusive language used by her 
assailant, in order to prove that she did 
not consent willingly. 

She must repeat her testimony 
not once, but three times; at the 
preliminary hearing, before the grand 
jury, and at the trial. 


There is no assurance that even 
after going through this lengthy 


process, that the perpetrator will be 
convicted. 

During a rape trial, it often seems 
thut the victim, not the defendant, is 
on trial, as she seeks to prove that she 
was indeed raped. 

“Rape is not a crime of sex, it is a 
crime of violence,” Gail Collins, the 
director of Birmingham’s rape 
counseling service, told the Reporter. 
“Too often the jury seems to think 
that the victim was just having a little 
sex with her assailant.” 

“Next to murder, rape is the most 
heinous crime we have,” said sheriffs 
investigator Wayne Watts. 

Unfortunately few people seem to 
share Watt’s view. 

A juror in the recent Shelby 
County rape trial in which a young 
electrician was acquitted of the rape of 
a North Shelby County nurse, a source 
in the courthouse reported one of the 
jurors as having said, “She was just 
saying that to keep her husband from 
finding out she was running around 
with that boy.” 

Despite uncontroverted testimony 
that neither the victim nor the 
defendant had ever seen each other 
before the incident occurred, town 
gossips were overheard saying they 
couldn’t understand why “that woman 
Was trying to get that boy.” 

In the past three years, only one 
man has been convicted of rape in 
Shelby County. In 1977, Kenneth Lee 
Ryan, a black man, was sentenced to 
life in prison for the abduction and 
rape of a twenty-one year old white 
woman. 

Ryan had been acquitted of rape 
less than a year prior to his conviction, 

He confessed to the second crime. 

During 1977, 11 rapes were 
reported to the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department. The two cases 
against Ryan were the only ones that 
came to trial. 

In a time when the ideals of 
southern womanhood were held in 
higher esteem, rape was a heinous 
crime, swiftly and surely punished.

Take the 
name and address of the company and 
salesperson and call the Better 
Business Bureau or the. Office of 
Consumer Protection after the 
salesperson leaves to find out if any 
complaints have been received against 
the company. It is always better to 
check before buying anything. Once 
you have been conned, Cotney points 
out, it is very difficult to get your 
money back. 

2. Always check with your doctor 
before you buy any quick or sure 
remedy drug items. Some of these 
products not only will not cure disease 
but may be very dangerous to your 
helath. Some drugs are deadly when 
mixed, so keep inforrned as to what 
medicines you are taking. 

People who don’t think they can 
afford to go to the doctor are prime 
targets for medical fraud or quackery, 
Cotney notes. It is estimated that 
millions of dollars are spent each year 
on get-well-quick schemes and about 
70 percent of all medical fraud is on 
older people. 

When you hear or read such 
statements as “guaranteed to cure” or 
“secret formula,’’ be skeptical. 
Advertisements which come to, your 
home in the mail that seem to be too 
good to be true usually are.

The Lord’s Supper 

The Lord’s supper is a vital part of 
Christian worship. Christ instituted the 
Lord's super on the night in which He 
was betrayed. He said, that the 
unleavened bread represented His body 
which hung on the cross and that the 
fruit of the vine represented His blood, 
which was shed for many for the 
remission of sins. (Matthew 26.)

morrow; and he continued his speech 


until midnight.’’ The article ‘‘the’’ 
which precedes ‘‘first day’’ and 
‘tweek'"’ necessitates the disciple, 


having met on the first day of eve 
week, just as ‘‘I agree to make 
payments on the first day of the month"’ 
would necessitate making house 
payments every month. The exact same 
wording is found in I Corinthians 16:1, 
2, where Paul commands, ‘‘Upon the 
first day of the week, let every one of 
you lay by him in store as God has- 
prospered him.’’ No religious group has 
difficulty understanding that giving is to 
be a part of the worship on each first 
day of the week. Also, Paul speaks in I 
Corinthians II of coming together for the 
purpose of partaking of the Lord’s’ 
supper. Thus, we learn that the 
Corinthians gave and partook of the 
Lord's supper on the first day of the 
week. 

Other scriptures could be brought to 
light to show that Christians met every 
first day of the week to break bread. In 
addition, a study of the Ante-Nicene 
Fathers makes it clear that Christians 
met every Sunday to partake of the 
Lord’s supper and thus to commune 
with Christ. Anything less is to fall short 
of meeting the divine requirements for 
Christian worship.

Ten percent of residents 


in ‘income elite’ status

Who are Shelby County’s 
affluent? How many local families 
qualify for inclusion in the nation’s 
“income elite?” 

With the vast economic changes 
that have occurred in the last few 
decades--the cost of living going 
skyward, incomes on the rise, 
unemployment at record highs--how 
many have come out ahead? 

According to a study by the 
Conference Board, a non-partisan 
fact-finding agency, the living 
standards of the average American 
have just about doubled since the end 
of World War II. 

“In no other comparable period 
of time in the nation’s history,” it 
states, “did we experience a change of 
such magnitude.” 

And, although a disconcertingly 
large number of families still live at the 
poverty level or below,” the great 
majority have participated in the 
improvement. 

In Shelby County, according to 
. data compiled by the Marketing 
Economics Institute here, there are 
now some 1,750 households over the 
$25,000 level. Of the total, 1,430 have 
incomes of $25,000 to $50,000 and 
another 320 have incomes above 
$50,000. 

They represent 10.4 percent of all 
local households, considerably more 
than in earlier years. 

In just the short span since 1970, 
for example, there has been a 
noticeable rise in the top income 
population. At that time the ratio was 
1.8 percent, as determined by a 
Commerce Department survey. 

The Conference Board in its 
report, entitled “The Society of the 
Affluent,” notes that only 11 million 
of the nation’s families have incomes 


that place them in the top 20 percent. 
They account, however, for more than 
40 percent of the country’s buying 
power. 

In 1965 the top 20 percent 
numbered 9.6 million families. They 
earned a minimum of $19,800, 
measured in today’s purchasing power. 

The multi-paycheck revolution, 
so-called, explains the sharp increase in 
the number of families in the high 
income categories, it states. 

On the strength of the Conference 
Board’s overall findings, it is estimated 
that about 3/4ths of Shelby County’s 
elite income families have at least two 
paychecks coming in and that only 
about 22 percent have a single 
earner.

Private?

Residents of Pelham Heights Road 
are going to court to get the town of 
Pelham to maintain their road and 
clear up the legal status of the road. 

The group has been before the 
council six times to try and convince 
them that the road is public. a 

Mayor Burk Dunaway maintains 
the road is private, and so far the town 
has not graded it. 

The road was built in 1924 to 
provide access to the Baptist 
encampment at the top fo the ridge 
overlooking Pelham from the west. 

After the encampment burned, 
state forest rangers used the old 
encampment site for a fire lookout 
and maintained the road. Helena built 
a water tower on the site in 1975. 

According to Mrs. Grady King, 
whose group has retained attorney 
John Ferree to force the town to 
maintain the road, no work has been 
done on the one lane dirt track since 
the area was taken into Pelham in 
1969, 

After Mrs. King and the other 
four residents of Pelham Heights Road 
appeared at the council meeting last

March, councilman John Tanner 
moved that the town grade and repair 
the road with the understanding that 
the council was not admitting that the 
road was public by repairing it. 

The matter is complicated by the 
fact that the Kings sold lots to the 
other residents of the road. By doing 
this they became subdividers, 
according to Dunaway. 

“We don’t want to obligate the 
city to build streets for developers.” 
said Dunaway, who added the courts 
would have to determine if the town 
was responsible for the road. 

County attorney Frank Ellis Jr. 
has written Dunaway that in his 
opinion the courts will probably find 
that Pelham Heights is a public raod. 

“1 think that the information 
which they (the Kings et al) have 
could probably and would probably 
result in the road being declared a 
public road should any litigation take 
place. There is always a question 
concerning this but with the various 
statements and letters that you have 
probably seen, I would estimate that 
the Kings could probably establish this 
as a public road. This is especially true 


Digging our her carport is becoming a regular task for Mrs. Grady King of 
Pelham Heights Road. Mrs. King and her neighbors have asked the Pelham 
council to repair the road, but they say it is a private road. 
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when it is taken into consideration 
that the original deed creating the road 
stated that it was a “public” road,” 
Ellis wrote Dunaway on January 25. 

The Kings says they are not asking 
the town to pave the road, but only to 
maintain it as it was maintained by the 
county before Pelham annexed the 
area, 

Dunaway said the town intends to

grade and repair the road as soon as 
their motor patrol is fixed, but said he 
would not commit the town to 
maintain the road. 


After last weekend’s heavy rains 
the road is deeply rutted. About four 
inches of mud cover the King’s carport 
from erosion on the steep incline of 
Pelham Heights Road.

the bottom of the mine. After the car 
was filled with water, they think it 
would have been rolled to the mine 
entrance where the water would be 
emptied. 

The other car was obviously a 
‘coal car.’ It was similar to the typical 
coal car in design. Still filled with the 
coal that the unknown miners in the 
long ago had laboriously dug from the 
earth, it had apparently been hurriedly 
abandoned. 

Picks, hammers and a coal wedge, 
the miners’ tools, were found near the 
car where the workers must have 
dropped them when they made their 
sudden departure. 


The cars, the track and the tools 
were covered with mud and water 
when they were found, The water is 
probably what preserved them, 
steelmen believe. 

They theorize that water seeping 
into the mine, covered them soon after 
they were abandoned. Wind and 
weather then slowly filled the mine 
passages with dirt and effectively kept 
out air which would have caused 
deterioration. 


When the cars were found on May 
4, they were immediately taken to the 
carpentry shop at U.S. Steel’s Oak 
Grove mine in Jefferson County where 
they were painstakingly restored and 
guarded. 

At the same time the abandoned 
mine shafts were being carefully’ 
explored. The evidence indicates that 
the mine was built by people who had! 
little experience in coal mine 
construction, and who were extremely 
limited in men and equipment. 

U.S. Steel engineers are finding 


that the miners started along the 
natural coal outcrop at ground level 
and worked their way underground on 
a 10 degree slope for about 75 feet at 
several different points. It appears 
they had no system for ventilating the 
passages. There are at least five 
different openings, and not all of the 
underground workings are connected. 


U.S. Steel spokesmen told the 
Shelby County Reporter that to their 
knowledge the company had never 
before come across a mine such as this, 
and had never found such unusual 
manmade artifacts in any of its mining 
operations throughout the country. 

As word of the discoveries began 
to spread this week, historians and 
museums started calling U.S. Steel 
expressing great interest. 

The company is well aware of the 
historical importance of the find, and 
the top echelons of management will 
be involved in the decisions on how 
and where the cars will be put on 
public display. 

U.S. Steel Company has owned 
the property since just before 1900. 
None of the deeds or records in the 
company’s possession indicate any 
hint of this early mine. Other 
historical accounts indicate that the 
Ghoulson seam (which is the seam at 
Gurnee) was mined before the Civil 
War, but the seam is extensive, and the 
histories do not record where the 
mining occurred. 

Nearly all mining operations 
stopped after the war. In 1889 T.H. 
Aldrich opened a mine at Gurnee and 
also built the railroad through there, 
but Aldrich’s records do not show this 
mine.

The Shelby County Commission 
has received a grant of nearly 
$100,000 to continue seven county 
CETA programs until October 1. 

The commission agreed to 
administer the grant to allow local 
government agencies whose CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act) grants expired May 31 
to continue their programs. 

Commission administrative 
assistant Carlton Franks said the 
money is not earmarked, but will be 
given first to those agencies with 
existing CETA grants. 

The grant is funded from monies 
left over in county CETA programs. 
State CETA officials added $23,000 to 
the existing funds. 

“Unless the county had taken 
over the program, these grants would 
have been canceled May 31, and the 
money returned to CETA,” Franks 
told the Reporter. 

Funds will go initially to the 
county library for one employee to 
help with cataloguing; to the probate 
office for two people to work 
microfilming county records; 
Columbiana will get three workers for 
cleanup work; Vincent has openings 
for seven cleanup workers; the 
University of Montevallo employs six; 
and the Youth Aid Bureau will have 
four workers. Six jailers will be paid 
under the program after the sheriff's 
department grant expires June 30.

Attention Home shows 
evolution of concern 


The new county Attention Lodge 
was officially dedicated Sunday, to the 
children it will serve. 

The opening of the lodge is yet 
another testimony to the interest and 
care the people of Shelby County have 
always shown to children in various 
kinds of misfortune and trouble, 
The property was donated and over 
$11,000 worth of labor and materials 
were donated to prepare the building. 

This new lodge is for older 
children who are in need of 
supervision. Another home is being 
built, with public donations, for 
abused and neglected children. 

Both of these are welcome 
additions to the child care scene. 

But lest newcomers to Shelby 
County get the idea that Shelby 
Countians were callous to the needs of 
children in the past, let us set the 
record straight. 

Laws have changed, society has 
changed, more money has become 
available, theories on care for the 
troubled child have changed, but 
children in Shelby County have, to 
this writer’s knowledge over the last 
30 years, been cared for in the very 
best manner that was possible at the 
time. 

Under the former Welfare 
Department, now the Deparment of 
Pension and Securities, social workers 
were always available around the clock 
for emergenices, 

Many a Sunday, weekend and 
holiday the director of the department 
of a child welfare worker was called on 
to arrange emergency care, calling 
relatives, buying food or clothing, 
driving children long distances, 
working with family mental health and 
drinking problems, or whatever was 
needed, 

Many local individuals and clubs 
could be counted on to come through 
with money when children were 
involved. 

A remarkably good system of 
foster homes was developed where 
children in temporary need could be 
well taken care of. This county’s 
teachers, police and social workers 
worked with children, and many times 
solutions were worked out in the local 
community without the matter ever 
coming to the attention of the courts. 

It was never easy to find an 
adequate temporary shelter for young

people, while their family’s legal or 
health probelms could be resolved, but 
The DPS saw to it that the best possible 
provision was made in each case, 

When homes were unavailable 
locally, the DPS went out of the 
county to homes operated by 
charities, churches or other governing 
bodies. 

The number of youngsters with 
problems has gradually increased along 
with the population growth, and 
increased awareness of social problems 
has caused more people to report 
children in trouble than formerly. 

It was only recently, under the 
new judicial system with its changes 
in juvenile procedures, that the 
rcsponsibility of children in need of 
special attention was shifted to the 
court system. With the change came 
money for more court officers to 
work with the children and_ their 
families. This has been welcome 
assistance indeed to the DPS workers 
who had shouldered the responsibility 
alone for years, 

Another form of assistance to 
children in Shelby County came about 
through federal legislation of the Nixon 
Administration. Faced with crime 
increases in the big cities the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act was 
passed which poured millions of 
dollars into projects throughout the 
country. Rural counties like Shelby 
received many grants, even though our 
crime problem was minimal compared 
with the cities of the nation. 

Without these grants Shelby 
would not have a Youth Aid Bureau or 
the Attention Lodge, in all likelihood. 

The new lodge is a great step 
forward, It will ease the problems of 
the authorities by providing a 
home-like setting for youngsters whose 
own problems need attention. 

The proposed new home for 
abused and neglected children now 
seeking funding in Chelsea will be 
another great boon, both for the 
children and for the authorities who 
are trying to help them. 


These homes will be all the 


stronger for the solid base of tradition 
they are building on. Shelby County’s 
people and agencies have always gone 
for

of Pelham Tuesday 


Residents in a section northeast of 
Pelham voted 81 to 35 Tuesday to be 
annexed into the city. 

The area, including Indian Hills 
and Valley Dale Estates, expands the 
city east to the proposed roadway of 
1-65 and north to Valleydale Road and 
Riverchase. 

Should the annexation have been 
denied, residents in the area would 
have been lacking fire coverage. Since 
the annexation was approved, Pelham 
fire coverage will be extended to cover 
the area. 

Pelham Police have been 
answering certain types of calls in the 
area, but now will be available for full 
coverage in the area,

Census of county’s 
school children 


is state funds basis 


It’s census time again but this 
time only the school age children of 
Shelby County will be counted. 

The Constitution of Alabama 
provides for taking a school census 
every four years. Funds from the 
Alabama Public School Fund for the 
next four years are based on the 
count. 

The census, taken during the 
month of July, must include all 
children between six and 20 and such 
vital information as birthdate, age, sex, 
race, address and parents name and 
addresses. 

The county will be divided into 
seven districts with the high school 
principal in each district acting as 
coordinator. Dr. Norma Rogers will 
serve as coordinator in the Pelham 
district. 

Persons interested in working as 
census takers should contact the 
coordinator in their district. 
Enumerators will receive 50 cents per 
child enumerated between the ages of 
six and 20, 


Summer power rates 
can be expected 


to increase 


Customers of Alabama Power 
Company can expect to see a rise in 
their electric bills this summer 
primarily due to increased 
consumption, according to S.H. 
Booker, marketing vice-president. 

‘Increased wages and benefits 
contained in the recently ratified 
United Mine Workers of America 
(UMWA) contract are also expected to 
increase the cost of electricity 
approximately two percent during 
1978,” Booker said. 

‘‘Additional factors, including 
recent federal laws on surface mining 
reclamation and black lung benefits, 
are expected to increase the cost of 
electricity another four percent. 

“These increased energy costs will 
come at a time when many customers’ 
usage will be up because of the 
increased requirements of air 
conditioning. Therefore, most of the 
increase in summer bills may be a 
result of increased consumption, 
rather than increases in coal costs,” 
Booker said. 

“If, for example, a customer’s 
usage rises from 1,000 kilowatt hours 
(kwh) to 1,500 kwh during the 
summer, his bill would increase (using 
average estimated figures) a total of 
$20.60, $1.10 of which would be 
attributable to the effects of the 
UMWA contract, new federal mining 
legislation, and the effects of inflation 
on coal costs, The biggest portion of 
the increase, $19.50, would be caused 
by increase usage. 

‘These figures are purely 
estimates based on current 
assumptions because the effect of the 
new federal laws on coal prices is very 
uncertain,” Booker added.

The occasion was the Bureau’s 
quarterly in-service training program 
held at the resident lake cottage of Mr. 
and Mrs, Ed Craig in Helena. 

Dr. Bridges is Director of the 
Counseling Center at the University of 
Montevallo, Subject of the two hour 
program was “‘Effective Group 
Counseling”’. 

Dr. Bridges re-inforced the fact 
that, ““When you are counseling with a 
young person, you are automatically 


dealing also with the effects and™ 
consequences of youth’s parents, 
grand-parents, etc. A good group 
counselor must have a comfortable 
style of conducting her group to 
establish trust with each client.” 

In concluding, she said, “it 
concerns me deeply to see so many 
young people having to meet today’s: 
educational requirements while coping” 
with emotional conditions. Having 
come to Montevallo from Mississippi 
State University, while the percent of 
students with emotional conflicts is 
about the same, the smaller size of 
Montevallo gives me a beautiful 
opportunity to develop the 
framework within our faculty to 
more readily identify and successfully 
meet the needs of troubled youth’’.

UAB doctor warns pregnant women ¢ 


smoking directly affects child 


“Why start life under a cloud? 
Smoking is harmful to your baby’s 
health. Quit for the both of you.” 

This American Cancer Society 
poster sternly greets patients at the 
University of Alabma in Birmingham 
(UAB) Prenatal Clinics. Its warning is 
backed by strong advice from the 
director of the maternal and fetal 
medicine division of the Department 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology. 

“There is no question that women 
who smoke during pregnancy have a 
higher incidence of miscarriages, 
stillbirths, deaths of newborns, and 
their babies are more likely to be in 
the low weight classification,” says Dr, 
John F, Huddleston. 

Dr. Huddleston cites an 
announcement last year by the 
prestigious New England Journal of 
Medicine that the rate of miscarriage 
for women who smoke is twice that of 
those who do not smoke, He also 
points out that children born of 
smokers are more likely to have 
malformations. 

“*These statistics are becoming 
available at a time when the number of 
women who smoke is one the rise,” he 
says. “Most of the increase in smokers 
is among women who are entering the 
prime childbearing ages. 

‘These young women should 
know they are endangering their 
babies as well as themselves.” 

He says at age seven, children of 
mothers who smoke when pregnant 
are an average of three-fourths of an 
inch shorter than their peers, and are 
three months behind in reading skills. 
“It is also true that a child who grows 
up in a home where there is smoking is 
more likely than other children to 
have frequent, prolonged colds and 
other respiratory infections for which 
he will spend more time out of 
school,” Dr. Huddleston says. 

Dr. Huddleston describes three 
ways that tobacco smoking may harm 
the fetus: 

Smoke contains nicotine, which 
decreases the blood flow - and thus 
the amount of oxygen and nutrients — 
to the unborn; 

Smoke contains high quantities of 
carbon monoxide, which reduces the 
amount of available oxygen as much as 
one-fourth for the baby. 


Smoking depresses the mother’s 


appetite, which may reduce the 
nutrient intake for herself and her 
unborn child. 

Dr. Huddleston says “Smoking, 
women frequently gain much less 
weight than non-smoking women in 
pregnancy, and they use this an an 
excuse to continue their habit. This 
may be detrimental, because more 
problem pregnancies occur when the 
mother’s gain is less than the 25 or so 


pounds we recommend,” he notes... . 

“For the mothers, there are other 
dangers. Smoking may be associated 
with earlier menopause and premature 
aging of the skin. More importantly, it 
is definitely linked with heart attacks 
- especially if the woman is taking 
birth control pills — and is the major 
cause of chronic lung disability and 
lung cancer,’” says the associate 
professor of medicine. 


Tourists should check 


auto policy before trip 


Auto vacationers this summer 
should keep their insurance in mind 
when traveling in other countries. 


In Canada, tourists having 
American insurance policies are 
covered, All the standard insurance 
policies in current use in the U.S. 
provide coverage in Canada. A 
motorist must carry evidence of 
financial responsibility when driving in 
the Canadian provinces, The provincial 
governments provide a “Non-resident 
Inter-Province Motor Vehicle Liability 
Insurance Card” or “yellow card” 
which is available through U.S, 
insurance agents and brokers. 

But auto vacationers heading 


south of the border must carry an auto 
insurance policy written by a company 
based in Mexico. A motorist without, a 
Mexican auto liability policy who is 
involved in an accident may be 
imprisoned and have his or her car 
impounded, 

Agents of Mexican insurance 
companies are found in virtually dll’ 
American cities on or near the border.’ 
A short term “Special Automobile 
Policy for Tourists” provides the 
proper protection. 

Along with a Mexican insuragh 
policy, tourists should secure a listif¥g 
of agents and adjusters who represent 
the company and their location in 
Mexico. "

On Shelby County crops 


Farmer’s strike has little effect 


by Rhodes Johnston 
The farm strike of the American 
Agriculture Movement appears to have 
little effect on Shelby County cotton 
acreage. 


County Agent John Jones told the 
Reporter that just over 4,000 acres of 
cotton have been planted in the 
county this year. This is about 200 
acres short of last year’s crop. 


Wet weather has delayed soy bean 
planting, but Jones said that if 
scheduled planting is not curtailed, 
Shelby County should have slightly 
more soy bean acreage this year than 
last. 


“The farm strike does not seem to 
have had much effect in Shelby 
County,” said Jones. “Some farmers 
cut their production, but others 
increaded production.” 


County American Agriculture 
Movement (AAM) leaders, Sam 
Flourey, Albert Datcher and Sam 
Kidd, kept their vows to cut 
production, though not by 50 percent 
as earlier predicted. However, their 
sacrifice will apparently have little 
effect on the total crop, or on prices. 


After failing to get parity 
legislation in Congress, the AAM tried 
to get farmers to pledge to plant only 
50 percent of last year’s crop, in an 
effort to drive up crop prices. 


Several local farmers went to 
Washington in January to push for 
farm subsidies that would guarantee 
farmers a break-even price. Detailed 
stories on it appeared in the 
Reporter at the time. 


When their bill was defeated in 
the House of Representatives after 
President Carter threatened a veto, the 
farmers said they would withhold 
production. However, when planting 
time arrived, most apparently decided 
that they would have to make a crop 
or risk losing their farms to mortgage 
holders. 


Meanwhile, the AAM has opened 
an office in Washington and settled 
down for a long fight to try and raise 
prices from the current low levels that 
they say are bankrutping the American 
farmer.

When the water car was rolled into the water at the bottom of a mine, the 
force of the water would open the trap door and the water would rush in. 
When the car was filled, the force from inside would close the door and the car 
could be rolled outside the mine. 


‘Amazing workmanship’ 


“You stand back and look at 
these cars, and you’re amazed at the 
workmanship. It’s fascinating how 
they used the water car.” 

These are the words of D.F. 
Boshell, Superintendent of U.S. Steel’s 
Oak Grove mine, as he talked about 
the cars the company found at Gurnee 
when they discovered a long 
abandoned coal mine. 

Boshell, whose daily work is to 
oversee the world’s most modern 
mining equipment get coal out of the 
ground, spoke in a tone mixed with awe 
and reverence for the men who built 
and used the little wooden cars and 
wooden tracks in Shelby County more 
than a century ago. 

His tone was shared by all people 
of U.S. Steel whom the Reporter 
talked with when we photographed 
the cars for this article, 

General maintenance foreman 
E.R. “Bob” Sizemore, Electricians J.J. 
Bradley and Doyle Wiley, and 
Repairman-carpenter James Hall 
brought the cars and rails from the 
carpentry shop where they had been 


restored, and lifted them on and off 


the truck with the care usually 
reserved for a family’s most important 
possessions. 


J.T. O’Neal, District Chief 


Engineer for U.S. Steel’s Southern 
District Raw Materials, and Louie 
Love, District Engineer, who had been 
researching records to discover the 
history of the mine, both expressed 
wonder and respect for the men who 
had to wrest coal from the ground 
with such meager equipment. 

O’Neal noted, “‘It was probably 
done as a result of war pressures. They 
had very little to work with. To use 
wood rails, wedges and pegs....they 
must not have had very much choice. 
Hardware must have been hard to 
come by.... It looks like they saved 
every bit of metal they could.” 

“But,” he added, “we’re assuming 
these things. We cannot tell for sure 
what the circumstances were.” 

Most of the men seem to feel that 
only the cause of supplying coal to the 
desperate Confederate founderies 
could have encouraged miners to 
persevere under the conditions they 
had to work with.

Engineers surprised at find 


When Edgar J. Files announced 
last year that U.S. Steel was planning 
to open a new underground coal mine 
at Gurnee in West Shelby County, he 
had no way of knowing the company 
would uncover a unique century-old 
mine and find two priceless hand-made 
mining cars. 

Files, who is general 
superintendent for U.S. Steel’s 
Southern District Raw Materials, told 
the Reporter this week that the 
company’s preliminary excavating 
work had revealed the mine and the 
equipment. Files said the company had 
spent about a month cleaning and 
restoring the cars and tools, and 
considered them a major historical 
find. 

In talks with company officials, 
the Reporter learned that about 100 
feet of dirt was scraped away before 
the five entrances to the mine were 
discovered, This would mean that 
erosion over a long time had covered 
them. 

U.S. Steel is planning its new mine 
entrance in almost the same location 
as the old mine. 

The openings were filled with dirt 
and debris, The company set safety 
timbers in the openings, and installed 
some ventilation to make it safe 


enough to send men in to investigate. 


What they found was a primitive mine, 
dug in an irregular way, with little 
evidence that the men who built it had 
access to the mining knowledge of the 
1800's. 

The company has now almost 
completed its search through the 
tunnels of the mine. 

J.Y. O’Neal, District Chief 
Engineer, told the Reporter that the 
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extent of the mining operation was 
about 900 feet from one end to the 
other with individual tunnels going 
underground about 75 feet each. 

He estimates that not much more 
than 2,000 tons of coal were extracted 
from the mine. The handmade coal car 
that was found contained about 600 
pounds of coal. With the equipment 
available, U.S. Steel officers estimate 
the mine could only turn out about 
half a ton of coal a day per man, 
compared with 15 to 20 tons per man 
in today’s technology. 

The cars and the rails were made 
of chestnut, a wood that was common 
in the 1800’s but that was wiped out 
by blight in the early part of this 
century. Wooden pegs and wedges 
were used to put the cars and rails 
together., with metal reserved only for 
the most necessary parts. Cross ties on 
the rails were made of small tree 
trunks. One piece of wood in the 
water car was 17 inches wide, 
indicating a massive chestnut tree. 

The iron wheels were still intact 
when the cars were found, but no 
foundry marks are on them. U.S. Steel 
spokesmen think the wheels may have 
been made in Selma during the Civil 
War. The wheels are 12 inches in 
diameter, and the wheels on the water 
car are still capable of turning. The 
wheels on the coal car however, are 
not. 

In restoring the coal car, new 
metal strips had to be used, but the 
outline of the original metal strips was 
clearly marked on the wood. 

Robert A. Dietz, District Mining 
Engineer, was in charge of operations 
at the site when the openings were 
discovered,

Evidence indicates Civil War effort 


In support of the theory that the 
mining was for Civil War production: 

1. The miners at Gurnee 
apparently did not have access to the 
materials and technology that were in 
use in other mines of the time. 

A. Wood would not have been 
used for rails and for pegs in the cars 
except under extreme conditions of 
shortage of metal. 

B. Steam operated pumps to 
drain the water out of the mines had 
been common in mines since the 
1700's. Unable to get a pump under 
wartime conditions, the men invented 
the “water car.” 

2. The coal car was already loaded 
and ready to go. Why was it 
abandoned in the mine? A Yankee 
raid? The threat of one? The end of 
the war? 

3. Under circumstances other than 
war the owners would logically have 
taken out the equipment and closed 
the mine in an orderly way. 

4. The Confederate government 
exempted any man from service in the 
army if he could organize as many as 
20 slaves to operate a coal mine. If the 
Gurnee mine were started under such 
an arrangement, the organizer would 
probably have little interest in 
continuing the mine after the war 


ended - and little interest in keeping 
records. 

5. No formal records of this early 
Gurnee mine exist - or at least could 
not be found by U.S. Steel during the 
month the company has been 
researching the matter. No deeds or 
claims appear to be in any public 


records. Kenneth Penhale, a founder 
of the Shelby County Historical 
Society told the Reporter at press time 
he has found mention of a mine 
operating in this location during the 
Civil War period in the writings of 
Joseph Squire, a mining engineer who 
lived at Helena.

According to Dr. Perry, the young 
of all animals are bonded to their 
mothers in the first hours after birth.

Recent studies indicate that 
humans are no different from other 
animals. If they are deprived of their 
mothers in sterile nurseries after birth 
they may have trouble socializing later 
in life. 

Pediatricians Klaus and Kenner 
have published experiments that 
indicate that mothers who are 
deprived of early interaction with their 
babies are apt to have maternal 
instincts dulled. 

In addition the expectant mother 
need not be moved to a delivery room 
in the advanced stages of labor. 

The length of hospital stays has 
been substantially reduced for mothers 
using the new family birthing centers. 

Typically a mother spends three 
days in the hospital. Unless 
complications arise, a mother can be 
out of the hospital in 12 hours where 
the family oriented system is used. 

Dr. Perry said he would be able to 
deliver 12 babies a day when the 
ob/gyn is fully operational. 

For mothers with complications, 
or those who prefer traditional 
hospital methods, conventional labor 
and delivery facilities will be offered. 

The heart of the new family 
birthing room is the Borning Bed, 
which adjusts to accomodate delivery, 
as well as providing connections for 
fetal monitoring. 

A new facility is being 
constructed and equipped at a cost of 
$436,000. Shelby Memorial is 
financing the ob/byn unit from 
hospital reserves.

Shelby County’s expectant 
mothers have had to go to 
Birmingham doctors and 
hospitals for over a year, since 
local doctors decided to 
discontinue offering pre-natal 
care and delivering babies at 
Shelby Memorial. 

The hospital board of 
directors closed the hospital’s 
delivery section and voted to 
build the type of department 
that is described in this article. 
Construction was delayed to give 
Drs. Perry and Hanes time to 
complete their previous 
commitments, and come to 
Shelby County.

limit summer anglers’ excuses

Stripe are running on Logan Mar- 
tin and Lay Lake according to 
reports, and gar are heading for the 
beds. That’s pretty good news if you 
like catching fish or shooting them 
with arrows. 

This is the time of year when 
bowhunters can have as much fun 
on the water as anglers and they 
both seem to get what they want. 

Anglers can catch and eat stripe 
and archers can shoot gar. 

Bowhunters can’t very well prac- 
tice shooting fish, but anglers can 
practice their casting skill. If your 
friend has a swimming pool, you 
can turn it into a practice fishing 
hole. 

A pool is a handy place for bet- 
tering your casting skill and learning 
how to retrieve various types of 
lures. 

Each kind of fishing lure has its 
own particular action. The only way 
you can learn how to use that action 
properly is to watch the lure in the 
water. Using a swimming pool, you 
can cast and retrieve all you want, 
changing rhythm, speed and rod 
movement to achieve the action you 
want. 

It’s also possible to improve your 
casting accuracy with a few home- 
made plastic rings that float. Build 
them out of flexible tubing which 
you can form into circles of dif- 
ferent sizes. Tape the open ends 
together and float the rings in the 
pool. 

If they start drifting, attach a line 
with some weight to hold them in 
place. Practice tossing some lures 
into the various circles and you'll 
soon notice a definite improvement 
in your casting ability which will 
really aid you in getting into the 
tight spots on the real water. 

Just be sure while you’re prac- 
ticing in the pool that you don’t 
snag any bikinis on the backcast. 


How to raise fishworms 


While talking about getting ready 
for some serious fishing, have you 
ever noticed how hard it is to find a 
fishing worm in July? Well, a simple 
solution is to dig your summer’s 
worm supply now. All you need is a 
garden fork, a bucket and a little 
time. 

Start at stream level around any 
stream and progress away from the 
water with test digs. When you find 
a bunch, change your digging direc- 
tion to remain on the same plane 
away from the water.

On top of this, place a 
couple of inches of course gravel 
and then shovel in about 10 inches 
of loose soil. 

Add dry leaves, straw, and other 
plant debris to keep the soil loose. 
Moisten the soil lightly and put in 
your worms.

HUNTING 
AND FISHING

The* suddenness of May in five 


deaths on Alabama’s inland waters 
points up the sharp need to em- 
phasize water and boating safety. 

Our public waterways are 
becoming more and more like busy 
highways. I guess there must be four 
to five times as many persons cam- 
ping, fishing and boating as there 
were in the ’20’s. Accelerated cam- 
psite development, boat launching 
ramp construction on our rivers and 
large impoundments have 
stimulated more water based 
recreation. Our highways and our 
vehicles have become so updated we 
can go almost anywhere with little 
effort, 

The souped-up engines that 
propel our plastic-hard boats are 
nothing but a ‘‘come on”’ signal to 
many who base their superiority as 
anglers or boatmen by the rated hor- 
ses of their outboard motors. I 
heard a fellow at a marine store 
recently say, ‘tI have a 175 h.p. now 
but I’m going to the new 235 job.’’ 

However, a 50 h.p. machine may 
Ms that 16-footer along easily at 
35 mph. That’s even too fast if a 
submerged stump suddenly looms in 
sight about 10 feet ahead. 

Did you ever realize that highly 
rated engine burns two or three 
times the amount of fuel as a 
smaller engine that will attain the 
same reasonable speed? We have 
gone overboard on automobile h.p. 
However, a quietus is hovering over 
cubic inches of piston displacement 
in car engines. One day the same 
governor may be clamped on marine 
engines. Just think -- the power 
today above that propellor may be 
higher than either of the two cars 
you own! 

1 called my friend, Jim Merrihew 
of the Water Safety Division, Dept. 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources and got quick answers to 
questions that popped into my mind 
about water accidents. 

From October 1, ’77 to April, ’78 
there were 29 water accidents in the 
state. Of these 15 were fatal and you 
can add on five more to make a total 
of 20 because of fatalities through 
May 22 or 23. There were only 16 
deaths for the same seven months’ 

riod in ’76 and ’77. : 

What types of accidents take the 
greatest toll? First, capsized boats 
claimed seven lives, and that in- 
creased to 11 in late May; falling 
overboard, five; sinking boat, three. 
Finally, there is collision of a 
moving boat with a fixed object. 
There were several accidents but no 
fatalities. 

Undoubtably the increase in boat 
numbers and boat ownership is par- 
tilly responsible for the accident

rate. In 1956, 65,000 boats were 
registered in Ala. In 1977 the figure 
was 172,031. This last figure is 
growing by eight to 10 additional 
boat registrations annually. 

But Capt. Merrihew pointed out 
something most of us haven’t con- 
sidered -- the requirement of water 
training and testing. You can buy a 
car, but you can’t drive it legally on 
a public road until you take a 
driving test and pass a written 
examination. Then you apply for a 
driving license. 

On the other hand, you can buy 
and register a boat without any ex- 
perience and shove it through public 
waters at breakneck speed without 
any prior experience or without 
taking a boat driving test or written 
examination. I guarantee a great 
number of boat owners and boat 
handlers don’t know buoy iden- 
tification patterns or the rules of the 
**road’”’ on public waters. 

And you wonder why some 
people are afraid to be afloat?

At 7 a.m. Andy and I were on the 
quarterdeck of the USS Coronado, 
anchored in the harbor at Naples, 
Italy.

Councilman Frank Owen pointed out 
those wrecker services listed their 
bases of operation with businesses in the 
city boundaries making them eligible. 

Police Chief Howell Horn gave his 
department’s report for May and told 
of a plan he is working on to reroute 
loaded pole-carrying trucks around 
Columbiana. “If we can get these pole 
trucks out of town we can get rid of a 
lot of problems,” he said. 

The plan involves making loaded 
trucks use the bypass on their way to 
the treatment plant and moving a 
power pole on Water Street so trucks 
can turn without bumping it. 

Wayne Holcombe, presently a 
dispatcher for Columbiana will go to 
the Police Academy June 18. 

Assistant Chief Mickey Kirkland 
suggested the city needs a private 
property reckless driving ordinance. 
He said the police had received many 
complaints of reckless driving in 
church parking lots as well as local

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History recalled during reunion of old Pelham School

Mrs. Lucas was a 
teacher at Pelham School while her two 
daughters, Sue DeBoer and Ann 
Walker, were pupils there. 

Hostessing the reunion with Mrs. 
Lucas were Mrs. Margaret Booth of 
Helena, a past teacher, and Mrs. Sarah 
Walker of Alabaster, a past teacher and 
principal. Other past teachers present 
‘were Mrs.Elizabeth Denny Pool and 
Mrs. Margarete Coates Busby. Mrs. 
Cooper Cummins, who ran the school 
lunchroom for years, was also on hand 


t->to renew old acquaintances. 


Tables, chairs, a tub of lemonade 
and coolers of ice and soft drinks were 
placed among the trees near the 
summer house. One long table held the 
contents of dozens of picnic baskets 


_ and boxes. On tables at the other end 
~ of the lawn, Mrs, Lucas had placed her 
6: tensive collection of old school 


hotographs, scrap books and school 
Year Books. All through the afternoon

The first Pelham School Year 
Book was printed in 1949, and in it 
Mrs. Zora Dunaway, a former P.T.A. 
President, gave a brief sketch of the 
history of the school. One scrap book

deceased, who shared their reminiscences 
and gave some history information. 

The first school in Pelham of one 
large room and a small music room, 
was built in the 1870s, near the L & N 
Railroad and the Ashville/Montevallo 
dirt road. The teacher was Mr. Joel 
McKeller. “Each morning,” recalled 
Mr. Forest Oates in his letter, “She 
would have all his pupils circle around 
him to teach them the notes of 
music...” 

Enrollment in this school was 
around 40 to 50 pupils, including 
Densons, Costs, Coates, Cross, Powers, 
Lees, Powells, Paynes and Bishops. 


Former students recalled that the 
school was a two story building which 
was torn down by a storm and 
rebuilt. The Presbyterian Church was 
destroyed by the same storm. Mrs. 
Mary Payne Sillery’s letter added the 
information that the second building 
was hit by lightening one night and a 
corner was torn off it. Another 
building was erected then which had 
“‘nice desks with dark red tops and ink 
wells. They were fun for the boys to 
put the girls’ pigtails in....”” Mrs. Sillery 
also recalled the time her daddy came 
to the school to get her to go see 
Teddy Roosevelt as he passed through 
Pelham on the train, 

Former Justice of the Peace, the 
late John P. Lee, began his school days 
at Pelham in 1901 or 1902, and 
carried his lunch in a bucket. There 
were nails in the back of the little one 
room school to hang the buckets on, 
he recalled. Schools operated only 
four to six months each year, and the 
teacher was paid one dollar a year. 

The two-story school was located 
where Mrs. Gaude Fortenberry’s house 
now stands between Pelham Baptist

Church and County Highway 52. For 
awhile, school was held in a house 
nearer the railroad tracks the 
house where Mr. and Mrs, J.T. Shelton 
now live. Mrs. Walker says this is 
where she first taught in 1930. Mrs. 
Myrtle Johnson was the only teacher, 
holding classes in one room of her 
home. Mrs. Walker was hired because a 
second teacher was needed. Mrs. 
Shelton, the former Roberta Motes, 
recalls attending classes under Mrs. 
Walker in the room that is now a 
bedroom of her home. 

In 1940 a new school building, 
boasting six rooms plus a large 
auditorium and hall, was completed. 
Mrs, Walker moved to this building to 
become principal in 1942. She 
remained principal and taught sixth 
grade until 1964 when classes at the 
school were discontinued. She then 
taught at Valley School for two years 
before retiring in 1966. 


Mrs. Lucas began teaching at 
Pelham School in 1939 when Mr, J.E. 
Cooper was principal. She first taught 
fifth grade, then moved to the second 
where she remained until classes were 
discontinued. Then she taught at 
Valley School until her retirement in 
1970. 

Mrs. Booth is now teaching first 
grade at Helena School. 

The old Pelham School building 
was used for several years as the 
Pelham Town Hall. In recent years it 
was torn down to make way for a new 
town hall. 

At Sunday’s reunion, the good 
and the bad were recalled. Someone 
was overheard saying to Roy David 
Jowers, Pelham Councilman, ‘Mrs. 
Lucas is calling you.” To which he 
replied jokingly, “Well, I nver used to 
come when she called. Why should I 
now?” Then Mrs. Lucas brought out 
her paddle to demonstrate the way she 
used to handle the young Roy David 
when he disobeyed. 

As a summons to dinner, Mrs. 
Walker rang the same old bell which 
once pealed through the halls and 
playgrounds at old Pelham School, 
calling children to classes and denoting 
recess time or the end of a school day. 

Postcript from the writer: 

As a former student of old Pelham 
School, some of the most cherished 
memories of this writer, are the plays 
our principal, Mrs. Walker, allowed us 
to write and perform on the huge stage 
of that old auditorium during Friday 
morning assemblies. And it was Mrs. 
Lucas, my second grade tedcher, who 
first taught me the joy of creating with 
words, “Write a play,” she told us, 
“pretending that you are some 
object.” What fun I had pretending 
that I was a milk bottle! My play was 
chosen to be “acted out” by the class. 
Right then and there, that little second 
grade girl vowed to become a writer 
someday. Thanks Mrs, Walker and Mrs. 
Lucas; I’m still working at it.

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Job of conservation officer 


is challenging at Oak Mountain

Oak Mountain State Park offers a 
wider variety of activities than many 
state parks and in doing so faces a 
wider range of maintenance and law 
enforcement problems than most. 

As more people crowd into the 
park they create problems park 
officials have not had to face as often 
in the past. 

Oak Mountain is one of three 
Alabama state parks which have a 
designated specialized conservation 
law enforcement officer to control 
special security problems. Oak 
Mountain’s officer is Talmadge Butler, 
former deputy sheriff of Marshall 
County, who came to the park in April 
of 1974. 

As conservation officer, Butler is 
responsible for the security of the park 
facility and the conduct of its guests. 

Butler has one full-time assistant 
and two part-time workers who help 
him patrol the 9,940 acre park area. 
Since Oak Mountain experiences more 
problems than other parks, the state 
provides a heavier concentration of 
equipment to aid in security. Two 
patrol vehicles, electonic sirens, blue 
lights and security screens for 
transporting prisoners are among the 
equipment provided. 

He has to deal with such problems 
as drug and alcohol abuse, robberies, 
and fire protection. 

Butler thinks Oak Mountain has 
more varied park violations because of 
the nature of the park, “Other parks 
are more of an overnight place. We are 
a day area. People come here to spend 
the day.” 

Parks today are faced more and 
more often with drug and alcohol use 
among its visitors, he said. Oak 
Mountain is no exception to this trend 
but Butler believes the situation is 
being kept under control. 

“You either have more of the 
problem or see more of the problem,” 
he said. “We see the problems and try 
to plan ahead.” 

“Our intention is to keep a 
wholesome atmosphere in the park,” 
he said. “If a group comes in with 
alcohol, we ask them to get rid of it or 
leave.” 

“We don’t want people visiting to 


have to worry about somebody drunk 
coming through and running over 
them,” he said. 

The conservation officer has the 
power to arrest visitors at the park 
who violate rules such as no alcohol or 

edrugs on the grounds, exceeding the 
speed limit, and stealing or vandalizing 
the park property. 

“IT don’t think we have a 
reputation for being a rowdy place,” 
he said, 

His duties include some park 
ranger type actions such as checking 
for fishing permits, preventing littering 
and patroling hiking trails. 

The park contains 35 miles of 
hiking trails which can often be 
treacherous, 

“There have been two accidents at 
Peavine Falls this year. That’s the first 
falls in four years,” Butler said. 

Butler is also concerned with fire 


protection for the park which has been 
a busy job this year. In March, fires 
started by arsonists claimed 3,500 
acres of timber adjoining Oak 
Mountain and 250 acres actually inside 
the park. Butler and volunteers from 
the park helped fight the fires on the 
park’s borders. 

There is a paradox involved in 
the conservation officer’s job. He must 
maintain law and order yet make the 
guests want to return to the park for 
another visit. Even though a visitor 
might violate a park rule Butler still 
sees him as a valued customer and 
treats him as such, 

Butler says he usually tries to 
correct the behaviour of the visitors 
rather than arrest them. 


“There are problems,” he said, 


‘‘but we're really trying to keep 
everything safe for the families who 
visit.”

State’s only solar office 
opens in Montevallo 


Alabama Power Company officially 
opened its Solar Energy 
Demonstration Office in Montevallo 
on Wednesday, June 14. 

Dozens of local and state dignitaries 
were on hand with officials of the 
Power Company to help dedicate the 
new building. An open house was held 
throughout the afternoon. 

The triangular, split-level building, 
which houses the operations of the 
company’s Montevallo District, is 
designed to be highly energy efficient, 
and its heating, cooling, and domestic 
water heating system is solar assisted. 
Flat plate solar collectors mounted on 
the roof collect the sun’s energy to 
heat circulating water which is stored 
until needed. An estimated 40 percent 
of the building’s requirements for 
heating, cooling, and water heating 
will be provided by the sun. 

According to Power Company 
spokesmen, solar energy is generally 
feasible for heating and cooling 
purposes only when __ effective 
conservation measures are used. The 
innovative architectural design of the 
Montevallo building reflects several 
energy-saving features. The windows 
which are only on the south wall are 
slanted and fitted with fins and 
overhangs so that the sun does not 
shine in, making the building easier to 
cool. The walls and roof are heavily 
insulated, and the use of a 
task-oriented lighting system also 
contributes to reduced energy 
requirements. The project will

The Montevallo office building is 
part of a national commercial solar 
demonstration program sponsored by 
the U.S. Department of Energy. 
Alabama Power was the first 
investor-owned public utility in the 
country to participate in this program 
which was developed to stimulate the 
growth of the solar industry. 

The building, located on Main 
Street, houses a solar information 


center which will be open to schools, 
clubs and other groups, and the 
general public. Group tours of the 
facility can be arranged by reservation 
by calling the solar coordinator at 
665-1221. 


In addition to its value as a solar 
demonstration facility, the project will 
also. perform a data collection 
function. A computer at NASA 
Marshall Space Flight Center in 
Huntsville will monitor selected 
components of the solar system, and 
engineers will evaluate the information 
to find better ways of utilizing solar 
energy. 


Through this project, Alabama 
Power hopes to assess the potential 
contribution of solar energy. Company 
spokesmen say it is true that at least 


through the end of this century, 
reliance must be placed primarily on 
fossil-and nuclear-generated electricity, 
but it is the utility industry’s hope 
that solar energy can play a significant 
role in the energy future, 

The new building received an award 
for energy efficiency from the 
Southeastern Electric Exchange and an 
architectural design excellence award 
from the Birmingham Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects.

Groups join forces to fight Alabama litter

A potentially powerful anti-liter 
coalition is being forged in Alabama. 

Faced with the mounting costs of 
our throwaway society, revulsion at 
the mountain of non-returnable 
beverage containers littering Alabama 
roadways is giving way to concrete 
proposals and effective lobbying. 

Last Friday the Association of 
County Engineers of Alabama 
endorsed a resolution, drafted by 
Shelby County Engineer James Ray, 
calling for required deposit of all 
beverage containers sold in the state. 

Environmental groups such as the 
Sierra Club, Alabama Conservancy, 
and the Audubon Society, which have 
pushed for bottle deposit laws for 
esthetic and health reasons, now have 
a powerful ally in the engineers’ 
association. 

“The problem of roadside litter is 
accelerating throughout our great 
state, detracting from its natural 
beauty and adding to stream pollution 
thereby presenting an unfavorable 
image to those visiting or passing 
through Alabama, as well as 
continuing to create hazardous 
working conditions for our state, 
county and municipal employees and 
equipment engaged in eS 


mowing operations,” reads 
resolution sent to ranking pa 
politicians. 


The engineers point out that the 
state has a right to pass laws 
encouraging returnable

Harpersville actions delay well

Harpersville’s much needed 
drinking water has been delayed again 
because the town failed to coordinate 
its well drilling with the state health 
department's division of public water 
supply. 

The town has a new well that has 
Successfully test-pumped 150 gallons 
per minute, but the health department 
“ has questions about the grouting and 
casing of the well. 

“The project was not coordinated 
like it was supposed to be with our 
engineer,’ said public water 
administrator Joseph Downey. 

“We need to look at the casing 
und grouting. Harpersville didn’t let 
our engineer know when they put it 
in. This is the same mess-up we had on 


their other well,” he said. 
Harpersville’s feisty mayor, J.W. 
Donahoo, said the town had met all 


the requirements. 
““We're just waiting with our 
hands folded,” said the mayor. 
Downey said his department is 
also concerned with the turbidity of 
the sample they collected from the 
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well. 

The sample had about two inches 
of mud in the bottom and the nitrate 
count was high. 

The present well represents the 
sixth attempt of Harpersville to find 
water since the town well collapsed 
into a sinkhole last September. 


Since then, the town has been 
buying water from the neighboring 
system in Westover. 

Last Thursday Harpersville 
residents were without water when a 
main burst in Westover. Customers on 
high ground have had _ insufficient 
pressure to maintain continuous 
service since the well collapsed, 

When Harpersville first started 
buying water the price was $.15 per 
1000 gallons. According to water 
byard chairman D.E. Morris the cost is 
now $.50 per 1000. 

In March the council passed the 
town’s first sales tax and earmarked 
the money for the water system. 

At the June 6 council meeting the 
council approved an increase in the 


The minimum water charge is up from 
$4.00 to $5.75, 

Harpersville is still well short of 
the money it needs to pay for the new 
water supply. 

Assuming that the health 
department approves the present well, 
estimates from Donahoo of the 
amount of money the town will need 
to get the system operable have run as 
high as $100,000. 


The mayor has applied to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for a grant of near that 
amount to build a new pump house 
for the well. 

Others place the cost of tying the 
new well into the system at closer to 
$10,000. This would include the cost 
of a well pump and of laying pipe 
about 1,000 meters to the existing 
pump house. 


That pump house, located on U.S. 
280 just north of the business district, 
was completed in 1975 at a cost of 
over $50,000. HUD granted the water 
board money to put in the pump 
house and the now collapsed well.

Regulations cited as major cause 


of country’s rising housing costs 


The conclusions reached by the 
HUD task force on housing costs have 
put a stamp of approval on what we've 
been saying all along, Ernest A. 
Becker, Sr., president of the National 
Association of Home Builders, said 
today. “‘Unnecessary governmental 
regulations are one of the main causes 
of inflation in housing.” 


At a press conference earlier 
today, HUD Secretary Patricia Harris 
released the report, which identified 
land and financing as the two most 
inflation prone elements in housing. 


“*The report singles out 
government action—through regulation 
and investment decisions—as a major 


cause of limited land supply,” 
Secretary Harris said. In addition, land 
development costs have risen sharply 
in recent years primarily because of 
“costly regulations” and because the 
cost of such things as “streets, sewers, 
and roads, once absorbed by the 
community have now been shifted to 
the developer, who, in turn, passes 
them on to the home buyer.” 

Becker said that NAHB had 
reached similar conclusions in previous 
studies, adding that “time is money to 
builders and that the long delays 
involved in processing a subdivision 
through the local bureauracy now adds 
years to the development process and 
thousane of dollars to the sale price.” 


Furthermore, he noted that the strong 
sentiment against growth in some 
communities has created articial 
shortages of developable land in some 
metropolitan areas, thus pushing up 
the price of a 5,000 square foot lot to 
$40,000. or more in those areas. 

Becker praised the HUD report as 
an “honest and serious look at one of 
our most serious domestic 
problems--providing affordable 
housing for more Americans.” 

Several NAHB members 
participated in the task force report, 
including John Crosland, Jr., a 
Charlotte, North Carolina, builder and 
chairman of NAHB’s Housing Cost 
Committee.

ledger shows surplus 


The town of Wilsonville posted 
healthy surpluses in its general fund, 
water works fund and street fund in 
fiscal 1977 according to an audit 
released at last Monday’s council 
meeting. 

Town assets were up from 
$337,171.89 in 1976 to $347,134.03 
this year. The general fund posted a 
surplus of $13,733.61 last year to 
bring the total surplus for the year 
ending September 30, 1977 to 
$247,134.03. 

This does not mean that Wilsonville 
has a quarter of a million dollars in a 
numbered account at the First 
National Bank. 

Towns do not depreciate capital 
improvements. Thus, the new police 
car the town bought this year for 
about $7,000 will still be included in 
the surplus figure at $7,000 five years 
later when it is traded. The same is 
true for fire equipment, water tanks 
and the town hall. 

The town had an income of 

390.92 in 1977. Alabama Power 

mpany paid Wilsonville $18,000 in 
taxes and $6,000 for a license to 
operate the Wilsonville Steam Plant. 
Other big revenue producers were the 
sales tax which netted $12,054.07; 
fines, $7079.00; and the local beer 
tax, $3,210.53. 

The biggest expense for the year 
was salaries and payroll taxes, 
$14,287.02; followed by auto repair, 


$5878.47, and electricity, $5290.16. 

Wilsonville received $5709 from the 
federal government in revenue sharing 
and anti-recession monies. None of 
this money was spent during fiscal 
1977. 

The water system showed an 
increase to surplus of $6058.48. The 
street fund posted a gain of $2714.88. 
The sewer system lost $147.91. 


In other business, Mayor Austin 
Mitchell reported that Sen. Lister 
Proctor had asked him not to send a 
letter to the Public Service 
Commission requesting elimination of 
the town’s telephone mileage rates 
until Proctor had talked with PSC 
officials in Montgomery. 


Mitchell reported that painting and

violates city’s zoning

The city of Helena has filed a suit 


against Country Mobile Homes of 


Pelham and Alabaster. The city 
contends that a home moved to its 
present location in Sunnybrook 
Estates is in violation of the zoning 
ordinances. 

City officials say the structure in 
question was transported on wheels to 
a lot in the subdivision where it was to 
be placed on a_ concrete block 


foundation. According to city 
officials, the zoning ordinance 
specifically prohibits any type of 


home “designed for transportation 
after fabrication.” Such a structure is 
classified as a mobile home or trailer 
home and is confined to locations such 
as trailer parks. 

Owners of the © structure’ in 
Sunnybrook contend it is not a trailer 


home but rather a modular home, 

During last Monday’s city council 
meeting, officials passed an ordinance 
excluding modular homes in the city 
at the urging of homeowners in 
Sunnybrook Estates. 

A meeting was held Tuesday 
between city officials and _ the 
structures owners to determine the 
classification of the home. 

City officials determined since the 
structure was transported to 
Sunnybrook on wheels it should be 
called a house trailer. A registered 
notice was sent to Country Mobile 
Homes giving the owners 72 hours to 
remove the home. 

Helena Mayor Charles Penhale said 
the structure is “‘still there” and that 
attorney Frank Ellis had been asked to 
file a petition for lawsuit against the 
structure’s owners, Joe Carrier.

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Light thrown on coal mine mystery 


by Marcia M. Sears 


The lost coal mine, found at Gurnee 
last month, probably ceased operation 
between March 29 and 31, 1865. 

Dr. Justin Fuller, Professor of 
History at the University of 
Montevallo, and an authority on coal 
mining history, told the Reporter that 
his studies of old diaries and records 
would indicate one of those three days 
us the date the men abandoned the 
mine, never to return. 

The old mine, with five entrances, 
was uncovered last month when U.S. 
Steel was preparing to construct a new 


mine at Gurnee, in west Shelby 
County. It has excited the 
imaginations of the entire area, 


especially with the discovery of tools, 
two wooden cars, and wooden rails in 
the back of the mine tunnels. The 
mystery of who operated it and how 
the coal was moved, have been 


partially solved by the studies of Dr. 
Fuller and Kenneth Penhale of Helena.

Dr. Fuller told the Reporter that 
the mine as probably opened by two 
men with the names Brooks and 


. Gainer. He thinks they opened the 


mine in 1863, because that is when the 
Confederate arsenal at Selma increased 
the demand for coal and coke. 

The historian said that in the dairy 
of Joseph Squire, a mining engineer of 
the time, there is mention of this mine 
as producing coal that was hauled 12 
miles by wagon to the railroad at 
Montevallo, From there it was sent to 
Selma. 

Fuller’s guess is that the mine 
continued working until March 29 or 
31 in 1865S. 

The arsenal at Selma continued to 
operate until the fall of Selma, which 
occurred when Wilson’s Raiders 
invaded the city. 

No one knew here Wilson was, 
Fuller says, until he crossed into 
Shelby County, so it would have been 
logical for the men at the old mine at

Did the men process the coal into 
coke before it was hauled way from 
Gurnee? The answer to this question 


may never be answered. Fuller says 
that at some mines the coal was made 


into coke ty digging pits in the 
ground. At Gurnee they may or may 
not have done that, he believes. 

Fuller’s research indicates that the 
coal from the old mine would not have 
been used in blast furnaces, but only 
in foundries or rolling mills. 

He has turned up an interesting 
reference to the cars which U.S. ‘Steel 
men called the “Water Car”. 
Apparently these wooden cars were

used in other mines in the Montevallo 
coal mining area. In the Squire diary 
they are referred to as “boxes” in a 
mine operated by William P. Brown. 

The cars were used to get 
accumulated water out of the mines, 
and as described in last week’s 
Reporter story, the pressure of the 
water opened a little door and the car 
filled with water. It would then have 
been rolled out of the mine on tracks. 

Interestingly, their use has not been 
chronicled in other known coal mining 
histories. They may have been 
designed by Shelby County miners, or 
the idea for them may have been 
brought to this country by coal miners 
from England.

(Photo by Marcia 


Office reshuffling raises 


questions about Reynolds Hall

What’s happening to Reynolds Hall? 
Friends and alumni of the University 
of Montevallo raised the question with 
the Shelby County Reporter this week 
when they noticed office furniture 
being moved into the foyer of the 
historic ante-bellum building. 

The foyer has been used for official 
teas and receptions for the past several 
decades and many people associated 
with the University want to see that 
practice continued. 

Dr. James Vickrey, president of the 
University, explained to the Reporter 
that several shifts in office space are 
being made at the university for 
various reasons, but that the foyer of 
Reynolds will still be available for 
receptions, both for university 


functions “and for the use of 


individuals. 

He said that Reynolds will have a 
receptionist in the foyer to help direct 
visitors to the correct offices, and that 
wili be the only change. 

The office of Executive Director of 
University Relations, Dr. John Van 
Valkenberg, has been moved from 
Palmer Hall to Reynolds. The news 
bureau director will be moved from 
Comer Hall to Reynolds to make 
university relations function as more 
of a coordinated effort, Vickrey said. 


But the foyer will not be cut up 
into offices, Vickrey told the 
Reporter 


Palmer Hall is scheduled for major 
renovation, and mew government 
regulations dictate several changes 
there, the president said. One suite of 
offices on the first floor of Palmer will 


have to be remodeled into restrooms, 
to meet these regulations. 
The Dean of Arts and Sciences will 


move to Calkins Hall where the 
President and the in-coming vice 


president have their offices. 

Vickrey noted that bids are to be 
opened for the Palmer remodeling on 
June 22. New regulations require that 
an elevator and “at least a dozen 
state-imposed requirements” will also 
have to be added. “These things are 
running up the price, so that the bids 
may be over the budget originally 
estimated by the architects,” Vickrey 
said. 

But in regard to Reynolds, which 
was renovated several years ago with 
the aid of special grants, Vickrey 
hopes to establish it as a fine arts 
facility in the future.

cleanup costs, in addition 
substantial energy savings. 

A bill similar to Oregon’s Bottle Bill 
was introduced in the Alabama 
legislature in 1976 by Rep. Marilyn 
Quarrels. 

The bill was killed by Gov. George 
Wallace who said he thought the bill 
would cost jobs in Alabama. 

The experience in Oregon has been 
just the reverse. 

According to information provided 
the governor by the county engineers, 
“The operating employment effects of 
the Bottle Bill are a total employment 
increase of 365 jobs, and a total 
annual payroll addition of $1.6 
million.” 

Major provisions of the Oregon 
Bottle Law are: 

* Beer and soft drinks cannot be 
sold in Oregon in non-returnable 
bottles of cans. 

* All containers must be clearly 
marked with their redemption value. 

* A dealer must refund deposits on 
any empty beverage containers of the 
kind, size and brand he sells. 

* A distributor must pick up and 
refund deposits to his dealers on any 
empty beverage container of the kind, 
size and brand he sells. 

* A two-cent refund for standard 
(state certified) reusable containers in 
lieu of the usual five-cent refund for 
cans and non-standard bottles. 

Oregon’s leading brewer has not 
bought any new bottles since the law 
went into effect. 

Environmental groups have made 
contact with the Alabama Farm 
Bureau.

Fifield says his organization is 
developing a land use and 
environmental branch and would 


expect to support an Alabama Bottle 
Bill, should one be introduced.

Ignored traffic tickets may cost your license 


“Some people will find it impossible 
to renew driver’s licenses because they 
had ‘forgotten’ to answer a traffic 
summons,” said Colonel M.L. Hilyer, 
Alabama Department of Public Safety 
Director. “For too long motorists have 
taken a traffic summons lightly. This is 
especially true if a driver has gotten a 
ticket while traveling out-of-state.”’ 

“Alabama driver’s licenses will not 
be renewed if there are any 
outstanding violations on the driver's 
record,” said Major Harold J. 
Hammond, Chief of the Department 
of Public Safety Driver License 
Division. “If a driver receives a ticket 
and ignores a summons to appear in 
court, this Department is notified 
either by an Alabama court or by the 
licensing authority of another state.” 


When Alabama 
Public Safety is 
unsettled ticket, a  pre-suspension 
notice is mailed from the Driver 
License Division. ff the case is not 
settled within 30 days, the driver 
license is suspended until the traffic 
case has been settled. If the license has 


Department of 
notified of the 


/ 
been suspended before the case is 
settled, the driver must pay a $25 
reinstatement fee in order to get his 
license back. 

“If his license has been suspended, 
the driver cannot legally operate a 
motor vehicle. We have asked every 
police officer and every Alabama State 
Trooper to check the license status of 
every motorist stopped even though 
the driver has a license in his 
possession,” Major Hammond said. 
“Through the State computer system, 
this check takes only a short time.” 

If the driver’s license has been 
suspended, the driver faces arrest for 
driving while license suspended and 
can be fined from $25 to $500. In 
order to legally drive again, the driver 
must clear his record by answering 
both charges in court and paying the 
$25 reinstatement fee. 

“Each month during 1977 and 1978 
the courts have sent us about 2,000 
notices concerning drivers who have 
failed to settle traffic cases,” Major 
Hammond said.

I have also been 
told Wright is not a member of the 
National Wild Turkey Federation 
because he feels this group is 
promoting too much turkey hun- 
ting.

Kendricks hold reunion

Descendants of Luther Rice Ken- 
drick, one of the earliest pioneers to 
the K Springs area, met recently in 
that community for a family 
reunion. People came from as far 
away as Atlanta, Georgia and 
Gainesville, Florida to share in 
homecoming services at the Pleasant 
Valley Baptist Church, where the 
early family worshipped, then to 
gather at K Springs in the afternoon 
at the home of B.C. (Clifton) Ken- 
drick, ason of Luther. 

Luther Kendrick was born Sep- 
tember 8, 1852, the third son of 
Isom (or Isham) and Elmira Gilbert 
Kendrick. Isham Kendrick enlisted 
in the Confederate army during the 
War Between the States, but was 
given a medical discharge after only 
three months because of ‘‘Drop- 
sev.’’ He died in 1866, a few months 
bedtore his wife, Elmira, gave birth 
to a daughter, Mary. (Mary grew up 
to marry Bunion Shirley of the 
area.) 

According to Mr. B.C. Kendrick, 

the family lived ‘‘up on the ridge,”’ 
where Highways 280 and 11 (the 
Simmsville Road) now junction, Af- 
ter older sons Elbert and Jud 
married, they moved on down the 
ridge toward what became the East 
Saginaw Settlement. (Their descen- 
dants also live in the area.) In 1873 
Elmire purchased land in the forests 
south of her home, and her 21 year 
old son, Luther, built a log cabin for 
her, his younger brother and sisters 
and himself. Remains of this cabin 
can still be found down in the woods 
behind the K Springs Church of 
God. 
It was near this cabin that springs 
were discovered and used as a sour- 
ce of water supply for many years 
by residents of the community. And 
it was for this family and these 
springs that the settkement was 
called Kendrick-Springs. 

When Luther Kendrick married in 
1882, he brought his bride, the for- 
mer Martha Ann Spearman, to live 
in the cabin with his mother and 
sister, Mary. It was children born to 
Luther and Martha in this little log 
house -- and their children and 
grandchildren -- who met recently 
for a reunion. 

Mr. B.C. Kendrick recalls the log 
house as having ‘‘a big room and a 
back room and two side rooms -- 
and a long kitchen on the back with 
a fireplace.’’ His mother had a loom 
in the kitchen, he says, and he 
helped her make cloth there. 

His older sister, 95 year old Mrs. 
Flora Niven, recalls that the cabin 
was Originally only one room, with 
additional rooms added later. The 
kitchen was ‘‘built separately, just a 
little piece from the house, with a 
walk going out to it.”’

Around 1911, Luther and Matt 
moved from the cabin to a new 
house up on the road near the K 
Springs School, which was built on 
land donated by Luther. Then, B.C. 
Kendrick and his bride, the former 
Effie Stone, moved into the little log 
house to begin another chapter in 
the Kendrick family history. - 

B.C. and Effie Kendrick had 
three daughters: Louise (Mrs. 
Payton Drake) of Atlanta, Georgia, 
Lallage (Mrs. Steve Estock) and 
Kathleen (Mrs. Allen Standifer) 
both of Birmingham. They, along 
with husbands and children, were 
among the group meeting at their 
father’s home for the May 21 
reunion. Their mother, Mrs. Effie 
Kendrick, died in an automobile ac- 
cident six years ago. 

Luther and Martha Kendrick had 
seven children. Only one daughter, 
Ruby, and eldest son, Walter W., 
are deceased. The other five were 
together for the ‘‘Homecoming.”’ 
Walter married Tabitha Moore of 
the Calvary Community and lived in 
the K Springs area until his death in 
1959. Many of their decendants yet 
live in the community. The oldest 
child, Flora, married Austin Niven, 
also of the Chelsea area and now 
lives in Clanton. A granddaughter, 
Lynne Stroud, who is a nurse, lives 
with her and accompanied her on 
the K Springs visit.

“We concluded that there is no 
danger in crossing your highway,” said 
Street. “The median is 31 feet by 60 
feet. You can completely hide a bus in 
that median.” 

Police Chief Dave Watson later 
confirmed that the 40 by 8 foot 
Greyhounds would indeed fit in the 
median but added, “It’s a tight 
squeeze.” 

Councilman Roy Jowers, who 
expressed concern that the council had 
not been consulted when Greyhound

Health committee vetoes clinic

Shelby Memorial’s plans for a 
branch facility in Riverchase were 
rejected last week. 

The Alabama Committee on 
Public Health last week turned down 
both applicants for a primary health 
care facility that was to have been 
located in Riverchase, 

Shelby Memorial Hospital 
received approval in May from the 
Birmingham Regional Health Systems 
Agency (BRHSA) to build a $634,100 
clinic on three acres of land in 
Riverchase. A similar proposal by 
Brookwood Hospital was rejected by 
the BRHSA. 

According to Al Rohling, director 
of the BRHSA, the state committee 
tuled that the proposed facility was 
little more than offices for four 
doctors and could be built cheaper by 
private physicians. 

“The committee said that both 
proposals ‘smacked of socialized 
medicine,’ as if government funds were 
going to be used to pay the doctors,” 
Rohling said. 

Shelby Memorial was to guarantee 


31 by G. J. Tolan for businesses he 
intended to put up on the west side of 
the highway. 

Mayor Davenport estimated that 
the additional 400 feet of 8 inch sewer 
line would cost about $3,500. But 
residents on 11th Ave. who would 
hook on, he noted, would pay a tap on 
fee which would defray the cost. 

After seeking the council’s 
approval of a malt brew beverage 
license for the past five months, 
members of the community’s VFW 
post finally had the request granted. 

Renovation of the building on Ist 
Ave. W where the club is to be set up 
was the panel’s objection to granting 
the license. But Building Inspector 
Milton Allen assured council members 
that a great deal of progress had been 
made and renovation of the front part 
of the structure was almost completed. 

In order that the Police 
Department’s patrol cars, which were 
purchased around the same time, 
won't wear out simultaneously, Police 
Commissioner Wayne Lucas reported 
that bids had been taken for two-new 
units. 

The contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, Sherman Holland Ford 
whose price per unit was $6,496.81. 
Other bidders were Jim Skinner Ford 
and Adamson Ford. 

Following the suggestion of 
Mayor Davenport. the council passed a 
resolution favoring the installation of 
an interchange on I-65 and County 
Road 11. 
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the first two doctors at the facility a 
minimum wage of $50,000 per year, 
but the hospital administrator Richard 
Lind said that the practice was 
standard in the hospital industry and 
that he was sure the two doctors 
would make enough money from the 
clinic so the guarantees’ would not 
have to be paid. 

Rohling pointed out that 14 of 


the 16 members of the committee 
were private physicians and expressed 
concern that the committee might be 
countermanding its own directives 
with the ruling. 

The BRHSA director said that the 
committee had recommended that an 
out patient facility be built in Shelby 
County. 

As envisioned by Shelby 
Memorial, the facility was to be a 
combination outpatient clinic and 
doctor’s offices. Lind said that the 
new clinic would upgrade medical care 
in the county, while at the same time 
expanding Shelby Memorial’s patient 
referral base. He said the facility was a 
new concept aimed at reducing 
hospital costs. 

Rohling said his office made the 
determination to locate the facility in 
Riverchase because that was the fastest 


[PPeowing area in the county. 


Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
has challenged that location, saying 
that the facility was needed more in 
the eastern end of the county. 

Location of a health care facility 
in Riverchase has been a bone of 
contention among the medical 
community for the past two years. 
Initially the Baptist Medical Center 
proposed a hospital for the 
development. But that plan was nixed 
by the BRHSA when a survey showed 
there was 4 surplus of hospital beds in 
the Birmingham area. 

The state committee’s action 


effectively stops all planned medical 
facilitieis for the Riverchase area, 
unless either Brookwood or Shelby 
Memorial request a “fair hearing” on 
their rejctions. : 

“If the applicant chose to ask 
for a hearing, we would support the 
request,” Rohling told the Reporter 

Lind said that while he did not 
want to jeopardize other projects 
before the committee, he did not 
understand the rationale used to reject 
the primary care facility. -2 

A decision on whether to ask for a 
hearing is expected at the June 27 
board meeting. -.

A petition demanding that the 
board of education “rescind its 
arbitrary, capricious and provocative 
resolution of June 14, 1978 attacking 
the action and credentials of our board 
of trustees and require the 
superintendent of education to assign 
other teachers to our school 
acceptable to our trustees to replace 
those properly and lawfully refused by 
our trustees,’ was circulated in 
company with a legal fund pledge 
card, 


After a two hour executive session 
(from which the press was banned) 
during Wednesday’s meeting, the 
board of education refused by a vote 
of four to one to honor the trustees’ 
request that the eight teachers, four of 
them involved in an earlier dispute 
with Pelham principal Ernest Douglas, 
be assigned elsewhere. 

In announcing the board’s 
decision, Hill said, “‘Upon 
consideration of facts and law, 
including the May 26, 1978 attorney 
general’s opinion, the Riverchase 
group are not legally elected trustees 
under title 16 chapter 10 paragraph | 
of the 1975 Alabama Code.” 

“Even if they were legal, the 
reasons for refusal are not adequate 
under 16-10-4.” 

Concerning the qualifications of 
trustees the Alabama Code states, 
“The term ‘patrons’ as used herein 
shall be construed to mean the parents 
and guardians of children in 
attendance at the school.” 

According to board member 
Barbara Whitman, who cast the 
dissenting vote in Wednesday’s action 


and was on hand to encourage the 
trustees in their fight, the board based 
its decision on the fact that the 
children were not in attendance since 
the school has not been finished, The 
board asked the attorney general’s 
office to determine if Riverchase was a 
“new” school. 

In fact, according to Whitman, the 
board had two attorney general’s 
opinions On the Riverchase trustees. 

The first, an oral opinion 
delivered by telephone, said that the 
board could choose three trustees 
from a list of six names voted on by 
the parents and guardians of children 
who will attend Riverchase School 
when it is opened this fall. 

The patrons met in the cafeteria 
of Valley School March 6 and elected 
six to submit to the board. 

“As far as the board of education 
is concerned there are no trustees at 
Riverchase School because the 
attorney - general ruled it was a new 
school,” Hill told the Reporter when 
contacted last Friday. 

Whether the school is new or not, 
the patrons have formed a PTO. Jane 
and Roby Bedford were elected 
co-presidents of the new organization. 
The first order of business was the 
passage of a resolution supporting the 
trustees. 

““These parents are educated,” 
said Dummier. “They understand what 
their children are not getting and they 
know how to get it.” 

She said the eight teachers were 
refused because they would not have 
contributed to the harmonious 
workings of the school as set out in 
title 16 chapter 10 paragraph 9 of the 
1975 code. She added that the 
decision was based on community 
discontent expressed in phone calls 
about these teachers.

Economic decisions grow difficult 


Congressman Walter Flowers says 
Congress and the Administration “face 
critical decisions in economic and 
energy policy during the next several 
months - decisions which could affect 
our society for many years.” 

Flowers, a member of the House 
Democratic Steering Committee and 
chairman of a major energy 
subcommittee, wrote about economic 
and energy policy in a regular 
newsletter to his constituents. 

“On the economic scene,” 
Flowers aid, “*1% million more 
Americans are working now than at 
the beginning of the year and the 
stock market is doing much better, but 
inflation is still with us, interest rates 
are rising and the dollar remains 
depressed on world money markets.” 

“Amid those conflicting 
indicators, important decisions must 
be made on tax policy and 
appropriations,” he said. “By the time 
for tinal action, perhaps we'll have a 
better idea of just where the economy 
is heading.” 

“One factor heightening economic 
uncertainty is the lack of a 


comprehensive national energy 
policy,” Flowers said. 
He said a House-Senate 


conference committee was continuing 
to work at settling differences between 
the different versions of energy 
legislation passed by the two houses. 

“The conferees have just settled 
the most difficult issue -- natural gas 


pricing ~ by agreeing to remove federal 
price controls gradually over the next 
seven years,” Flowers said, ‘“‘Decontrol 
would apply only to newly discovered 
gas, not to gas already being 
produced.” 

After the conferees resolve other 
differences, the energy legislation will 
be sent to the full House and Senate.

The County Commission met in 
special session Tuesday afternoon with 
the architect and chief contractor of 
the new county jail. 

The group was trying to reach a 
decision on the exact date for turning 
over the new facility to the county. 

Contractor John Conner said he 
thought the building could be ready 
for occupancy by the end of next 
week. The final inspection has been 
taking place this week with the 
expectation that Wednesday would be 
the last day. . 

A ‘punch list’ is being prepared 
with items that need to be finished, 
and the contractor expects he can 
complete these items within a we ek. 


Paul Owens, County Planner, who 
has been supervising jail construction 
for the county, said he would like to 
see everything turned on and working 
for about two hours before accepting 
the building. He wants to try out the 
emergency generator to see if it can 

rovide the power needed in the event 
a power failure. 


Commissioners agreed that this 
should be done. 

The telephone system has not 
been installed, according to sheriff's 
administrative assistant Tom Barnes, 
but should be completed soon. 

The furniture, ordered recently at 
a cost of about $30,000 will not arrive 


until the end of June, and the wo oden — 


furniture for the sheriff's office will 
not arrive until later. However, Owens 
said the jail could be occuped without 
the furniture, because it was mostly 
for administrative use. 

Stil unresolved is the question of 
charging the contractor for a time 
overrun of about 8 or 9'months. The 
jail was scheduled for completion last 
October or November, allowing. for 
change orders. Conner mentioned that 
the weather for the past two winters 
had been unusually bad for 
construction work. 

County Attorney. Frank Ellis met 
with the group to discuss the legal 
aspects of the matter.

Members of the Montevallo City 
Council, meeting Monday night, 
approved the awarding of a contract 
for the purchase of a computerized 
data processing system to NCR 
Corporation. 

The new system, expected to be 
delivered within 30 days, will handle 
all of the city’s water, gas and sewer 
billing, as well as all municipal 
payrolls, general ledger and budgetary 
accounting. 

“The new system will eliminate at 
least six manual handlings for each 
utility billing,” according to City Clerk 
Don Hughes. 

Four bids for the system were 
opened during last week’s council 
meeting, but council members delayed 
the awarding of the contract for one 
week, while the city’s finance 
committee and city clerk studied the 
different proposals. Several similar size 
cities in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Georgia were contacted by Montevallo 
during the course of the study of the 
bids. 

NCR submitted the highest bid, 
but for a number of reasons, including 
delivery date, programming, and 
proximity of a service center, members 
of the council awarded the contract to 
NCR. Total cost of the system is 
$28, 200.

When the shots were fired, 
according to the reports, Tannihill 
speeded up, in an effort to escape the 
shots. 

When the two northbound cars 
rounded a curve on County Road 17 
near Woodland Hills subdivision, just 
southwest of Alabaster, they met a 
southbound car occupied by Mrs. Lois 
Jane Acton, 49, of Route 1, Alabaster, 
her two sons, Lynn, 14, Frankie 16 
and a daughter, Patricia 18. 

Tannihill’s car, apparently 
traveling at a high rate of speed, veered 
into the left lane and struck the Acton 
car headon. The two cars, both Buicks, 
caught fire. 

Ambulances arrived on the scene 
and took the victims to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

Frankie Acton was dead on arrival 
at the hospital. Patricia Acton was 
transferred to University Hospital in 
Birmingham where she died Thursday 
inorning. Lynn Acton underwent 
emergency surgery at Shelby 
Memorial. He and his mother are listed 
in stable condition. 

Tannihill, driver of the car being 
pursued was transferred to University 
Hospital and is described as in critical 
condition. Carolyn Boyd, 25, of 
Columbus, Georgia, a passenger in 
Tannihill’s car was also transferred to 
University Hospital. Her condition is 
listed as serious. 

Bertha Prince Blocker’s late model 
Buick was impounded. She was taken 
to the Alabaster Police Station where 
she was arrested and initially charged 
with first degree murder. She was later 
transferred to the Shelby County Jail 
in Columbiana and is now charged 
with two counts of second degree 
murder.

top Montevallo council agenda

Speeding and reckless driving in a 
Montevallo subdivision, a report from 
the city’s Park and Recreation 
director, and the purchase of a 
computerized data processing system 
topped the agenda of business taken 
up by Montevallo’s City Council, 
Monday night. 


Eleven residents of the Indian 
Highlands subdivision presented a 
petition bearing dozens of names, 
requesting the city to take whatever 
steps necessary to eliminate speeding 
and reckless driving in the subdivision. 
The petition suggested locating stop 
signs, warning signs and rumble strips 
at certain intersections. 


Council members agreed to install 
the stop signs, warning signs and 
children-at-play signs, as soon as such 
signs can be delivered. The installation 
of rumble strips was indefinitely 
postponed. 


Police Chief Troy Kirkland also 
agreed to step up patrolling in the 
area. 

Herschel C. Mobley and Yancy 
Clark, representatives of the NCR 
Corporation, were present to answer 
questions from council members 
regarding a computerized data 
processing system. The council 
awarded a contract to NCR fora NCR 
499 System. 

The purchase price is $28,200. 
The system will be delivered in 30 
days or less. (See separate story) 

City Clerk Don Hughes presented 
council members with a written report 
submitted by Ott Knight, director of 
the city’s park and recreation program. 
The report stated that the following 
improvements to the city park have 
either been completed or are in the 
process of being completed: addition 
of six picnic tables, addition of six 
outside picnic grills, installation of two 
water fountains, installation of two 
fences for the outfields of two baseball 
diamonds, completion of nighttime 
lighting for ball diamonds, installation 
of speedbreakers on park streets, 
repair of a backstop at a ball diamond 
at the Middle School and the purchase 
of a new grass cutting machine. 


Knight’s report also listed some of 
the major programs being offered 
during the summer of 1978. A 
program of games and activities at the 
Middle School involves some 18 to 26 
children every day. Between 30 and 40 
persons participate in a swimming 
program each Wednesday and Sunday 
afternoon. A dozen men take part in 
an exercise program twice a week at 
the High School gymnasium, a dozen 
women take part in a similar program 
twice each week. 

A program of men’s basketball 
fills the high school gym every Friday 
night. Some 40 boys participate in a 
basketball program each Monday and 
Wednesday. Tennis is available each 
Monday, Tuesday and Thursday 
morning. Some 30 persons are enrolled 
in the tennis program. 

A number of softball leagues use 
park facilities on a daily basis. 

Three city wide events are 
planned for the remainder of the 
summer. A street dance is still in the 
planning stage. Two major softball 
tournaments are scheduled, one this 
weekend and another for the weekend 
of July 8, 9. 

Labor Day weekend will follow 
the traditional activities of past years. 

Council members unanimously 
passed a motion establishing a $50 
deposit for all new gas customers. City 
Clerk Don Hughes explained that the 
city lost several thousand dollars 
during the past few months when 
house and apartment dwellers moved 
away while owing the city past due 
natural gas bills. 

In a companion motion, made by 
Gas Board committee chairman David 
Nichols, council members 
unanimously approved a policy of 
terminating gas service when a 
customer becomes 30 days delinquent. 

Mayor Ralph Sears asked the 
city’s finance committee to complete 
work on a revision of the city’s 
privilege license schedule by July 24. 
He also asked the same committee to 
submit a preliminary budget for fiscal 
1978-79 by August 28. 

Philip Lacey, a Montevallo 
businessman, was nominated to fill a 
vacancy on the city’s Industrial 
Development Board.

The ante bellum building 
constructed in 1854 is the first 
priority of the Shelby County 
Historical Society. It is one of ten 
pre-Civil War courthouses left in 
Alabama. Listed on the National 
REgister of Historic Sites it 
demonstrates Jeffersonian 
architecture. 

The group plans to turn the 
building into a museum of Shelby 
County history. On a tour of the 
structure, Fowler pointed to each area 
stating the intended use of each room. 

Downstairs, visitors would be 
greeted by an old fashioned country 
store, a room showing the progression 
of the mining industry in Shelby 


County and art gallery. 

Upstairs, partitions would be 
removed to create the original 
courtroom. : 

The Historical Society would have 
some offices located in the building 
and hopes to store old records for 
historical reserachers there, 

A historical architect, James Fitts 
of Tuscaloosa, has studied the building 
and determined its original structure. 
Restoration would first be made on 
the outside where a new roof would be 
built and the white paint removed. 
The interior will be restored as funds 
are available. 

Fowler said, ‘“‘We wouldn't want 
to put anything inside until the roof is 
fixed.”” She pointed to holes in the 
roof made by recent storms and said, 
“It has deteriorated a good bit in the 
last few months, That’s why we are 
anxious to begin restoration soon.” 

“The courthouse is a focal point 
in the whole county,” she said, It’s 
time that we focused on our heritage, 
the unique personality of our county.”

homes, the owner, Bill Siener, 
produced a deed showing the property 
to be outside the city. 

Homeowners in the area are upset 
over the situation and about a half 
dozen of them appeared at the city 
council meeting Monday night to voice 
their complaints. 

Mayor Harold Davenport told the 
irate citizens that he also had been 
unaware of the seemingly incorrect 
placement: of the sign. Under the 
assumption the business was starting 
operations within the city limits, 
which is prohibited, the mayor said 
Seiner had been told to close down. 

The business owner then 
produced the property description 
showing the area to be outside the 
city. But it’s believed by city officials 
that an annexation occurred after the 
deed was recorded and they say 
they’re searching for these records. 

Betty Burt, one of the residents 
affected by the startling disclosure, 
reported that the city limit sign had 
been put in front of her home in 1953. 


And Police Chief C.E. Carter 
recalled that surveyor Alton Yoyng 
had instructed him to put the sign in 
that location. 

The solution suggested by Mayor 
Davenport was that the residents of 
the area in question petition to be 
brought into the city. However, any 
business now operating in the area (the 


junk yard) will have to be brought in 


too, he informed the unhappy citizens. 

Claiming that council members 
seemed unsympathetic to the plight of 
the black residents, Paul Cohill 
declared, “This is no threat, but 
there'll be another election day.” 

Councilwoman Mayo Taylor said 
she was siding with the black residents. 
Showing her agitation with the 
situation, the black council member 
declared, “These people should have 
been informed - the matter wasn’t 
brought and it wasn’t done 
right.” 

The mayor promised to talk with 
the city’s attorney to try and get the 
matter settled.

For senior citizens 
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Professor urges involvement 


by Bert Seaman 
By uniting and speaking up for 
themselves, UA Associate Professor of 
Gerontology, David Brown, says that 


senior citizens can make their 
influence felt politically. 
Speaking before the Shelby 


County Council of the 
Aging Thursday, Brown noted that 
mandatory retirement takes away an 
older person’s economic contribution. 
But he emphasized that a senior 
citizen would always have the right to 
political involvement. 

And that’s what he urged the 
group to do to insure their needs being 
met. With the anticipated shortage of 
tax dollars, Brown pointed out that 
every group would be trying to get 
their share. 

One of the first places there'll be a 
cutback, he told his audience, is in the 
health care programs. “We're kidding 
ourselves if we think the government 
will be increasingly generous to older 
people,” Brown remarked. 

The UA professor stressed the 
need for the over 60 group to band 
together, make their needs known to 
politicians and candidates for office, 
and to “keep working at it.” 

“If you're not in there pitching,” 
he said, “you'll lose by default.” 

Advising the group that the most 
effective place to start working was in 
their own communities, Brown

reported that neighborhood ties were 
of vital importance in a political 
campaign. 

The next point Brown made was 
the need for organization. Saying that 
senior citizens are the largest 
numerical group in the country, he 
commented that “22 million old 
people combined can elect anyone.” 

“The idea is to combine and 
multiply,” Brown said as he urged the 
senior citizens to unite with groups 
having similar interests. 

He also advised the older citizens 
from Alabaster, Vincent and Calera, to 
be informed on issues, and develop 
leadership in their ranks. 


“Public hearings are one place 
where you’e voice can be hears,” 
Brown reported. He also urged 


attendance at town council meetings. 
“If we don’t make our voice heard,” 
the UA professor noted, “they won't 
know how to represent us.” 

When a member of the audience 
mentioned apathy at election time, 
Brown pointed out that “Numbers 
translated into votes is the name of the 
game.”

Plastic worms, not real ones, are 
the bait to catch bass on these days. 
And, the number one producing 
color is ‘motor oil’. 

The darkish blue squirmy things 
must be successful because everyone 
is buying them and all the camp 
owners on Lay Lake say to use 


them. The best spot to fish with 


them is off the points. 


When fishing with worms, hold 
the rod tip high. That way you’ll 
have a better feel of the bait and 
when you get a strike. When you 
think that it’s a bass and not a limb 
or old shoe, give the rod a hard yank 
and hope for the former. If you 
were right, you’re in for a whale of a 
time. 


For crappie enthusiasts, minnows 
or jigs .are producing equally 
well.The: average depth lately is 10 
to 15 feet. I prefer using a bobber 
because it takes less work and it’s 
always seemed easier to keep an eye 
on. 

Back to plastic worms..... 

Manufacturers are always looking 
for ways to make plastic worms 
even more effective. To that end, 
a taken to flavoring their 

orms with scents, such as bananas, 
strawberries, lime, blueberries and 
others.

Makes sense, but anyway, the next 
time you fish a strawberry worm 
and it doesn’t produce, maybe you 
ought to add a little whipped cream, 
some sugar and eat the thing your- 
self.

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State salt water fish records 


are ripe to be broken by anglers 


For Better Hunting and Fishing 

by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Alabama has only two counties 
with a salty flavor--Baldwin and 
Mobile. However, with these two 
counties we become eligible to 
establish our own state salt water 
fish records. 

Present tentative record holders 
go back to 1963 when a Mobile 
angler caught a 74 Ib, 8 oz, grouper 
(Epinephelus sp.). The most recen- 
tly caught record big fish in a list I 
have from the State Department of 
.Conservation and Natural Resour- 
ces are four taken last year-- 
dolphin, 48 Ib. 12 oz.; gray trigger- 
fish, 10 Ibs, 4 oz.; king mackerel, 59 
dbs. 6 oz.; and spotted seatrout, 9 
Ibs. A call was issued by the depar- 
tment on May 15 for*a 30-day 
challenge to the present record 
holders on 41 species of salt water 
fish species. If there have been any 
‘big changes, I'll try to list the 
aurrent state record holders 
sOmetime this summer. Smallest in 
the 41 species at present is the Gulf 
or, Southern kingfish (whiting, 
millet), 2 Ibs. 6 oz.; the largest, a 
shark, 835 lbs. 

Anglers wishing to challenge this 
list must complete an official ap- 
plication form and forward by June 
15:this year., This form may be ob- 
tafned by writing to Ala. Marine 
Resources Div., Attention: Record 
Fish Committee, P. O.Box 188, 
Dauphin Island, AL 36528.

Agri-center proposal 


Riverchase school parents 
raise funds to fight board

The Riverchase PTO and trustees 
met last Monday to gather 429 
petitions demanding that the 
superintendent and Board of 
Education recognize the trustees and 
their right to reject eight teachers 
assigned to the new school. 

About 50 patrons of the school 
attended a meeting in the Valley 
School library to accept the petitions 
and to plan legal strategy should 
Superintendent Elvin Hill refuse the 
petition. 

Hill sent the trustees a letter after 
the June 14 board of education 
meeting saying that the trustees had 
not been legally elected and that even 
if they had been legally elected, the 
reasons set out for refusing to accept 
the eight teachers were insufficient.

Commission studies 
agri-center plan

She:man Holland unveiled a plan to 
build an agri-center for Shelby County 
to the Commission Monday. 

Acting on an idea submitted earlier 
by another group, Holland presented 
architect’s drawings for a proposed 
building, to be located on county land, 
to house agriculture-related offices. 

The idea behind the project was to 
relieve overcrowding in the present 
courthouse. If built by private 
enterprise, the offices in the 
agri-center would pay rent, and the 
building would be turned over the 
county at no cost in 25 years, 
according to the project submitted by 


Shelby Memorial Hospital won 
advisory opinions from the state 
attorney general’s office supporting 
the hospital’s position on conflict of 
interest and ethics law compliance last 
week. 

Attorney General Bill Baxley 
withdrew an advisory opinion that 
bankers could not serve on public 
boards which deposited funds in their 
banks. 

“Shelby Memorial and the Alabama 
Hospital Association had challenged 
the ruling on the grounds that three 
annual audits provided sufficient 
protection against conflict of interest. 

“We feel that we have enough 
safeguards;’’ said hospital 
administrator Richard Lind. “At 
Shelby Memorial we also have an 
internal conflict of interest policy.” 

The decision frees bankers to 
serve on the more than 81 hospital 
boards in the state, as well as on other 
public boards. 

In another ruling the a ttorney 

eral advised the State Ethics 
Geen that only the board of

The Commission took no action on 
the plan, but engaged in considerable 
discussion about the need for extra 
office space. When the jail is moved to 
its new building, and the education 
offices are moved to the old 
Columbiana Elementary School, 
Commissioners expressed the thought 
that those moves might free sufficient 
space in the present courthouse for 
current needs. 

Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden received authorization to 
write the federal agencies now housed 
in the courthouse, asking them to pay 
rent to the county.

Telephone mysteries explained 
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Need for day care centers growing . 


by Ruth Ann Dunn 

The need for day care facilities in 
Shelby County is growing just as 
rapidly as its population. 

Eight licensed centers in the county, 
most in the Alabaster area, handle the 
growing number of children whose 
parents work and must send them to 
centers during the day. 

As the need for service increases, so 
does the job of the Department of 
Pensions and Securities. The DPS is 
responsible for the inspection and 
licensing of day care centers. Clara 
Roberts of the Shelby County DPS 
said, “The centers are supposed to be 
licensed. Some people just open one 
up without a license, though. 

“There’s a lot of misconception 
about it,” she said. “People don’t 
realize they have to have a license.” 

A day care center is designated asa 
facility where more than six children 
are kept more than four hours each 
day. 


people meeting the requirements on 
gross income. 

Three other centers in the county 
include Mad Hatter Day Care in 
Columbiana, Tender Years on 
Valleydale Road and University 
Baptist Child Development in 
Montevallo. 

Currently applying for a license is 
the New Life Day Care facility at the 
First Assembly of God in Alabaster. 

There are no day care centers in 
Wilsonville and Chelsea area, Roberts 
said. Expense was probably again a 
factor in the lack of coverage in 
certain parts of the county. 

Since facilities are lacking in parts 
of the county some working parents 
_take their children to centers in 


Jefferson County on their way in to 
work. 

Some of the day care centers keep 
infants while others keep toddlers ang 
older children. Under the law, a day 
care unit is eligible to keep children 
from birth to 14 years old. The 
younger the children kept though, the 
stiffer the child to staff ratio becomes 

Roberts also pointed out the need 
for day care for the handicapped in 
the county. “‘There is an acitivity 
center in Alabaster, but it is limited,” 
she said. 

Roberts welcomes the expansion 
in Shelby County’s Day Care facilities 
but stresses prospective operators 
should file for an application before 
opening a center.

Montevallo gets new $5 million 


electronic telephone facility

The more than 5,000 telephone 
customers in the Montevallo area are 
now being served by one of South 
Central Bell’s most advanced pieces of 
equipment. 

At one minute past midnight 
Sunday morning the telephone 
company’s new $5 million facility 
located on Main Street in Montevallo 
was put into service. 

Housed in a recently completed 
brick building, the new equipment is 
called an Electronic Switching System 
(ESS). 

John Godwin, manager for South 
Central Bell compared ESS to a huge 
computer operating the entire system. 
‘““ESS equipment,’’ according to 
Godwon, “‘is the latest development in 
switching and offers many special 
custom calling services.” 


() Among the special services that 
are now ayailable to Montevallo 
residents are ‘‘Call Forwarding,” 
“Speed Calling,” Call Waiting,” and 
“Three-Way Calling.” 

The “Call Forwarding” feature, 
according to Godwin, ‘can 
automaticanly direct all incoming calls 
from your telephone to a friend’s

telephone, for example. To do this, all 
you have to do is dial a code number 
and all your calls will be forwarded 
until you re-program the system to 
restore your calls to normal.” 


“Speed Calling” is for people who 
have one or more numbers they call 
frequently, such as office, parents, 
friends or children. Godwin said, 
“With ESS, you can tell the system to 
recognize a two digit code representing 
those numbers. Instead of dialing 
seven to eleven digits you only need to 
dial one or two. ESS will remember 
the original number and connect you 
automatically.” 

“If you’d like to bring someone 
else into the conversation,’ Godwin 
continued, ‘“‘additional coded 
instruction can be programmed into 
the equipment and a_ three-way 
connection established. We call this 
“Three Way Calling”. 


“Another attractive and useful 
ESS feature,” Godwin states, “‘is ‘Call 
Waiting.’ This enables you to hear a 
tone in your receiver ‘when you’re 
using your phone letting you know 
someone else is trying to call you. You 
may hold the first call in progress, pick

up the new call and then return to the 
original.’ : 

The four services are offered 
individually or in a package plan by 
the telephone business office. 

Other features made possible by 
the new Montevallo installation 
include push button dialing or Touch 
Tone service and “Zero Plus Dialing”. 

The “coming on line” of the new 
telephone equipment marks the most 
recent improvement in telephone 
service in Montevallo. Telephones 
came to Montevallo in December, 
1905, when thirty three citizens signed 
up to become telephone subscribers. 

The magneto system was the first 
type of telephone service used. These 
were large, wall-mounted instruments 
and it took a lot of physical stamina 
and patience to make a telephone call 
on those original phones, according to 
Godwin. 

Over the years equipment 
improved and .the number of 
Montevallo subscribers grew. In 1926 
there were almost 200 in Montevallo. 
By 1950 the number had increased to 
almost a thousand. Today, there are 
more than 5,000 telephone customers 
in the Montevallo area.

Roberts said the DPS gets many 
inquiries into opening day care 
facilities but “they’re very expensive 
to operate,” so few of the inquiries 
become realities. The license itself to 
open a facility costs nothing. A 
physical exam for all employees before 
the center can open is required. 

A survey taken by the DPS each 
year to determine the needs of the 
community has shown the need for 
more day care facilities ranks first. 
Persons polled include a random 
sampling of people throughout the 
county in all social levels. 

The DPS’s job, Roberts said, “‘is to 
try to make it a little bit above 
babysitting.” The DPS _ consultant 
suggests way to save money while 
improving services on his routine 
inspections of the day care centers. 

“We don’t leave you out there all 
alone,” Roberts said. 

The DPS has never prosecuted an 
unlicensed day care operation Roberts 
said. ““We’re just rying to help people 
upgrade their facilities,” she said. 

The county DPS contracts with one 
of the eight centers in Shelby County 
Child Development Center in 
Montevallo. The services are free to

Rocky Ridge has stated it will not 
renew the Inverness truck lease, so 
North Shelby officials have made it 
their goal to have the district 
Operational by October 1, the day the 
lease expires. 

The North Shelby County fire 
district trustees hope to have a 
temporary fire hall, and one fire truck 
of the two originally planned,ready for 
@peration in October. Fire coverage 


offered by the temporary facilities 
would extend to only a three mile 
radius within the district's boundaries 
until the permanent station could be 
built and the other truck purchased. 

The problems with the plan 
occurs when residents within the 
North Shelby County fire district, but 
Outside the three mile temporary 
boundary, begin questioning the 
billing procedure for the temporary 
coverage. 

These residents fear they will be 
forced to help pay for the fire 
coverage of those within the 
temporary boundary. 

One of these residents came to the 
Reporter offices in Columbiana this 
week seeking a map of the three mile 
boundary wanting to know if her 
property fell within the limits. 

The confusion stemming from 
who falls within the temporary 
boundary and who will have to pay 
for the temporary services has sparked 
some of the district residents to file a 
petition with Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden’s office.

Fifty year old business

One of  Alabaster’s earliest 
businesses is still operating on Main 
Street. And while the owner no longer 
delivers telephone messages the way 
his father did, he still provides “*honest 
and dependable” service. 

The business is now called Jones 


Truck and Auto Clinic was begun 


nearly SO years ago and was known 
then as Foy Jones Garage. 

According to Ralph Jones, who 
along with his brother Charles bought 
out his father in 1939, their telephone 
was probably the first in town. 

He started working in the garage 
when he was 9 years old, Jones said, 
and he remembers his father delivering 
important telephone messages to 
residents of the community. 

The telephone number of the old 
wall mounted crank phone was |. And 
that number can still be seen on the 
door of one of his father’s first 
wreckers, a 1932 photograph of the 
vehicle which hangs in the garage’s 
office. 

Jones recounted that his father’s 
first wrecker was mounted on a 
Cadillac touring car and that another 
vehicle he used for towing was a 
Lincoln 4 door sedan. 

Although Jones now has five 
wreckers, his pride and joy is one that 
he built “from the ground up.” The 
cab is a 1961 model B81 Mack. He 
bought the metal, and fabricated the 
wrecking equipment himself - and he’s 
still working on it he says. 

Jones explained that everytime he 
goes out on a call, he finds some way 
the apparatus can be improved to 
make the next job easier.

“She keeps the books and housekeeps 
here in the office,” he remarked. 

Another standby helper is_ his 
mother, Mrs. Madge Jones. “She and 
my wife ran the place when me and 
my three employees were all called out 
yesterday,” he laughed.

Professor tells how to evaluate political advertising 


Here’s some advice for the 
political campaigns already heating up. 
As long as voters use the media ads of 
politicians only as a “support device” 
for formulating opinions of 
candidates, the ads are OK, according 
to Dr. Michael Hesse of The University 
of Alabama. 

But, he warns, “Don’t depend on 
ads totally.” Hesse, head of the 
Department of Advertising and Public 
Relations in the School of 
Communication, advises voters to pay 
close attention to advertisements in 
newspapers and on television and radio 
this summer. 

A candidate uses the media to 
help establish visibility, credibility and 
legitimacy, he said. 

““The candidate is trying to 
establish who he or she is and create 
an awareness on the part of potential 
voters,” Hesse said. 

“In ads, the candidate is more 
concerned with being visible than in 
discussing issues.” 

Hesse pointed out that most 
politicians do not try in their ads to 
get into the issues they support or 
denounce, because there isn’t time in 
30-second or even 5-minute spots to 
deal with them adeuately. 

Ad agencies use the same basic 
approaches to marketing a politician as 
they do in selling a can of tomatoes, 
according to Hesse. 

“The candidate is put in the best 
possible light -- his good points are 
maximized and his bad ones 
minimized,” he said. 
people should learn what to look for 
in political ads.” 

He suggests several points: 

- You aren’t going to get a 
complete picture by watching media 
ads only. Intelligent decisions will 
come from discussing the politician 
and his platform with other people 
and reading news accounts in papers 
and magazines. 

- Don’t merely watch television 
advertisements. Listen to them. 
Techniques such as fast film, music 
and crowd shots cause the viewer tc 
miss what is being said. Try closing 
your eyes and listening. 

-- Beware of empty phrases like 
“I feel we need a flexible program to 
deal with the changing needs of this 
city,” or “I’m against inflation,’ not 
accompanied by plans to deal with the 
problems. 

~ Listen intently for promises, 
and ask yourself if they are just being 
made to gain votes, then to be 
forgotten. 

-- Watch for the “voiceover” 
-when a deep, professional voice is 
talking during the ad as you view 
scenes of the candidate meeting the 
public or playing with his children. It 
should be noted that it is not the voice 
of the politician. ; 

- Pay attention to the “talking 
head,” These ads are rare, but usually 
good, When the candidate himself 
talks, with nothing else going on in the 
picture, he may possibly be getting 
down to the business of issues, 
Observe these closely.

**What do you feed a baby 
deer? We just found the little lost 
darling in the woods.’ This is a 
question I get many times over 
the phone after a fawn drop. 

Or, I get shocked by “I have a 
little skunk I want to get fixed so 
it won’t smell bad.”’ 

Then there are naked little bir- 
ds that tumble from their nests. 
Or baby squirrels, foot-long 
alligators, lizards, snakes-----you 
name it. 

I told the lady with the 
whitetail fawn she had simply 
kidnapped the youngster. The 
odds were that its mother had 
most certainly been nearby and 
she had placed her youngster in 
protective concealment until 
danger had passed. I asked her 
hew she would feel if someone 
kidnapped one of her own. She 
got huffy and tearful at the same 
time so I told her to take it to the 
local conservation officer. 

‘The trend to catch, house and 
tame a wild creature is a mon- 
stfous activity that’s ever 
growing and was created, I think, 
primarily by TV’s episodes that 
show folks with cute pet rac- 
coons, bobcats, hawks, owls. 
Here Walt Disney comes to mind. 
Then there is the absurd relation- 
ship of a ‘‘mountain man”’ witha 
chummy grizzly bear! Many of 
these programs couldn’t make 
the grade unless there is a wild 
creature co-starring in them. 
There are the reruns of a laughing 
propoise. Seldom on the TV tales 
of pioneers do we ever see the 
bagging of an elk or mulie for 
food. Soon our grandchildren 
will assume Dan’! Boone was just 
a berry picker and Kit Carson 
slopped up dendelion greens all 
his life. 

On some talk shows there is 
always the robust gal who drags 
in a snarling cougar cub or a 
money or a pet bird that even- 
tually squirts all over the talk 
show host’s desk. Here the studio 
audience guffaws with glee, while 
the gal smiles knowlingly, and the 
host feigns embarrassment. And 
little wonder the bird performed 
with a true razzberry. In truth the 
creature was almost frightened to 
death ‘ before those hot and 
glaring TV lights and raucous 
humans! 

Of course, certain wild species 
must be captured for research, 
but for you the care and feeding 
of a wild creature is not 
something you should attempt. 
Here are a few reasons: 

1, It’s illegal to keep native 
wild species for pets in 
Alabama. However, I don’t think 
this has been enforced. 

2. Very immature young sim- 
ply won’t live despite what you 
do for them. Nature’s intention is 
to permit only the strongest to 
survive. If that little bird fell 
from its nest, it’s not likely to 
respond to your baby talk or 
cuddling. 

3. All wild creatures can 
become nuisances, and this goes 
for domesticated pets ----- dogs, 
cats, horses. A raccoon is cute for 
awhile, but when he tears open 
the pantry provisions, you begin 
thinking about getting rid of him. 
A tame squirrel leaves his fecal 
droppings over the couches and 


to fend for itself. The same is true 
of unwanted dogs, whose masters 
“don’t have the heart’’ to kill 
‘them quickly with a bullet or 
have a vet dispose of them 
painlessly. Therefore they release 
them in the woods. ‘‘Even if they 
can’t make it on their own, 
someone will take pity and give 
them a good home,”’’ the dog 
owner believes. I’ve heard them 
say it! Ever notice how these per- 
sons always wear halos over their 
heads? Have you ever seen a car 
stop on the highway to pick up a 
mongrel? In this same category is 
loss of interest. A youngster may 
dutifully take care of a pet ham- 
ster or a turtle for a day or so and 
then the abandoned pet dies of 
thirst or hunger. 

5. In most cases you can’t 
provide proper quarters for a 
wild animal. Nature intended it 
to have unrestricted freedom. 
Ever notice how caged lions and 
tigers pace back and forth 
restlessly all day long in the zoo? 
That should be some clue to the 
nature of many wild mammals or 
birds. 

6. Wild pets can turn on you. 
The maturing male deer pet 
during the rut in December or 
January has been known to at- 
tack humans. In one recent case 
at a university a student climbed 
a rigid steel fence festooned with 
**No Trespassing”’ signs to prod 
the penned antlered whitetail 
buck. The buck put him in the 
hospital! 

7. An animal’s bite or clawing 
can be dangerous. A ‘‘pet’’ bob- 
cat’s scratch may require several 
stitches. It untreated, infection 
could set in. A friendly fox could 
be rabid. So could a skunk or 
squirrel that shows no fear. Rab- 
bits and other wild species carry 
tularemia; some birds, lep- 
tospirosis. 

Good TV shows, such as the 
National Geographic series will 
benedfit you in your studies of 
wildlife. Your nearest zoo in your 
state will have many animals on 
display. Your local library has 
numerous reference books to 
quench your thirst for knowledge 
about wild animals, I wish I had 
had access to the printed material 
in my youth that youngsters have 
today. 

In other words, you don’t need 
a wild animal for a pet!

He cannot afford to be 
naive.”’

What do our conservation of- 
ficers do? I like to think that they 
have preserved the outdoors for 
hunters and fishermen. Like most 
hunters, I hope to spot some 
game during the proper season. 
In the past, many deer have been 
found in creekbeds or concealed 
in thickets...butchered illegally, 
their pelts and meat sold to the 
worst kind of person who dares 
call himself a sportsman. 

The Reporter has had stories in 
the past of illegal fish boxes con- 
fiscated, men found guilty of 
night hunting, shown pictures of 
illegally slaughtered deer, pic- 
tures of gill nets full of game fish 
and pictures of jail inmates 
cleaning doe deer that were shot 
for what appears to be just for 
the fun of it. 

These pictures and stories were 
testimony of the job that Shelby 
County’s conservation officers 
are doing. They’re catching the 
illegal hunters and fishermen. 

With more cooperation from 
hunters and other wildlife lovers, 
more arrests can be made, stricter 
fines and sentences can be im- 
posed and maybe we’ll be able to 
preserve the habitat so that in 20 
years your sons can take their 
sons hunting and fishing in 
Shelby Outdoors.

Japanese occupied the country. He 
was among Americans trapped there 
after the bombing of Pearl Harbor. 
The book concerns his life as a 
prisoner of war from sleeping on 
concrete floors to the cruelty of the 
guards. 

“It’s a true story,” he said. He 
spent months researching for his book, 
verifying facts and collecting 
information. “I’ve got a whole cabinet 
full of papers,” he said. “When it’s 
non-fiction, it’s got to be correct.” 

Many of Strong’s companions in 
Manila were tortured or murdered 
before his eyes. The experience had a 
definite impact upon his life. “When 
you see people dying all around you, 
you don’t attach so much to death as 
you would normally,” he said. 

But a book on war isn’t Strong’s 
only accomplishment. His second 
book, ‘*Walter” concerns the life of an 
older brother who collected family 
records. 

Strong, in his book, said, “It 
appears that Walter was the nucleus 
around which the whole Strong family 
revolved.” 

Upon Walter’s death, Strong was 
left to sort through his many papers 
and books. 

“Walter” not only contains the 
family history but shows the author’s 
concern for the preservation of the 
past. The prologue says, “The further I 
dug, the more convinced | became that 
unless these data were preserved and 
recorded, the only existing ties to our 
past would be forever lost.” Strong 
places emphasis on preserving the past 
to help future generations. 


“Walter came out a long time ° 


before Alex Haley wrote ‘Roots’,” he 
said. 

The greatest thrill of his life was 
the writing of a song about his old 
Alma Mater, Valley Grove School, in 
Tallapoosa County. 

Strong, who has never had music 
lessons, picked the song out on a piano 
at home as his wife, Mary, transcribed 
the notes onto sheet music. 

“I just picked it out of thin air,” 
he said. “‘It just shows that you can do 
anything you want.” 

Strong showed the same 
determination in the writing of his two 
books. He explains his writing had 
been limited to composing business 
letters before friends convinced him 
the Manila story needed to be told. 

I wouldn’t call myself an author. 
1 couldn’t just sit down and write 
something,” I need inspiration,” he 
said.
